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Little Rock, Ark., January 1, 1905. 
To His Excellency, 

JEFFERSON DAVIS, 

Governor of Arkansas: 

In discharge of the duty imposed upon us by Section 28 
of the Act of the Legislature of the State of Arkansas, creat- 
ing the Railroad Commission, which directs that the Com- 
missioners shall make to the Governor annual reports of the 
transactions of their office, we, the undersigned, the Railroad 
Commissioners of Arkansas, respectfully make this report of 
our acts and doings for the year ending December 31, 1904. 

During the year the railroads have enjoyed a large share 
of prosperity. In another division of this report will be 
found the figures relating to the operation of the railroads 
of this State. The returns have been compiled in this office, 
and are presented in tables conveniently arranged for in- 
spection. 

Construction of new railroads which has been going on 
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in the State for the last five years continues. During the 
year work has been progressing on the White River Branch 
of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Railway, which 
is now operated to Yellville, Ark., a point 107 miles north of 
Batesville. This line is building northwest to Carthage, Mis- 
souri, and it is expected will be operating trains from Car- 
thage, Missouri, to Batesville, Arkansas, by January 1, 1906. 
The Iron Mountain is constructing a line from Memphis down 
the west side of the* Mississippi River to a connection with 
the Texas & Pacific Railway in Louisiana. This line is now 
in operation from Watson, Arkansas, in Desha County, south, 
and our next report will doubtless report the completion and 
operation of the entire line. 

The Rock Island has completed its Searcy Branch, build- 
ing from a point on its main line near DeVall Bluff, Arkansas, 
to Des Arc. This gives railroad facilities to a productive 
country along its entire length, a distance of some forty 
miles. 

We report the first time this year the Midland Valley 
Railroad, which operates twenty-six miles of line, in the 
western portion of the State. This line is a large coal car- 
rier. We understand that coal is being mined and shipped 
in large quantities at every station. It has physical connec- 
tion with the Iron Mountain, the Frisco and the Rock Island 
Systems, and is destined, we think, though a short line, to 
have a large and paying business. 

A road is now projected from a connection with the 
Arkansas Southwestern Railroad in the southwest part of 
the State to Port Smith. This will open a large territory 
for settlement and occupation. 

There is now good prospect for a new road from the 
north, and the lumber companies are extending their lumber 
roads to the interior. 

Everything considered, our railroad situation and pros- 
pect is very encouraging. 

The Commission has used all of its power and influence 
to establish and maintain equitable rates between the railroads 
and the shippers, and in all of its rulings and decisions has 
endeavored to be just and fair to all interests. 

In one instance it has been necessary to pass upon a 
question where it was believed that a decision favorable to 
the complainant would be prejudicial to the interest of many 
other portions of the State. On account of certain alleged 
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discrimination against the City of Texarkana in the matter 
of interstate rates, the Commission was asked by the business: 
interests of that city to consider the matter of reducing its- 
local rates to points north on the Cotton Belt and Iron Moun- 
tain Railways 50 per cent. The Commission went to Texl 
arkana and heard the ease fully, but decided that it could 
not relieve the situation in the manner asked without prejudice 
to many other interests, and also for the reason that the Com- 
mission would have to take into consideration the in-bound: 
interstate rates, which it is not allowed to do. 

The Standard Freight Distance Tariff of the Commis- 
sion was republished this year and made to include the rules 
and regulations promulgated during the existence of the Com- 
mission. A number of new rates have been made and old 
ones revised, in most cases brought about by complaint, but 
in some instances where action was required matters were 
taken up by the Commission on its own motion. Some of the 
most important matters decided during the year are: 

The making of joint rates for the Central Arkansas & 
Eastern Railroad in connection with other lines, and of a 
lumber rate to apply locally on that road. 

Making coal rates to apply from points on the Midland 
Valley Railroad to points in Arkansas on the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railroad. 

Making a coal rate to apply locally between points on. 
the Arkansas Midland Railroad. 

Reducing the rate on tables between points in Arkansas^ 

Reducing the rate on fire clay and fire brick. 

Enlarging the mixture taking wire and nail rate. 

Making a rate on common soap. 

Reducing the rate on cotton seed, cotton seed meal and 
cotton seed hulls. 

Making a rate on telegraph and telephone cross arms. 

The classification was changed which amounted to a 
reduction in several instances. These changes are described 
in full in the proper division of this report. 

The Commission is engaged in litigation with the Pine 
Bluff Arkansas River Railway Company and the St. Louis 
Southwestern Railway Company over its. order finding the 
Pine Bluff Arkansas River Railway a component part of the 
St. Louis Southwestern Railway, and as such prescribing 
its standard distance to the said Pine Bluff Arkansas River 
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Railway and between points on the St. Louis Southwestern 
and the Pine Bluff Arkansas River Railway. 

During the year the Louisiana & Northwest Railroad 
also secured a temporary injunction in the United States 
Court restraining the Commission from enforcing the rates 
which it had prescribed for application to that line. 
x Both cases are still in the courts, and our next annual 
report will doubtless present the history in full and their 
result. 

The joint rates made and promulgated by the Commis- 
sion last year have fulfilled our expectation concerning them. 
They have saved many thousand dollars in freights and have 
made conditions so that the producers all over the State may 
exchange their products and carry on commerce with each 
other. The conditions under which, owing to prohibitive 
freight rates by direct route, it was necessary for the fruit 
crop of the northwest portion of the State to be shipped to 
St. Louis and re-shipped to South Arkansas, no longer ex- 
ists. The same statement may be made with reference to 
other Arkansas products. 

Quite a number of claims for overcharges in freight rates 
• and demurrage ranging in amount from one dollar to $208.50, 
were handled by the Commission, all of which were adjusted 
satisfactorily, the railroads in each instance where an over- 
charge was shown refunding the excessive charges in freight 
to the shipper upon application by the Commission and with- 
out litigation. 

The question of car supply during the busy season of 
this year has not given so much trouble as in previous years. 
This, we think, is due to two causes: one the better manage- 
ment on the part of the railroads, and the other the gradual 
movement of the cotton crop. We desire to reaffirm our 
position on this question : We most respectfully recommend 
the enactment of a law specifically empowering and making it 
the duty of the Railroad Commission to make rules requiring 
each and every railroad company operating a railroad in this 
State to furnish cars in a certain number of days upon de- 
mand of shippers made in writing to the local agent at the 
point from which the shipment is to be made, and move the 
same within a given time after notice is given by the shipper, 
and to deliver the shipment within a period of time, to be 
fixed by said rules, fixing adequate penalties for the violation 
of said rules.

The Commission has compiled a railroad map of the State 
and distributed about 2,000 copies among the shippers. 

It has also compiled a list of railway stations of the State, 

showing their location and their distance from the principal 

jobbing points. There has been a large demand for both, and 

. we think they are serving useful purposes. They will be 

furnished free on request of parties interested. 

As an economy, the Commission is saving each year many 
times its cost in the payment of freights, and under its uni- 
form distance rates, wholesale interests are thriving through- 
out the State. This places the wholesalers and retailer in 
close touch, and business is carried on at less cost than if the 
goods were purchased by the dealers outside of the State. At 
the same time the effect of the Commission's Standard Dis- 
tance Tariff has been to force a reduction of interstate rates 
to local points in Arkansas to about 60 or 70 per cent of the 
scale formerly in effect, thereby decreasing the cost of the 
necessaries of life to the consumer.

It is on this day ordered that the St. Louis Southwestern 
Railway Company be notified, to appear before the Railroad 
Commission of Arkansas and show cause, if any, why a pen- 
alty should not be assessed for making charges in excess of 
the Switching Rates of the Commissions. 

Note.— The complainant in this case is located at Fouke's 
Brick Yard, a point located on the St. Louis Southwestern 
Railway, iy 2 miles north of Texarkana, and petitions the 
Commission to make a switching rate into Texarkana on busi- 
ness for that point proper, and for points in Arkansas be- 
yond.

Refer to Tariff, Page 11, Item No. 40, under Whiskey, 
Wine and other Liquors, in wood, and eliminate the following 
clause :

vision of the Joint Through Rate between the Kansas City 
Southern Railway and the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & South- 
ern Railway on business between points in Arkansas on said 
railways, moved via Hope, Frisco Railway and Ashdown, shall 
be made on a revenue basis. 

It is further ordered that the Secretary make out a true 
and perfect transcript of the following order, and forward 
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same to the Kansas City Southern Railway Co., and the St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Railway Company.

Note.— The following case was brought about by com- 
plaint lodged against the Mississippi River, Hamburg & West- 
ern Railway by citizens of Hamburg, Arkansas, alleging extor- 
tionate rates of freight , and further that this line was owned 
by the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Railway, and as 
a part of such road that the Commission should apply thereon 
locally its 'standard freight distance tariff and that 
continuous mileage rates should apply between points on 
the Mississippi River, Hamburg & Western Ry. the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain & Southern' Railway. After a full hearing 
of the complaint, the Commission ordered the railroads' to put 
in the above rates. Later it was charged that the railroads 
Tiad failed to put them in, and the Mississippi River, Hamburg 
& Western Railway was. cited to appear before the Commis- 
sion and' answer why it has not obeyed its order. The find- 
ing of the Commission in the case follows :

Rule 3. — All railroad companies, private companies and in- 
dividuals, owning or operating a railroad or railroads in the 
State of Arkansas, are required to furnish a sufficient 
number of double -decked cars for the shipment of sheep 
or hogs, to supply the demand for such cars on their re- 
spective lines, and to allow shippers to load both decks in 
said cars with sheep or hogs to the aggregate extent of 
20,000 pounds, which cars so loaded shall be received and 
transported by such railroad companies or private com- 
panies or individuals as one car load of stock. 

It shall not be lawful for said railroad companies, 
private companies and indivduals, to charge or receive for 
the transportation of a double-decked car of sheep more 
than is charged by such companies or individuals for a car 
load of stock other than sheep. 

Should any railroad company, or private company or in- 
dividuals, owning or operating a railroad or railroads in 
the State of Arkansas, refuse or neglect to furnish cars as 
provided in the two preceding sections, it shall not be law- 
ful for them to charge, or receive, for the transportation of 
a car of sheep or hogs more than one -half the rate charged 
for the shipment of car load of stock other than sheep or 
hogs. (Act March 25. 1889; Amended Act 112, April 19, 
1895.) 

That whenever any railroad company or corporation, 
doing business within the limits of this State, shall receive 
and ship any live stock or poultry by the car load, said 
company or corporation shall, in consideration of the price 
paid for said car. pass the shipper, or his employe, to and 
from said point designated in the contract, or bill of lading, 
without further expense to the shipper.

53 Rate of three dollars per car will apply on lumber in car 

loads from Lena, Arkansas, to Junction of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railway and Little Rock & Hot 
Springs Western Railway at Benton, Arkansas. 

54 Empty beer packages returned. 

Beer packages, empty, including empty beer bottles, 
in barrels or boxes, returned to point of shipment, mini- 
mum weight of shipments, loaded in refrigerator cars, 
15,000 pounds. In other kinds of cars, 20,000 pounds shall 
be charged one-fourth Class "B" rates, with a maximum 
charge of 7 cents per 100 pounds, and a minimum charge 
of $5 per car load. 

55 Minimum charge. 

No shipment, however small, will be taken for less 
than 100 pounds, at the rate under which it is classed. 
Should . it contain two or more classes of freight, the 
higher class rate for 100 pounds will be charged. A ship- 
ment classified at higher than first class will be charged 
as 100 pounds, at first class rate, unless it amounts to 
more at regular rates, actual weight. 

No shipment will be taken for less than 25 cents. 

Where the rates or rules in this tariff conflict with the 
Western Classification and the Arkansas exceptions 
thereto, this tariff will govern. 

56 When current class rates are lower than the commodity rates 

prescribed in this tariff, such class rates shall govern. 

57 When the class rates car loads and less car loads, and com- 

modities car loads and less car loads, now in effect from 
jobbing centers to local points, and between jobbing 
points and other points within the State, are lower than 
the rates prescribed in this tariff, such lower rates shall 
govern. 

58 Switching charges. 

The reasonable maximum charge for switching loaded 
cars to warehouses, elevators and industries, between con- 
necting lines at all points within the State of Arkansas, 
shall not exceed: 

3 miles and under, $3.00. 

5 miles and over 3 miles, $3.50 per car. 
7 miles and over 5 miles, $4.00 per car. 

Rule 1. — The above are maximum charges for switch- 
ing and cannot be exceeded, but railroad companies are at 
liberty to charge less than said maximum, provided if they 
charge one shipper less they shall charge all other ship- 
pers under substantially similar conditions, the same, and 
no discrimination shall be made between shippers or in- 
dustries at the same junction, point. 

Rule 2. — Railroad companies are at liberty to absorb all 
or any part of switching charges, but if they absorb the 
charges for switching or any part thereof of any com- 
modity for any shipper, they shall likewise absorb for all 
other shippers of the same commodity under substantially 
similar circumstances. 

Rule 3. — At all junction points and connections of car- 
riers, where railroad companies, by agreement, either ex- 
press or implied, are charging for switching less than the 
above maximum they shall continue to maintain such ex- 
press or implied agreement for switching until otherwise 
ordered by the Commission. 

Rule 4. — Switching includes the hauling of loaded cars 
from station yards, side tracks, elevators or warehouses to 
the junctions of other railroads when not billed from sta- 
tions on its own road to said junctions, and from junc- 
tion of other railroads to the stations, side tracks eleva- 
tors and warehouses situated on the tracks owned or con- 
trolled by the railroad company doing said switching; it

It is further ordered that all future supplements to 
said Western Classification shall be submitted to this 
Commission upon application for adoption, and that be- 
fore any future supplements to said Western Classifica- 
tion shall govern In the transportation of freights in 
Arkansas, the same shall first be adopted by this Com- 
mission.

EFFECTIVE MARCH 31, 1903. 

61 It is hereby ordered that Arkansas Classification Exceptions 

No. 1-C, shall, on March 31, 1903, and until further notice 
by this Commission, govern in the transportation of 
freights by railroads between points in Arkansas; pro- 
vided, that the Standard Freight Distance Tariff, amend- 
ments thereto and special rulings (including Classification 
Rulings No. 2 -Ark., amendments or reissues) heretofore 
made and issued, or to be made and issued by this Com- 
mission, shall not be affected in any manner by said ex- 
ceptions to {Western Classification No. 34; provided fur- 
ther, that where the rulings of said Western Classification 
make lower rates, such lower rates shall govern. 

It is further ordered that all future amendments or 
supplements to said Exceptions No. 1-C, and all future 
issues of Arkansas Exceptions to Western Classification, 
and amendments thereto, shall be submitted to this Com- 
mission upon application for adoption, and that before 
any future amendment or supplement to said Exceptions 
No. 1-C, or any future classification or amendment 
thereto, shall govern in the transportation of freights 
within the State of Arkansas, the same shall first be 
adopted by this Commissission, and ten days' notice 
given of such adoption before the same shall take effect; 
provided: 

1. That, if all the railroads shall unite in an appli- 
cation for the adoption of any future amendments or sup- 
plements to said Exceptions No. 1-C to said Western 
Classification No. 34, which shall have the effect of re- 
ducing freight rates, the same, if adopted by this Com- 
mission, may, within the discretion of this Commission, 
take effect immediately upon adoption. 

8. That nothing herein shall have the effect to adopt 
anything in said exceptions to Western Classification No. 
34, applying to the freights in the State of Arkansas, or 
any amendments or supplements to said Exceptions No. 
1-C, in conflict with the laws of the State of Arkansas.

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SENATE BILL NO. 40-ACT. 130. 



"An Act entitled an Act supplemental to an Act to provide 
for the regulation of railroad freight and passenger tar- 
iffs in this State, Approved; March 11, 1899, and to in- 
crease the powers of the Railroad Commission." 
Be it Enacted by the GenerpL Assembly of the State of Ar- 
kansas: „ \\ : V* 

Section 1. .That eve'ry person, company, or corporation, 
operating any -railroad in this State, which connects with any 
other railroad- ih 'this State and which forms a part of a con- 
tinuous lipe of railway communication to any point within 
this/'/JState, such companies and corporations, respectively, 
>hill afford all due and reasonable facilities for receiving and 
• forwarding by one of such railroads all the traffic arriving 
by the other, and ^hall promptly forward the same at through 
rates, tolls and fares, without giving any undue preference 
or advantage to or in favor of any particular person or com- 
pany, or any particular description of traffic, in any respect 
whatsoever, so that no obstruction may be offered to the pub- 
lic desirous of using the railroads of this State as continuous 
lines of carriage from one to another point within the State. 
Section 2. That all persons, companies, or corporations, 
operating any railroad in this State that forms part of a con- 
tinuous line of railway communication to any point in this 
State, shall issue through passenger tickets and check bag- 
gag§ through to and from points on such continuous line of 
communication, at through rates and fares. That all freight 
and traffic carried wholly within this State to and from sta- 
tions on lines of continuous carriage aforesaid, shall be way- 
billed through at rates and tolls from point of departure to 
point of arrival,, without being rebilled at junction points; 
and, in case of car load freights, the forwarding carrier shall 
receive and forward the same in the car or cars in which the 
freight is tendered, without breaking bulk of package. 

Section 3. That, in all cases where there is by special 
connection of railroads a continuous line of railway commu- 
nication between railroad stations within this State, whether 
such stations be on railroads operated by one and the same 
company or corporation or on railroads operated by different 
and independent companies or corporations, it shall be the 
duty of the Railroad Commission of this State, to and from 
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such stations, to make just and reasonable rates of freight, 
express and passenger traffic, to be observed by all persons, 
companies or corporations, operating any railroad or engaged 
in transporting persons or property as express or freight in 
this State. 

Section* 4. If any two or more connecting lines of rail- 
road in this State shall fail to agree upon a fair and just 
division of the. charges arising from the transportation of 
freights, passengers, or cars, over their lines, the Oomihis- 
sion shall make the division and shall fix the pro rata part 
of such charges to be received by each of said connecting 
lines. 

Section 5. That if any person or corporation operat- 
ing a railroad or express company in this State or any re- 
ceiver, trustee or lessee of any such person or corporation as 
aforesaid shall violate any of the provisions of this act or 
aid or abet therein or shall violate the tariff of charges as 
fixed by said Commission or any of the rules regarding rail- 
roads or express companies as made by said Commission and 
for which there is no other penalty prescribed in this act, 
such person or corporation or receiver, trustee or lessee shall 
be liable to a penalty not less than five hundred nor more than 
three thousand dollars, for each violation of the act or such 
tariff of charges or rules and regulations, and such penalty 
may be recovered by an action to be brought in the name of 
the State of Arkansas in the County in which such violation 
may occur. The Commission shall institute such action and 
actions for the recovery of the penalties prescribed in this 
act through the prosecuting attorney of the proper district 
and no such suit ghall be dismissed or compromised without 
the consent of the court and of said Commissioners, and the 
prosecuting attorney shall be allowed a fee by the court not 
to exceed twenty-five per cent of the amount collected, and 
if any prosecuting attorney shall neglect for fifteen days 
after notice to bring suit, the Commission may employ some 
other attorney at law to bring the same who shall be allowed 
a fee therefor to be fixed by the court not to exceed twenty- 
five per cent of the amount collected. In such case the prose- 
cuting attorny shall not interfere ; provided, that in all trials 
of cases brought for violation of any tariff charges by said 
Commission, it may be shown in evidence that such tariff so 
fixed was unjust. Nothing in this section shall be so con- 
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strued as to in any manner interfere with the action for dam- 
ages may be provided by law. 

Section 6. All laws in conflict with this act be and the 
same are hereby repealed, and this act shatl be in force and 
take effect from and after its passage.

RULES 

ADOPTED BY THE

The Transportation of Freight and Cotton and 
Cotton Seed and Its Products, 

AND 
DEMURRAGE RULES 



ORIGINALLY ADOPTED SEPTEMBER 23, 1899. 
AMENDED TO DATE. 



LITTLE ROCK, ARKANSAS, JULY 15, 1904. 

RULE 1. 

All connecting railroads which are under the manage- 
ment or control of one and the same company, whether owned 
or operated by it under a contract, agreement or lease, or 
by traffic contract, shall, for the purpose of transportation, 
in applying a tariff, be considered as constituting one and 
the same road ; and the rate shall be computed ae upon parts 
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of one and the same road unless otherwise specified. The fact 
that each of said roads has a different Board of Directors 
shall not prevent the application of this rule, 

RULE 2-DISTANCES. 

Since a separate rate cannot be conveniently given for 
-every possible distance, the law authorizes the Commission to 
ascertain what shall be the limit of longer and shorter dis- 
tances. Five miles has, accordingly, been fixed as a limit 
for the change of freight rates for all distances less than one 
hundred miles, and ten miles for all distances over one hun- 
dred miles. The Commission reserves the right, however, to 
correct the charge in extreme cases which work hardships, 
although the same may not violate the letter of our rules. 

RULE 3.. 

For all distances over five miles and under one hundred 
miles the following rule will apply : When the mileage does 
not end in zero or five, the next five miles group shall govern 
the rate. Illustration: For a distance of twenty-six miles 
-charge for .thirty miles. 

RULE 4. 

When freight is transported any distance over one hun- 
dred miles, if the mileage does not end in zero, the next ten 
miles group shall govern the rate. Illustration: For one 
hundred and twenty-one miles, charge for one hundred and 
thirty miles. 

RULE 5. 

No railroad company shall, by reason of any contract 
with any express or other company, decline or refuse to 
act as a common carrier to transport any article proper for 
transportation by the train for which it is offered, subject 
to reasonable rules and regulations prescribed by the car- 
rier. 

RULE 6. 

Railroad companies may collect twenty-five cents as a 
minimum charge on a single shipment, however small; pro- 
vided, on small packages any railroad company shall be 
privileged to make such minimum charge of ten cents. 
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RULE 7. 

No railroad company doing business in this State shall 
permit a blockade of any class of freights on account of any 
arrangements between it and other railroad companies as to 
the transportation of freight according to percentages or 
otherwise. 

RULE 8. 

The freight rate shall be uniform to all, and public and 
printed schedules diall be posted in a conspicuous place in 
every depot. There shall be no secret reduction of rates, 
nor shall any bonus be given, or any rebate paid, to any 
person. 

RULE 9. 

When railroad companies are required to load or unload 
oar load shipments, in cases where it is the duty of shipper 
or consignee to do same, the actual costs of such service shall 
he paid by shipper or consignee. 

RULE 10. 

The charge for hauling extra heavy articles may be as 
follows, viz: 

Under 2,000 pounds No extra charge 

2,000 and under 3,000 pounds '. $3 00 

3,000 and under 4,000 pounds 5 00 

4,000 and under 5,000 pounds 7 00 

5,000 and under 6,000 pounds 8 00 

6,000 and under 7,000 pounds 10 00 

7,000 and over In proportion 

RULE 11. 

The term fertilizers embraces the following and like ar- 
ticles, when intended for use as fertilizers: Acid phosphate 
fertilizer, guano, in sacks or casks, house plant fertilizer, land 
plaster in sacks or barrels, marl, phosphates and phosphate 
rock used for fertilizing purposes, dried blood and kainit. 

RULE 12. 

Vehicles designed for transportation at carrier's riA, 
must be properly protected by the shipper with sufficient 
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covering or packing and intelligible, plain marking, and ac- 
companied with orders for immediate shipment, so that the 
liability to injury from fire, weather, chafing or other injury 
may be decreased. 

RULE 13. 

In no case shall the freight charges on less than car load 
shipments exceed the charge per car load for the same class 
of goods. 

RULE 14. 

No railroad company doing business in this State is re- 
quired to receive cotton or merchandise and warehouse the 
same, unless the articles offered are in good shipping condi- 
tion, well prepared by the shipper with proper packing and 
intelligible, plain marking, and accompanied by orders for 
immediate shipment. 

RULE 15-EXCESS, OR LESS THAN CAR LOADS. 

When the minimum car load weight or more of one ar~ 
tide is shipped in one day by one consignor to one consignee, 
covered by one bill of lading, the established rate for a car 
load shall apply on the entire lot, although it may be less 
than two or more full car load lots. The first car or cars 
must be loaded to their full capacity, and are subject to 
established rules for minimum weights, the actual weight of 
the balance, provided it is loaded in a box car, to be charged 
for at the car load rate, reference being made on the waybill 
for the balance of the lot to the waybill for the full car load 
or loads. This is intended to apply on all articles that are 
classified in both less than car loads, and in car loads, in the 
numbered and lettered classes, except on car load freight tak- 
ing minimum weights of less than 20,000 pounds, and ship- 
ments of agricultural implements (including hand imple- 
ments), vehicles, parts of vehicles, live poultry, live stock, 
barrels, casks, emigrants ' movables, furniture, household 
goods, kegs, lumber, articles taking lumber rates, sash, doors, 
blinds, wooden ware, baskets and all shipments any part of 
which is loaded in refrigerator or tank cars; in such cases r 
excess lots will be charged for at less than car load rate. 
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RULE 16. 
Lumber, coal, lime, stone and all other articles for which 
estimated weights are given in the classification, Will be taken 
at actual weights when. weights can be ascertained by an au- 
thorized weigher, who shall balance the scales immediately 
before weighing and see that the car is entirely free from 
all bearing of other car or cars (except where lumber laps 
from one car to another), and shall keep a record of the 
load to which the car belongs, its number, marked weight and 
the gross weight of the car as loaded, and shall stamp weight 
on bill of lading and sign the same, but When the weights can- 
not be so ascertained, will be charged for at the following 
estimated rates: 

White pine, green Per 

White pine, seasoned .'.Per 1

MEASUREMENT OF CORD WOOD. 

The weight of four-foot wood will be determined by 
measurement as follows: Ascertain the number of tiers or 
racks in each ear, and the number of cords in each tier or 
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raek by multiplying length, breadth and height together and 
divide by 128. If the car oannot be opened and it is im- 
possible to measure by tiers, measure outside of car, deduct- 
ing nine inches in length and nine inches in breadth, which 
will give the inside measurement, multiply the length, breadth 
arid height of the car, inside measurement, together, and di- 
vide by 128 ; from the result deduct 20 per cent for unoccu- 
pied space. The result will be the number of cords in car. 

The weight of two-foot wood, if piled in car, will be as- 
certained by measurement as provided above. If not tiered 
or piled in car, base your estimate on internal measurement 
of space occupied and allow 20 per cent for unoccupied space. 

When property is not weighed, and for any reason the 
shipper fails or refuses to furnish, or it is impracticable to 
obtain, a certificate of contents, agents will waybill at marked 
capacity of the car, noting on waybill, "receiving agents will 
receive contents of this car and obtain weights on basis of 
the estimate shown in Rule 16.' ' 

All commodities in car loads in bulk, upon which no 
estimate is provided for by the classification or tariff, must 
be waybilled at the marked capacity of the car when actual 
weight cannot be ascertained. > 

RULE 17. 

When an article is too bulky to put in a box car, it shall 
be subject to special contract. 

RULE 18. 

Car load freight will be rated and Charged according to 
the current rules governing maximum and minimum weights 
of car loads as authorized by the Western Classification, sub- 
ject to Arkansas exceptions; provided, that when a car is 
loaded over its load limit by a shipper at any station, the 
railroad company is left free to charge for the excess at a 
rate that will effectually stop a practice fraught with so much, 
danger to life and property. 

RULE 19. 

For rules governing demurrage and storage, see demur- 
rage rules. 

RULE 20. 

The teraiinal facilities of a railroad company, such as 
depots, side tracks, platforms, buildings, turn-tables, etc,,. 
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cannot be used by any other railroad company for any pur- 
poses without the consent of the owner. 

RULE 21. 

All agents at depot stations within incorporated towns 
and cities within this State, shall receive all freight offered 
for shipment and deliver all freight applied for, from the 
first day of April until the first of October between the hours 
of 7 o'clock a. m. and 6 o'clock p. m., and from the first of 
October until the first of April, between the hours of 8 o'clock 
a. m. and 5 o'clock p. m. ; provided, that in cities having a 
population of over five thousand people, the hours shall be 
from 8 o'clock a. m. until 5 o'clock p. m., all the year, with 
the exception of an intermission of one hour from 12 o'clock 
m. to 1 o'clock p. m., on each day of the week (Sunday ex- 
cepted). Nothing in this rule shall be construed to prohibit 
agents from receiving or delivering freights earlier than 7 
o'clock a. m., or later than 6 o'clock p. m. 

RULE 22. 

' Railroad companies whose lines do not exceed ten miles 
in length may charge from any point on their road the freight 
rate prescribed for ten miles. 

RULE 23. 

All joint rates between two or more roads not under the 
same management or control (excepting the maximum joint 
rates provided for in Rule 25) must be made only by agree- 
ment between the roads at interest in such joint rate or rates, 
and submitted to the Commission by the initial road with a 
carefully prepared tariff of rates and distances, and such 
joint rates shall not go into effect without the approval of 
the Commision. 

RULE 24. 

All property shall be transported the most direct route 
from the shipping point to the point of destination, and no 
circuitous route of transportation shall be adopted for the 
purpose of augmenting or increasing tariff charges; there- 
fore, when a shipment originates on a line of railroad which 
must be transported over one or more independent lines to 
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its destination, the rate of -transportation in such cases shall 
not exceed the lowest rate applicable by the most direct route 
from the shipping point to the point of destination. 

RULE 25. 

Two or more routes of railroad operating between ship- 
ping point and destination, the lowest rate applicable by any 
one of such routes may be adopted by the other rouu-s in- 
terested without affecting rates at intermediate points. 

RULE 26. 

When the shipping point and destination are both on 
the same line of railroad, or its branches, the haul may be 
made over such road or its branches, 10 destination, notwith- 
standing the destination might be more directly reached by 
change of route in transit, but no greater charge shall be 
made for the shipment than it would be subject to shipped 
by the most direct route. Nothing herein contained shall pre- 
clude the shipper from having his shipment billed and 
shipped over the most direct route. 

RULE 27. 

All railroads at connecting points shall receive and 
transport each the other's passengers, tonnage and cars, 
loaded or empty, without delay or discrimination. 

RULE 28. 

Within thirty days from October 10, 1899, all railroads 
within this State shall furnish the Commission with a state- 
ment of the correct weights, and numbers of all freight cars 
belonging to them, and said numbers and weights shall be 
marked on said cars in legible manner. 

RULE 29. 

No amendments to the tariff sheets now on file in this 
office shall be effective or become operative until approved by 
the Commission and no increase in rates will be admitted ex- 
cept by the sanction of the Commission and upon application 
made to the Commission in writing followed with proof show- 
ing the necessity therefor, and the reasonableness of the same. 
Provided, a decrease in rates may be made by the carriers 
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themselves, in exceptional cases, when the services rendered 
are not substantially similar to that provided for by the pub- 
lished tariff rate. ♦ 

RULE 30. 

When a car is loaded by shipper on any railroad in this 
State it shall be the duty of said railroad company (before 
signing receipt therefor) to know, under penalty of law, that 
no higher classed freight is loaded in said car than specified 
in bill of lading. 

RULE 31. 

When a car is loaded with bulk grain to be milled in 
transit at any milling station between point of shipment and 
destination, not more than the weight of grain in the original 
car shall be loaded of the grain product from milling point 
to destination, unless the additional weight shall be charged 
for at the local car load rate from milling station. 

RULE 32. 

It shall be the duty of each and every railroad company 
incorporated and organized under the laws of this State and 
operating any railroad through any territory therein to see 
to it that at all seasons in the year and according to the de- 
mand therefor that there is sufficient rolling stock to promptly 
receive, handle, transport and forward all kinds of freight 
that may be offered for transportation without discrimina- 
tion or unnecessary delay. Failure to do this and the con- 
sequent obstruction of the movement of traffic may be brought 
before the Commission by either individual or collective ship- 
pers who may be interested for such action as the violation 
of this rule may justify under the facts of each case. 

RULE 33. 

When the capacity of a car is fixed and marked under 
the provisions of these rules it shall be unlawful for any 
railroad company to permit any shipper or shippers to load 
said car in excess of a car load quantity as fixed by these 
rules, without entering such excess of weight upon waybill 
or bill of lading and charging and receiving the freight 
charges for such excess. Any violation of this rule will be 
taken and considered by the Commission as a form of rebate 
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extended to the favored shipper, and will be dealth with ac- 
cordingly. 

RULE 34. 

In cases of conflict between these rules and any tariff 
promulgated by this Commission the rules Shall yield and 
the tariffs govern. 



DEMURRAGE RULES 



RULE 1. 



Railroad companies shall give prompt notice by mail or 
otherwise to the consignee of the arrival of goods, together 
with the weight and amount" of freight charges thereon; and 
when goods or freight of any kind in car load quantities ar- 
rive, said notice must contain the initials of the car, number 
of the car, net weight and amount of freight charges due 
on the same. Storage and demurrage charges may be as- 
sessed if goods are not removed in conformity with the fol- 
lowing rules and regulations. No storage or demurrage 
charges, however, shall, in any case, be allowed unless legal 
notice of the arrival of the goods has been given to the owner 
or consignee thereof by the railroad company. 

RULE 2. 

Legal notice referred to in these rules may be either act- 
ual or constructive. Where the consignee is personally served 
with notice of the arrival of freight, free time begins at 7 
o'clocy a. m. on the day after such notice has been given. 
Constructive notice referred to consists of posting notice by 
mail to the consignee. Where this mode of giving notice is 
adopted there shall be twenty-four hours additional free time 
to be added to the forty-eight prescribed in Rules 3 and 4, 
to be computed from day after notice was mailed. Provided, 
that when cars have been placed on shipper's private track, 
it shall be notice that the free time for unloading same shall 
begin at 7 o'clock a. m. the following day. 

RULE 3. 

All package freight unloaded in depot or warehouse 
which is not removed by the owner or consignee thereof from 
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the custody of the railroad company within forty-eight hours 
(not including Sundays or legal holidays), computed from 
7 o'clock a. m. of the following day of legal notice of arrival 
may be subject thereafter to a charge for storage for each 
day or fraction of a day, that it may remain in the custody 
of the railroad company as follows: 

In less than car load quantities, not more than one cent 
per hundred pounds per day. 

In car load quantities not more than one dollar per car 
per day. 

RULE 4. 

Loaded cars, which by consent and agreement between 
railroad and consignee, are to be unloaded by consignee, such 
as bulk meat, bulk grain, hay, cotton seed, lumber, lime, coke, 
sand, brick, stone, wood and all cars taking track delivery, 
which are not unloaded from the cars containing the same 
within forty-eight hours (not including Sundays or legal 
holidays) computed from 7 o'clock a. m. of the day follow- 
ing the day of legal notice of arrival is given and the car 
or cars are placed accessible for unloading may be subject 
thereafter to a charge of demurrage of one dollar per day 
or fraction of a day, that said car or cars remain loaded 
in the possession of the railroad company; it being under- 
stood that said car or cars are to be placed and remain ac- 
cessible to the consignee for purpose of unloading during the 
period in which held free of demurrage. When the period 
of demurrage commences, the car or cars are to be placed 
accessible to the consignee for unloading purposes on demand 
of the consignee; provided, however, that if the railroad com- 
pany shall remove such car or cars after being so placed, or 
in any way obstruct the unloading of the same, the con- 
signee shall not be chargeable with the delay caused thereby ; 
provided the time for unloading coal in car load lots shall 
be seventy-two hours instead of forty-eight. (See also 
Rule 13.) 

RULE 5. 

Cars set in place by a railroad company at request of 
a shipper and to be loaded by him, shall, after the expira- 
tion of forty-eight hours allowed for loading, be charged for 
at the rate of one dollar per day per car for each day they 
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are subsequently detained by the shipper ; provided, this rule 
shall not apply to cars set out at coal mines. (See also Rule 
14.) 

RULE 6. 

When consignors ship goods to themselves or order it 
shall be the duty of the railroad companies to give legal no- 
tice to such consignees or persons to whom shipping directions 
order delivery. This notice may be addressed by mail to con- 
signee at point of delivery, and demurrage will begin as in 
other cases of notice by mail ; and the mailing of such notice 
shall be sufficient legal notice in such cases, whether the con- 
signee actually receives the same or not. Where the con- 
signee shall refuse to accept freight tendered in pursuance 
of the bill of lading the carrier charged with the duty of 
delivery may give to the consignor legal notice of such re- 
fusal ; and if he shall not, within three days thereafter, give 
directions for the reshipment or unloading of such goods 
be shall thenceforth become liable to such carrier for demur- 
rage upon the car or cars in which they are stored, to the 
same extent and at the same rate such dharges are now, un- 
der like circumstances, by the rules of this Commission im- 
posed upon consignees who neglect or refuse after notice of 
arrival to remove freight of like character from the cars of 
a carrier. 

A consignee who has once refused to accept a consign- 
ment of goods shall not thereafter be entitled to receive the 
same, except upon payment of all charges x for demurrage 
which would otherwise have accrued. 

RULE 7. 

A consignee living more than five miles from the depot, 
and whose freight is destined to his residence or place of 
business so located, shall not be subject to storage or de- 
murrage charges allowed in the foregoing rules until after 
seventy- two hours, counting from 7 o'clock a. m. on the day 
following the mailing of the notice. 

RULE 8. 

Railroad companies are authorized to store such property 
in public warehouses at the expense of the owner, if the same 
is not removed before demurrage charges attach. 
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RULE 9. 

Whenever the weather during the period of free time 
is so severe, inclement or rainy, that it is impracticable to 
secure means of removal, or where from the nature of the 
goods removal would cause injury or damage, such time shall 
be added to the free period ; and no demurrage charges shall 
be allowed for sudh additional time. 

This rule applies to the state of the weather during busi- 
ness hours. 

RULE 10. 

Railroads shall not discriminate between persons or 
places in storage or demurrage charges. If a railroad com- 
pany collects storage or demurrage of one person, under the 
demurrage rules, it must collect of all who are liable. No 
rebate, drawback or other similar device will be allowed. 

If demurrage is collected by a railroad company at one 
point on its line, it must collect at all places along its line 
of those liable under the rules of this Commission ; provided, 
that this rule shall not apply to package freight received in 
less than car load lots and unloaded in depots and ware- 
houses. Provided, further, that the Commission shall hear 
and grant applications to suspend the operation of this rule 
whenever justice shall demand this course. 

RULE 11. 

No other charges shall be made for storage or demurrage 
except as provided in the foregoing rules. 

RULE 12. 

Cars loaded with live stock, through consignments (not 
held for orders), freight carried on export bills of lading, 
and company's material, not subject to demurrage charges. 

RULE 13. 

When any consignee shall receive four or more loaded 
cars in one day, such cars in excess of three shall be allowed 
twenty-four hours additional free time for each three cars 
until all are loaded ; provided, that if the shipper should or- 
der four or more cars to be delivered in one day, this rule 
will not apply. 
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RULE 14. 

When cars are placed for loading lumber and other ar- 
ticles mixed in same car, which enter into the building of a 
house as provided for in Standard Freight Distance Tariff, 
as amended, shall have seventy-two hours (not including Sun- 
days or legal holidays) time, beginning at 7 o'clock a. m. 
the following day. 



RULES TO GOVERN IN SHIPPING COTTON 

RULE 1. 

A shipper desiring his cotton delivered at destination 
compressed shall, when no compress is in operation at ship- 
ping point, give to the railroad company notice of such desire 
by inserting in his bills of lading the notation "to be com- 
pressed in transit," and it shall be the duty of the railroad 
company accepting such shipment to comply with such in- 
structions, if there be an accessible compress at which said 
cotton can be compressed under the provisions of this sec- 
tion. Railroad companies shall make an allowance of five 
working days, within which the compress companies shall 
receive, compress and redeliver to the railroad companies cot- 
ton whidh is to be compressed in transit; but in the event 
of a. compress company failing to perform such work within 
the time thus fixed, it shall be the privilege of the railroad 
company upon whose lines said compress is situated to report 
such failure to the Railroad Commission and ask exemption 
from the obligation to place further shipment of transit cot- 
ton with such compress company until it shall be in condition 
to comply with such requirements. 

RULE 2. 

Railroad companies shall assume the cost of compressing 
cotton which is to be delivered at destination compressed, 
only on the following conditions: 

1. Cotton shall be compressed at shipping point when 
an accessible compress is in operation a/t said point. 

2. When no compress is in operation at shipping point 
the cotton shall be compressed at a station directly inter- 
mediate between shipping point and destination. Compresses 
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being in operation at two or more stations directly between 
shipping point and destination the compress nearest to ship- 
ping point shall be selected to compress such cotton; pro- 
vided, that cotton to be compressed in transit, may, at the 
option of the railroad, and without additional expense to the 
shipper or owner of the cotton, be hauled back to and com- 
pressed at a compress which is nearer the point of origin 
than is the first compress in the direct route to destination, 
if such nearer compress be in operation upon the line of road 
upon which said cotton originates ; and further provided, that 
when cotton is offered for shipment at a junction point of 
two or more competing lines of railroad, at which no com- 
press is in operation, conditioned upon such cotton being com- 
pressed at another junction point of such competing line 
in the direction of final destination, and it is possible for 
one of such competing lines to comply with such conditions 
under the foregoing rules, then the other competing lines 
interested shall have the privilege of acepting and transport- 
ing such shipment of cotton upon the same conditions, al- 
though it may be necessary for such other lines, in doing so, 
to haul such cotton through intermediate compress points on 
their line. This proviso shall not be construed as applying 
on cotton originating at other points between such junction 
points. 

3. The maximum charge for compressing cotton paid 
by railroad companies shall not exceed ten cents per hundred 
pounds on transit and thirteen cents per hundred pounds on 
local cotton. 

RULE 3. 

Cotton which is to be delivered in compressed condition 
at destination shall be so compressed that the density of each 
bale at destination shall not be less than twenty-two and one- 
half pounds per foot, cubic measurement. Cotton in any 
form which has the required density shall be accepted as 
compressed cotton. 

RULE 4. 

When a compress company operating a compress at a 
railroad station fails or refuses to furnish all shippers equal 
facilities for the accommodation and the disposition of cot- 
ton, such failure or refusal will be considered by the Rail- 
road Commission of Arkansas as grounds for authorizing 
the railroad company to withhold from such compress ship- 
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ments of cotton which are in transit and to deliver them to 
some other compress for compression. 

RULE 5. 

When cotton is tendered to a railroad company upon a 
compress platform, which is situ&ted on the track of said 
railroad company, it shall he the duty of the railroad com- 
pany to take charge of and receipt for the cotton in the same 
manner and on the same terms that it would receive and 
receipt for the cotton if tendered at its own depot platform, 
or other place assigned hy it for such transaction.

EMPTY BEER PACKAGES RETURNED. 

Beer packages, empty, including empty beer bottles, in barrels or 
boxes, returned to point of shipment, minimum weight of shipments, 
loaded in refrigerator cars. 15.000 pounds. In other kinds of cars 20,000 
pounds shall be charged 1-4 Class "E" rates, with a maximum charge of 
7 cents per 100 pounds, and a minimum charge of $5.00 per car load. 



MINIMUM CHARGE. 

No shipment, however small, will be taken for less than 100 pounds, 
at the rate under which it is classed. Should it contain two or more 
classes of freight, the higher class rate for 100 pounds will be charged. 
A shipment classified at higher than first-class will be charged as 100 
pounds, at first-class rate, unless ic amounts to more at regular rates, 
actual weight. 

No shipment will be taken for less than 25 cents. 
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Where the rates or rules in this tariff conflict with the Western 
Classification and the Arkansas exceptions thereto, this tariff will govern. 

When current class rates are lower than the commodity rates pre- 
scribed in this tariff, such class rates shall govern. 

(When the class rates car loads and less car loads and commodities, 
car loads and less ear loads, now in effect from jobbing centers to local 
points, and between jobbing points and other points within the State are 
lower than the rates prescribed in this tariff, such lower rates shall govern. 

SWITCHING CHARGES. 

The reasonable maximum charge for switching loaded cars to ware- 
houses, elevators and industries, between connecting lines at all points 
within the State of Arkansas, shall not exceed: 

3 miles and under, $3.00 per car. 

5 miles and over 3 miles, $3.50 per car. 

7 miles and over 6 miles, $4.00 per car. 

1. The above are maximum charges for switching and cannot be ex- 
ceeded, but railroad companies are at liberty to charge less than said 
maximum, provided if they charge one shipper less they shall charge all 
other shippers under substantially similar conditions, the same, and 
no discrimination shall be made between shippers or industries at the 
same junction point. 

2. Railroad companies are at liberty to absorb all or any part of 
switching charges, but if they absorb the charges for switching or any 
part thereof of any commodity for any shipper, they shall likewise absorb 
for all other shippers of the same commodity under substantially similar 
circumstances. 

3. At all junction points and connections of carriers, where railroad 
companies, by agreement, either express or implied, are charging for 
switching less than the above maximum, they shall continue to maintain 
such express or implied agseement for switching until otherwise ordered by 
the Commission. 

4. Switching includes the hauling of loaded cars from station yards, 
side tracks, elevators or warehouses to the junction of other railroads 
when not billed from stations on its own road to said junctions, and from 
junction of other railroads to the stations, side tracks, elevators and ware- 
houses situated on the tracks owned or controlled by the railroad company 
doing said switching; it is that transfer charge ordinarily made for moving 
loaded cars for short distances for which no regular way-bill is made, 
and which do not move between two regular established stations on the- 
same road.

It Is hereby ordered that Western Classification No. 
84 shall, on October 1, 1902, and until further notice 
by this Commission, govern in the transportation 
of freight by railroads between points in Arkansas; 
provided: 

1. That said authority shall not be construed 
as cancelling the exceptions to Western Classifica- 
tions heretofore adopted, or the tariffs issued or 
approved by the Railroad Commission of Arkansas, 
or the rulings authorised by Circulars Nos. 48, 59, 
72, 85, 87 and 88, issued by this Commission. 

2. That any rating contained in said Western 
Classification No. 34, and all supplements thereto, 
which are in conflict with the laws of Arkansas, 
shah not be regarded as approved for application 
by this authority. 

It is further ordered that all future supplements to 
said Western Classification shall be submitted to 
this Commission upon application for adoption, 
and that before any future supplements to said 
Western Classification shall govern in the trans- 
portation of freights in Arkansas, the same shall 
first be adopted by this Commission.

It is further ordered that all future amendments

and to allow shippers to load both decks in said 
oars with sheep or hogs to the aggregate extent of 
20,000 pounds, which cars so loaded shall be re- 
ceived and transported by such railroad companies 
or private companies or individuals as one car load 
of stock. 

It shall not be lawful for said railroad companies, 
private companies and individuals, to charge or. re- 
ceive for the transportation of a double-decked 
car of sheep more than Is charged by such com- 
panies or individuals for a car load of stock other 
than sheep. 

Should any railroad company, or private com- 
pany or individuals, owning or operating a railroad 
or railroads in the State of Arkansas, refuse or 
neglect to furnish cars as provided in the two pre- 
ceding sections, it shall not be lawful for them 
to charge, or receive, for the transportation of a 
car of sheep or hogs more than one-half the rate 
charged for the shipment of car load of stock other 
than sheep or hogs. (Act March 25, 1889; amended 
Act 112, April 19, 1896.) 

That whenever any railroad company or corpora- 
tion, doing business within the limits of this State, 
shall receive and ship any live stock or poultry by 
the car load, said company or corporation shall, in 
consideration of the price paid for said car, pass 
the shipper, or his employe, to and from said point 
designated in the contract, or 1)111 of lading, with- 
out further expense t*> the shipper. (Act 51, March 
26, 1896 > 

The rates prescribed in current tariffs covering 
live stock will be valid when shippers execute the 
proper live stock release on the stock contracts of 
railroad companies. 

In the transportation of shipper or his employe, 
in the charge of live stock, the following rules shall 
be observed: 

1. Pass one person each way in charge of one 
car on any kind of live stock or poultry- . 

2. Pass one person each way in charge of 2 to 
5 cars of any kind of live stock, when shipped bj 
same party. 

3. Pass two persons each way in "sharge of 6 to 
10 cars of any kind of live stock, when shipped by 
same party. 

4. Pass three persons each way in charge of 11 
or more cars of live stock, which is the maximum 
number of persons that will be passed with stock 
from one shipper on the same train. 

The limit for return passes shall be: 
For shipper, or his employe, accompanying 
horses and mules, not to exceed 25 days. 
For accompanying other stock or poultry, 20 days.

RAILROAD LAW 



CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT PROVID- 
ING FOR A RAILROAD COMMISSION. 

The acts providing for a Railroad Commission and in- 
creasing its powers are included in Kirby's Digest of 1904, 
under Sections 6788 to 6831 inclusive, except Section 6809, 
which provides: 

• Sec. 6809. In all actions between private parties and 
railroad companies brought under the law establishing a 
Railroad Commission and defining its powers and duties, the 
rates, charges, orders, rules, regulations and classifications 
prescribed by said Commission before the institution of such 
action shall be held, deemed and accepted to be reasonable, 
fair and just, and in such respects shall not be controverted 
therein. Act February 27, 1901. 

Sec. 6787. The General Assembly shall pass laws to 
correct abuses and prevent unjust discriminations and ex- 
cessive charges by railroads, canals and turnpike companies 
for transporting freight and passengers, and shall provide 
for enforcing such law's by adequate penalties and forfeit- 
ures, and shall provide for the creation of such offices and 
commissions and vest them in such authority as shall be nec- 
essary to carry into effect the powers hereby conferred. Con- 
stitution of Arkansas, Article 17, Section 10, Amo-adment 
No. 4. 

ACT LIIL 

ACTS OF MARCH 11 AND APRIL 15, 1899, PROVIDING FOR A RAIL- 
ROAD COMMISSION FOR THE STATE OF ARKANSAS. 

An Act to provide for the regulation of railroad freight and 
passenger tariffs in this State, to prevent unjust dis- 
criminations and extortion in the rates charged for the 
transportation of passengers and freight, and to prohibit 
railroad companies, corporations and lessees in this State 
from charging other than just and reasonable rates, and 
to punish the same, and prescribe a mode of procedure 
and rules of evidence in relation thereto; and to ap- 
point Commissioners and to prescribe rules for their gov- 
ernment and define their powers and duties in relation 
to the same. 
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Section 1. Board to consist of three members, hovf 
chosen, term of office, salary. 

Sec. 2. Qualification of Commissioners, and when office 
declared vacant. 

Sec. 3. Commissioners to hold no other office and engage 
in no business inconsistent with their duties. 

Sec. 4. Governor to fill vacancies by appointment. 

Sec. 5. Oath of office. 

Sec. 6. Organization of board, two a quorum, appoint 
and fix salaries of Secretary and stenographer, make rules for 
their government, known by what name, to have a seal, keep 
office at Little Rock, expenses, how paid. 

Sec. 7. State to pay actual transportation expenses of 
Commissioners, etc. May accept free transportation. 

Sec. 8. Commission may hold sessions any place in the 
State. 

Sec. 9. Railroads and express companies in fifteen days 
after notice to furnish their rate sheet to the Commission, who 
shall, examine and revise same, fix just rates upon notice to 
carrier, when to take effect, what to consider in fixing rates. 
Rates fixed by Commission not subject to change except upon 
ten days' notice to carrier. May fix rates for companies 
failing to furnish rate sheets. 

Sec. 10. Carrier must keep posted up in conspicuous 
place at depot printed scedule of rates, what to be stated 
therein, when to take effect. Shall not charge more than 
specified in schedule, when to give duplicate receipts and 
what to state therein. Provisions of this act to apply to all 
property and all services for transportation thereof and com- 
pensation therefor on one continuous haul, and what is a 
continuous haul. Schedule of rates to take immediate effect 
at points of water competition. 

Sec. 11. Carrier shall not demand or receive a greater 
or less rate from one person than another. Rebates, drawbacks 
or any preferences either in rates or in furnishing cars or 
motive powers forbidden. 

Sec. 12. Pooling profits or dividing between different 
carriers the transportation of property forbidden. What 
persons or property may be carried free or at reduced rates. 

Sec. 13. When a short haul is included in the long. 

Sec. 14. Liable to individuals for double damages for 
injuries resulting to them by violation of this act. 

Sec. 15. Any person or corporation may complain 
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against the tariff of charges approved by the Commission. 
Complainants to be heard in person or by attorney. Com- 
mission to take testimony and regulate argument. Carriers 
not liable for making charges in conformity with the sched- 
ule of rates made by the Commission. 

Sec. 16. Upon notice to do so, carriers shall furnish 
Commission with all information required relative to man- 
agement of their roads and with copies of leases, contracts 
and agreements with other lines, express companies or 
sleeping car companies. Also, as to number of persons em- 
ployed in the different departments of their service and wages, 
paid them. 

Sec. JL7. Companies to make annual returns of business, 
showing receipts and expenditures on forms furnished by 
Commission, first returns to be made thirty dcys after pass- 
age of this act. Penalty for failure. 

Sec. 18. Penalty where no other penalty is fixed by this: 
act, how recovered, but where suit is brought to recover pen- 
alty for violating tariff charges it may be shown in defense 
that such charge was unjust. 

Sec. 19. Determinations of Commission to be in writing 
and made of record subject to inspection. Same proved by 
certified copy and received in evidence in courts of this State 
in all civil cases, and shall be prima facie evidence that the 
determination of Commission was right. 

Sec. 20. This act not to apply to tariff of charges, in 
transportation of persons or property wholly outside of this 
State. 

Sec. 21. Salaries and expenses of Commission, how and 
when paid. When expenses paid in advance. 

Sec. 22. When Commission may proceed by mandamus. 

Sec. 23. When Commission to investigate discrimina- 
tion and overcharges. 

Sec. 24. What carriers included in this act. 

Sec. 25. Commissioners may inspect books and papers 
of carriers and examine officers, agents and employees under 
oath. Penalty for refusing to submit to inspection. 

Sec. 26. Penalty i;or agent, employee or officer refusing 
to submit books to inspection. 

Sec. 27. Commission to ascertain cost, of construction 
of each road and what it would cost to reconstruct it and re- 
place all its physical property. To make report in duplicate 
to Attorney General and Auditor. 
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Sec. 28. Commission to make annual report to the Gov- 
ernor. 

Sec. 29. Commission empowered to subpoena and coerce 
attendance of witnesses, how and by whom served, fees of; 
what class not entitled to pay. May punish for contempt. 
Cost, how taxed in contested cases. Witness has no im- 
munity from answering questions because it would incrimi- 
nate him. Subject to penalty for perjury. Evidence may 
be taken by depositions. 

Sec. 30. Remedies given by this act cumulative. 

Sec. 31. Commission entitled to employ an expert. 

Sec. 32. May regulate joint traffic between connecting 
lines. 

Sec. 33. Who may administer oaths. 

Be it Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Arkan- 
sas: 

Section 1. That a Railroad Commission is hereby 
created, to be composed of three persons to be appointed 
by the Governor, by and with the advice and consent of 
the General Assembly in joint session, one to be chosen 
from the First and Sixth, one from the Second and Third, 
and one from the Fourth and Fifth Congressional Districts, 
to carry out the provisions of this act, who shall hold their 
offices until the meeting of the next General Assembly of the 
State and until their successors are qualified. That at each 
general election hereafter, to be held in this State, there shall 
be three Commissioners elected, from the Congrssional dis- 
tricts as hreinbefore provided, who shall hold their offices for 
the term of two years and until their successors are elected 
and qualified. The salary of each Commissioner shall be 
$2,500 per annum, to be paid from the State Treasury, in 
the same manner, that salaries of other State officers are paid. 
Act March 11, 1899, as amended by act April 15, 1899, Sec- 
tion 1. 

Sec. 2. The Commissioners herein provided shall be 
appointed or elected, as aforesaid, and shall be resident citi- 
zens of this State, and qualified voters under the Constitu- 
tion, and not less than twenty-five ^ears of age. No one 
shall be appointed or elected as such Commissioner who is 
directly or indirectly interested in any railroad in this State 
or out of it, or in any stocks, bonds, mortgages, security, or 
the earnings of any railroad; and if such Commissioner shall 
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become so interested he shall within a reasonable time divest 
himself of such interest; failing to do this, his office shall 
be declared by the Governor to be vacant. And in case any 
Commissioner becomes disqualified from any cause or in any 
way, he shall at once remove the disqualification or resign, 
and on failure to do so, he moist be suspended by the Gov- 
ernor. Act March 11, 1899. 

Sec. 3. No Commissioner hereinunder shall hold any 
other office under the government of the United States or 
of this State or of any other State government; and shall 
not while such Commissioner engage in any occupation or 
business inconsistent with his duties as such Commissioner. 
Ibid. 

Sec. 4. The Governor shall fill all vacancies in the of- 
fice of Commissioner by appointment, and the person so 
appointed shall fill out the unexpired term of his predecessor. 
Ibid. 

Sec. 5. Before entering upon the duties of his office, 
each of said Commissioners shall take and subscribe to the 
oath of office prescribed in the Constitution and shall, in 
addition thereto, swear that he is not directly or indirectly 
interested in any railroad, nor in any bonds, stocks, mort- 
gages, securities, contracts or earnings of any railroad, and 
that he will to the best of his ability faithfully and justly 
execute and enforce the provisions of this act, and all laws 
of the State concerning railroads, which oath shall be filed 
with the Secretary of State. Ibid. 

Sec. 6. The Commissioners appointed shall meet at Lit- 
tle Rock and organize and elect one of their members chair- 
man of said commission. A majority of said Commissioners 
shall constitute a quorum to transact business. Said Com- 
mission may appoint a Secretary at a salary not to exceed 
$1,500 per annum, and one stenographer at a salary not to 
exceed $1,000 per annum. The Secretary shall keep full 
and correct minutes of all transactions and proceedings of 
said Commission, and perform such other duties as may be 
required by the Commission. The Commissioners may have 
power to make all needful rules for their government. They 
shall be known collectively as the "Railroad Commission of 
Arkansas, ' ' and shall have a seal, the coat of arms of Arkan- 
sas with the words "Railroad Commission of Arkansas' ' en- 
graved thereon. They shall be furnished with offices in the 
City of Little Rock with necessary furniture, stationery, sup- 
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plies and all necessary expenses thereof not to exceed for 
the first year the sum of $1,000, and not to exceed $500 for 
subsequent years thereafter, to be paid for on the order oi' 
the Governor. Act March 11, 1899, Section 6, as amended 
by Act April 15, 1899, Section 6. 

Sec. 7. The Commissioners, Secretary and Stenogra- 
pher shall be entitled to receive from the State their actual 
necessary traveling expenses, which shall include the cost of 
transportation while traveling on the business of the Com- 
mission, to be paid out on the order of the Governor upon 
an itemized statement thereof, sworn to by the party who 
incurred the expense and approved by the Commission; pro- 
vided, said Commission shall make requisition, in the name 
of the State, upon any railroad in the State, for the trans- 
portation of themselves and employees when engaged in the 
duties of said Commission, and for no other purpose, and it 
shall be lawful for any such road to furnish the same with- 
out charge. Act March 11, 1899, Section 7, as amended )y 
Act April 15, 1899, Section 3. 

Sec. 8. Said Commission may hold sessions at any place 
in the State when deemed necessary, to facilitate the dis- 
charge of their duties, or for the convenience of the parties 
litigant. Act March 11, 1899. 

Sec. 9. That every person or corporation operating any 
to furnish said Commission, within fifteen days after notice 
to» do so, with the rate sheet and tariff charges for trans- 
portation of every kind over such railroad ; it shall be the 
railroad or express business in this State, is hereby ' required 
duty of said Commission to examine and revise said rate 
sheet and tariff charges for freight or express matter for 
each railroad in this State, and determine whether or not 
and in what manner, if any, such charges and rates are more 
than just and reasonable compensation for the services ren- 
dered, and whether or not and in what manner, if any, said 
charges and rates are in violation of any of the provisions 
of this act ; and said Commission will make reasonable and 
just rates of freight, express and passenger tariffs to be ob- 
served by all persons and corporations operating any rail- 
road or engaged in transporting persons or property as ex- 
press or freight in this State; shall make rules and regula- 
tions as to charges at any and all points for the necessary 
hauling and delivering of express and freight; regulate rates 
and charges for such service on all railroads as, in their judg- 
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ment, justice to the public and said person or corporation 
may require ; and so make the same conform to the require- 
ments of this act. And said Commission, in making such 
rules and regulations, shall first give the person or corpora- 
tion to be effected thereby notice to appear and show cause, 
if any it can, why no change should be made in the rates 
then in force, and shall take into consideration the charac- 
ter and nature of the service to be performed, the entire 
earnings of any railroad or express company, the expense of 
operating the same, the income and value thereof. And 
when any tariff of charges is corrected and approved, said 
Commission shall append a certificate of its approval to said 
tariff of charges and give notice thereof to any officer or 
agent of the railroad or express company to be effected 
thereby, and said tariff and charges be kept posted up for 
at least five days before the same shall go into effect. And 
said Commission shall accordingly fix rates and tariffs of 
charges for those express companies and railroads, the of- 
ficers of which fail to furnish rate sheets or tariffs of charges 
as above required. Said Commission shall not alter or change 
any tariff or charges so approved by it except upon ten days' 
notice in writing to the person or corporaiton operating the 
express company or railroad to be effected by such change, 
giving the same an opportunity to be heard; such notice to 
be by delivering a copy thereof to any officer or agent of such 
person or corporation. Ibid. 

Sec. 10. That all persons or corporations engaged in 
the transportation of passengers or property shall and are 
hereby required to keep posted up at every depot under the 
control of or in use by such person or corporation, in a con- 
spicuous place therein, plainly and legibly printed schedules, 
which shall state: First, the different kinds and classes of 
property to be carried; second, the different places between 
which property shall be carried; third, the rate of freight 
or express charges for carriage between such places, and for 
all services connected with the transportation of such prop- 
erty, from its receipt until it is delivered or forwarded. Such 
schedules shall be posted for at least five days before the 
same shall go into effect, and the same shall remain in force 
until another schedule shall, as aforesaid, be posted; and 
every person or corporation engaged, as aforesaid, shall re- 
ceive, load, unload, transport, store and deliver to the con- 
signee thereof, any and all property offered for shipment, 
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whether as freight or express matters, at and for charges not 
greater than those specified in such schedule, as may at that 
time be in force, and shall, on demand, issue to shippers, 
duplicate freight or express receipts, which shall state the 
class of freight shipped, the weight and charges. And all 
the provisions of this act shall apply to all property, and 
all the services in and about the transportation thereof, on 
one actually or substantially continuous carriage, or a part 
thereof, and to the compensation therefor, whether the same 
is carried wholly on one railroad or partly on several rail- 
roads, and whether the services are performed, or compensa- 
tion paid or received by or to one person or corporation alone 
or in connection with another, or other persons or corpora- 
tions; provided, that at such points where freight or express 
are subject to competition by water routes not controlled by 
this act nor complying with its provisions, the schedule herein 
provided for may be posted and go into immediate effect.

Sec. 11. That it shall be unlawful for any person or 
corporation engaged alone or associated with others in the 
transportation of passengers or property, by railroad in this 
State, as freight or express, directly or indirectly, to demand 
or receive from any person, firm, company or corporation, 
any greater or less rate or amount of compensation than is 
demanded or received from any other person, firm, company 
or corporation for substantially similar and contemporaneous 
services, or to allow any person, firm, company or corpora- 
tion, directly or indirectly, any rebate, drawback or other 
advantage in any form, or to make any preference in furnish- 
ing cars or motive power. And all persons or corporations 
engaged as aforesaid, shall furnish, without discrimination 
or delay, equal and sufficient facilities for the transportation 
of passengers, the receiving, loading and unloading, storing, 
carriage and delivery of all property, of a like character 
carried by him, them, or it; and shall perform, with equal 
expedition, and at uniform rates, the same kind of services 
connected with the contemporaneous transportation thereof 
as aforesaid. And it shall be unlawful for any person. or 
corporation engaged as aforesaid to enter into any contract 
or agreement, by changes of schedule, use of different cars, 
or any other means or device, with intent to delay or prevent 
the shipment of such property from being continuous from 
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the place of shipment to the place of designation, whether 
carried on one or more railroads. Ibid. 

Sec. 12. That it shall be unlawful for any person or 
corporation engaged in the transportation of passengers or 
property, as mentioned in the preceding section of this act, 
to make or enter into any contract, agreement or combination, 
directly or indirectly, for the pooling of freight, or to pool 
the freight of the different railroads or lines, by dividing be- 
tween them the gross or net earnings of such railroads, or 
any part thereof, or by equalizing, evening up or dividing 
the property or passengers carried by such railroads. But 
nothing in this act shall be so construed as to prevent any 
person or corporation operating a railroad in this State from 
issuing or selling at reduced rates, emigrant, excursion or 
commutation tickets, or from carrying free or at reduced 
rates any property for schools, or for the State or the United 
States, or any of the United States. Nothing in the law 
shall prevent the carriage, storage or hauling free or at re- 
duced rates for any city, county or town government; or 
the free carriage of destitute or indigent persons or minis- 
ters of the gospel; nor to prevent the railroads from giving 
free transportation or transportation at reduced rates to the 
inmates of hospitals, eleesmosynary and charitable institu- 
tions, and nothing therein shall be construed to prevent rail- 
roads from giving free transportation to any railroad officer, 
agent or employee, attorney, stockholder or director of the 
railroad company. Act March 11, 1899, Section 12, a& 
amended by Act April 15, 1899, Section 8. 

See. 13. That it shall be unlawful for any person or 
corporation engaged as aforesaid to demand or receive any 
greater amount of compensation for a similar amount and 
kind of property for receiving, storing, loading, unloading, 
carrying or delivering the same under similar circumstances 
and conditions for a shorter than for a longer distance, which 
includes the shorter distance ; and the road of any person or 
(corporation shall include all the railroads in use by it,, 
whether owned or operated by it under a contract, agree- 
ment or lease by such corporation or with which it has a 
traffic contract. Act March 11, 1899. 

Sec. 14. That each and every act, matter or thing in 
this act declared to be unlawful is hereby prohibited; and 
in case any person or corporation, as denned in this act, en- 
gaged as aforesaid, shall do, or permit to be done, any act r 
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matter or thing in this act required to be done, or shall be 
guilty of any of the violations of the provisions of this act, 
such person or corporation shall be held to pay to the person, 
firm or corporation injured thereby, double the amount of 
damages so sustained, and all costs, to be recovered by the 
person, firm or corporation so damaged, in any court having 
jurisdiction of the amount, where the person or corporation 
causing the damage can be found, or has an agent or place 
of business. No action aforesaid shall be sustained unless 
brought within one year after the cause of action, or within 
one year after the party complaining shall have come to the 
knowledge of his or her right of action. And as many causes 
of action as may have accrued within the year to any one 
person, firm or company, may be joined in the same suit or 
-complaint. Ibid. 

Sec. 15. It shall be the duty of the Railroad Commis- 
sion to hear all complaints made by any person, firm or cor- 
poration against any such tariff of charges so approved; to 
hear the parties to the controversy in person or by attorney, 
or both, and may take testimony orally or in writing, and 
regulate argument thereon, and to conduct the investigation 
of such complaints in such manner as to the Commission may 
seem best adapted to arrive at the truth, and when any 
ehanges are made in any tariff of charges, notice thereof shall 
be given to the person or corportaion to be affected thereby ; 
provided, in no instance shall any person or corporation 
operating a railroad or express company, the schedule of 
charges which have been submitted to, revised and approved 
by the Commission, be civilly or criminally liable for the 
making of any charge which has been authorized by the 
tariff charges so approved, or the rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the Commission. Ibid. 

Sec. 16. That every person or corporation operating a 
railroad or express company having an agent or office in the 
State shall, upon notice to do so, furnish said Commission 
with all the information required to enable said Commission 
to perform its duties relative to the management of their 
respective lines, and connecting lines, and particularly with 
copies of all leases, contracts and agreements with other lines, 
express companies or sleeping car companies, and shall fur- 
nish all such information as to the number of persons em- 
ployed in the different departments of their service and the 
wages paid the same, as said Commission may require. Ibid. 
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Sec. 17. That it shall be the duty of every person or 
corporation operating any railroad or express company in 
this State to make annual returns of the business of said rail- 
road or express company to the Railroad Commission of 
Arkansas, which returns shall embrace all receipts and ex- 
penditures of said railroad or express companies in this State, 
and to be made according to forms furnished by the Com- 
mission for that purpose; said returns shall be made within 
thirty days after the end of each year to which they relate ; 
and the first return shall be furnished within thirty 
days after the passage of this act, unless further time is 
granted by the Commission; said returns shall be sworn td 
by some officer of said railroad or express company having 
knowledge of the matters therein stated. And any such per- 
son or corporation who shall fail or refuse to make such re- 
turns shall be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars for each 
day of such failure or refusal, such penalty to be recovered 
by action commenced in the name of the State of Arkansas 
in any court having jurisdiction of the amount, such action 
to be prosecuted as hereinafter provided. Ibid. 

Sec. 18. That if any person or corporation operating 
a railroad or express company in this State, or any receiver, 
trustee, or lessee of any such person or corporation as afore- 
said, shall violate any of the provisions of this act, or aid or 
abet therein, or shall violate the tariff or charges, as fixed 
by said Commission, or any of the rules regarding railroads 
or express companies, as made by said Commission, and for 
which there is no other penalty prescribed in this act, such 
person, or corporation, or receiver, trustee or lessee shall be 
liable to a penalty of not less than $500 nor more than $3,000 
for each violation of this act, or such tariff of charges or 
rules and regulations, and such penalty may be recovered by 
an action to be brought in the name of the State of Arkansas, 
in the county in which such violation may occur. The Com- 
mission shall institute such action and actions for the re- 
covery of the penalties prescribed in this act, through the 
prosecuting attorney of the proper district, and no such suit 
shall be dismissed or compromised without the consent of 
the court and of said Commissioners; and the prosecuting at- 
torney shall be allowed a fee by the court not to exceed 25 
per cent, of the amount collected, and if any prosecuitng at- 
torney shall negleet for fifteen days after notice to bring suit, 
the Commission may employ some other attorney at law to

fixed by the court, not to exceed 25 per cent, of the amount 
collected, and in such case the prosecuting attorney shall not 
interfere; provided, that in all trials of cases brought for a 
violation of any tariff charges by said Commission, it may be 
shown in defense that such tariff so fixed was unjust. Noth- 
ing in this section shall be so construed as to in any manner 
interfere with the action for damages as provided in Section

Sec. 19. That the determination of every matter by said 
Commission shall be in writing, and by the clerk spread upon 
a record kept for that purpose, which shall be a public record, 
and subject to inspection as such, and proof hereof shall be 
made by the clerk of said Commission, which shall be re- 
ceived in evidence in the courts as certified copies of any other 
record. And when any matter has been determined by said 
Commission in the course of any proceeding relating to the 
regulation or supervision of railroads, proof of the fact of 
such determination, duly certified as aforesaid, shall be re- 
ceived in all civil actions in the courts of this State as prima 
facie evidence that such determination was right and proper. 
Ibid. 

Sec. 20. That the provisions of this act shall not be con- 
strued as to require said Commission to investigate or call 
upon any railroad or express company for its schedule or 
tariff of charges in the transportation of passengers or prop- 
erty from any point wholly outside of this State, or in any 
way interfere with such rates or charges. Ibid. 

Sec. 21. That the salaries and expenses of the Commis- 
sion shall be paid from the State Treasury on the warrant 
of the Auditor of State, the same to be paid monthly, and 
the clerk of said Commission shall, at the end of each month, 
make out an itemized account of all the expenses incurred 
by said Commission, fees paid to officials for issuing and serv- 
ing notices, processes, witness fees, and any other expenses 
actually paid and which are authorized by this act; and said 
account shall be examined by said Commission and approved 
by them if correct, and said account so approved shall be 
filed with the Auditor of State, and he shall issue his warrant 
on the State Treasurer for the amount of said account, and 
deliver the same to the clerk of said Commission, and the 
State Treasurer is hereby authorized to pay the transporta- 
tion, costs or other expenses of like nature during any cur- 
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rent month, the same may be drawn in advance upon certifi- 
cate of the Commissioners, but to be embraced thereafter in 
the monthly statement to be made, as required by law, show- 
ing the same to have been paid. All fines and penalties re- 
covered by the provisions of this act shall be paid into the 
State Treasury, to the credit of the general fund. Act March

Sec. 22. That if any person or corporation, operating 
any railroad or express company, shall fail, refuse or neglect, 
after notice by said Commission, to put up its rate sheet, giv- 
ing its tariff of charges in the manner, place and time, as 
provided in this act, or to furnish said Commission with the 
rate sheet and tariff of charges as provided for in this act, 
or to furnish cars and motive power for the prompt trans- 
portation of freight as provided in this act, or to comply 
with any provision of this act, or to make returns as required 
by this act, such person or corporation shall be subject to a 
writ of mandamus, to be issued by any Circuit Court of this 
State, where such person or corporation has an office, agent 
or place of business, to compel a compliance with the pro- 
visions and requirements of said act, and such writ shall is- 
sue in the name of the State of Arkansas at the relation of 
said Commission appointed under the provisions of this act, 
and failure to comply with the requirements shall be punish- 
able as and for contempt. Act March 11, 1899. 

Sec. 23. It shall be the duty of the Commission herein 
provided for, upon the complaint of any person, company 
or corporation, in writing, charging any person or corpora- 
tion with discrimination or overcharge, to investigate the 
same and take such action in the premises as is provided 
in this act and the facts in the case justify. Ibid. 

Sec. 24. Be it further enacted. That all the provisions 
of this act shall apply to and include all persons, companies 
or corporations carrying property on any railroad or express 
matter, and known as express companies, as fully as if such 
persons, companies or corporations were specially named and 
designated herein; and the words "engaged in transporting 
persons or property," shall be held to include all carriers 
of property by railroad, whether the same are designated as 
freight or express. Ibid. 

Sec. 25. The Commissioners, or either of them, shall 
have the right, at such times as they may deem necessary, to 
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inspect the books and papers of any railroad company, and 
to examine under oath any officer, agent or employee of such 
railroad in relation to the business and affairs of the same. 
If any railroad shall refuse to permit the Commissioners, or 
either of them, to examine its books and papers, said railroad 
company shall, for each offense, pay the, State of Arkansas 
not less than $100 nor more than $500 for each day it shall 
so fail and refuse.

Sec. 26. Any officer, agent , or employee of any rail- 
road company who shall, upon proper demand, fail or re- 
fuse to exhibit to the Commissioners, or either of them, any 
book or paper of such railroad company which is in the pos- 
session or under the control of such officer, agent or em- 
ployee, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction in any court having jurisdiction thereof shall be 
fined for each offense a sum not less than one hundred dol- 
lars ($100) nor more than five hundred dollars $(500). Ibid. 

Sec. 27. The Commission shall ascertain as early as 
practicable the amount of money expended in the construc- 
tion and equipment per mile of every railroad in Arkansas, 
the amount of money expended to procure the right of way, 
and the amount of money it would require to reconstruct the 
roadbed, track, depots and to replace all the physical prop- 
erties belonging to the railroad. It shall also ascertain the 
amounts paid for salaries to the officers of the railroad, the 
wages paid to employees and the operating expenses of each 
and every railroad in the State, including repairs and interest 
on indebtedness. When the formation required by this sec- 
tion is obtained it shall be communicated to the Attorney 
General by report, and a duplicate of same filed with the- 
Auditor for public use, and said information shall be printed 
from time to time in the annual report of the Commission. 
Ibid. 

Sec. 28. The Commission shall make and submit to 
the Governor annual reports, containing a full and complete 
account of the transactions of their office, together with the 
information gathered by such Commission as herein required, 
and such other facts, suggestions and recommendations as 
may be by them deemed necessary, which report shall be 
published as the reports of the heads of departments. Ibid. 

Sec. 29. The said Commission, in making any examina- 
tion or investigation provided for in this act, shall have power 
to issue subpoenas for the attendance of witnesses, and every 
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witness who shall appear by order of the Commission at a 
place outside of the county of his residence shall receive for 
his attendance $1.50 per day, and 5 cents per mile, traveled 
by the nearest practicable route, in going to and returning 
from the place of meeting of said Commission, but witnesses 
who reside within the county in which the Commission meets 
shall receive $1.50 per day for each day's attendance, but no 
mileage, which shall be paid upon the warrant of the Audi- 
tor, upon the presentation of the proper vouchers sworn to 
by such witness approved by the Chairman of the Commis- 
sion; provided, that no witness shall be entitled to any wit- 
ness fees or mileage who is directly or indirectly interested 
in any railroad in this State, or out of it, or who is in anywise 
interested in any stock, bond, mortgage, security or earnings 
of any such road, or w T ho shall be the agent or employee of 
such road, or any officer thereof, when summoned at the in- 
stance of such railroad, and no witness furnished with free 
transportation shall receive pay for the distance he may have 
traveled on such free transportation. Provided, however, 
that in all cases of contest before the Commission, the un- 
successful party shall be taxed with the costs unless other- 
wise ordered by the Commission. In case any witness shall 
fail or refuse to obey such subpoena said Commission may 
issue an attachment for said witness, directed to any sheriff 
or any constable in the State of Arkansas, and compel him 
to attend before the Commission and give his testimony upon 
such matters as shall be lawfully required of them. If a 
witness, after being duly summoned, shall fail or refuse to 
attend or to answer any question propounded to him, and 
which he would be required to answer if in court, the Com- 
mission shall have the power to fine and imprison such wit- 
ness for contempt, in the same manner that a Judge of the 
Circuit Court might do under the similar circumstances. 
The claim that any such testimony may tend to criminate the 
person giving it shall not excuse such witness from testify- 
ing; but the person so testifying shall not be prosecuted or 
subject to any penalty or forfeiture, for on account of any 
transaction, matter or*thing concerning in any way such case 
or proceeding ; provided, that no person shall be exempt from 
perjury in so testifying; provided further, the Commission 
shall in all cases have the right to issue proper process and 
take depositions instead of compelling personal attendance 
of witnesses. The sheriff or constable executing any process 
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under the provisions of this bill shall receive such compensa- 
tion as may be allowed by the Commission, not to exceed fees 
as now prescribed by law. Act March 11, 1899, Section 29, 
as amended by Act April 15, 1899, Section 5. 

Sec. 30. That the remedies hereby given shall be re- 
garded as cumulative, and this act shall not be construed 
as repealing any statute giving such remedies. Act March 
11, 1899, Section 30.

Sec. 31. The said Commissioners are authorized, when- 
ever necessary in their judgment, for the intelligent perform- 
ance of their duties, to employ an expert, whose remunera- 
tion shall be fixed by the board and paid as other employees, 
but such service shall cease whenever the occasion for its em- 
ployment shall terminate. Section 2. 

Sec. 32. Should any railroad company now owning, or 
hereafter desiring to build a road to connect with any main 
line, and should the management of any such main line re- 
fuse to enter Into a reasonable joint traffic contract with it, 
such company may file its petition with the Commission, set- 
ting forth its case, and if the Commission shall find that ther i 
is a reasonable and public demand for such proposed line, 
it shall approve the same and fix and establish joint traffic 
rates therefor.

ACT EMPOWERING RAILROAD COMMISSION TO 

MAKE JOINT RATES. 

Senate Bill No. 40-Act 130. 
An Act entitled an act supplemental to an act to provide for 
the regulation of railroad freight and passenger tariffs 
in this State, approved March 11, 1899 r and to increase 
the powers of the Railroad Commission. 
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Be it Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Arkan- 
sas: 

Section 1. That every person, company or corporation, 
operating any railroad in this State, which connects with any 
other railroad in this State and which forms a part of a con- 
tinuous line of railway communication to any point within 
this State, such companies and corporations, respectively, 
shall afford all due and reasonable facilities for receiving and 
forwarding by one of such railroads all the traffic arriving 
by the other, and shall promptly forward the same at through 
rates, tolls and fares, without giving any undue preference 
or advantage to or in favor of any particular person or com- 
pany, or any particular description of traffic, in any respect 
whatsoever, so that no obstruction may be offered to the pub- 
lic desirous of using the railroads of this State as continuous 
lines of carriage from one to another point within the State. 
Sec. 2. That all persons, companies or corporations, 
operating any railroad in this State that forms part of a 
continuous line of railway communication to any point in 
this State, shall issue through passenger tickets and check 
baggage through to and from points on such continuous line 
of communication, at through rates and fares. That all 
freight and traffic carried wholly within this State to and 
from stations on lines of continuous carriage aforesaid, shall 
be way-billed through at through rates and tolls from point 
of departure to point of arrival, without being rebilled at 
junction points ; and, in case of carload freights, the forward- 
ing carrier shall receive and forward the same in the car or* 
cars in which the freight is tendered, without breaking bulk 
of package. 

Sec. 3. That, in all cases where there is by physical con- 
nection of railroads a continuous line of railway communica- 
tion between railroad stations within this State, whether such 
stations be on railroads operated by one and the same com- 
pany or corporation or on railroads operated by different and 
independent companies or corporations, it shall be the duty 
of the Railroad Commission of this State, to and from such 
stations, to make just and reasonable rates of freight, express 
and passenger traffic, to be observed by all persons, com- 
panies or corporations, operating any railroad or engaged 
in transporting persons or property as express or freight in 
this State. 

Sec. 4. If any two or more connecting lines of railroad 
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in this State shall fail to agree upon a fair and just division 
of the charges arising from the transportation of freights, 
passengers or cars over their lines, the Commission shall make 
the diyision and shall fix the pro rata part of such charges 
to be received by each of said connecting lines. 

Sec. 5. That if any person or corporation operating a 
railroad or express company in this State or any receiver, 
trustee or lessee of any such person or corporation as afore- 
said shall violate any of the provisions of this act or aid or 
abet therein or shall violate the tariff of charges as fixed by 
said Commission or any of the rules regarding railroads or 
express companies as made by said Commission and for which 
there is no other penalty prescribed in this act, such person 
or corporation or receiver, trustee or lessee shall be liable to 
a penalty not less than $500 nor more than $3,000 for each 
violation of the or such tariff of charges or rule sand regu- 
lations, and such penalty may be recovered by an action to 
be brought in the name of the State of Arkansas in the 
County in which such violation may occur. The Commission 
shall institute such action and actions for the recovery of the 
penalties prescribed in this act through the prosecuting at- 
torney of the proper district and no such suit shall be dis- 
missed or compromised without the consent of the court and 
of said Commissioners, and the prosecuting attorney shall be 
allowed a fee by the court not to exceed 25 per cent, of the 
amount collected, and if any prosecuting attorney shall ne- 
glect for fifteen days after notice to bring suit, the Commis- 
sion may employ some other attorney at law to bring the same 
who shall be allowed a fee therefor to be fixed by the court 
not to exceed 25 per cent, of the amount collected. In sucli 
case the prosecuting attorney shall not interfere; provided, 
that in all trials of cases brought for violation of any tariff 
charges by said Commission it may be shown in evidence that 
such tariff so fixed was unjust. Nothing in this section shall 
be so construed as to in any manner interfere with the action 
for damages may be provided by law. 

Sec. 6. All laws in conflict with this act be and the 
same are hereby repealed, and this act shall be in force a ad 
take effect from and after its passage.

GENERAL RAILROAD LAWS 

Sec. 6545. The Governor, Attorney General, Auditor of 
State, Secretary of State, Treasurer, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture and Commissioner of State Lands are hereby created 
a State Board of Railroad Incorporation, whose duty it shall 
be whenever any articles for the incorporation of any railroad 
company have been filed with the Secretary of State, to- 
gether with a preliminary survey of the route to be occupied 
and appropriated by said company, and the affidavits of the 
directors, at the request of said directors, to meet at the of- 
fice of the Secretary of State for the purpose of determining 
whether or not it may be to the interest of the public, and 
whether such charter should be granted. The Governor shall 
be chairman and the Secretary of State shall be the Secretary 
of the board. 

Sec. 6546. Said Board shall hear and determine the 
matters in interest, as between the public and said company, 
and as to whether there may be any interferences in the ter- 
ritory to be occupied and appropriated by the said company. 
Said Board shall have power and it shall be its duty to in- 
vestigate, and if, in the opinion of the majority of the Board, 
it is to the interest of -the public that said company should 
be invested with corporate powers, the president and secre- 
tary shall indorse their approval and thereupon said com- 
pany shall become incorporated and chartered for the pur- 
poses of th£ creation, subject to such limitations as may be 
now or hereafter prescribed by law. 

AMENDMENT OF 1899. 

Sec. 6547. Any number of persons not less than ten, 
being subscribers of the stock of any contemplated railroad, 
a majority of whom shall be citizens, at the time, of the coun- 
ties through which the road is to pass, may be formed into a 
corporation for the purpose of construing, owning and main- 
taining such railroad by complying with the following re- 
quirements: When stock to the amount of at least two 
thousand dollars for every mile of said railroad so intended 
to be built shall in good faith be subscribed, the said sub- 
scribers may elect directors of said company. Thereupon, 
they shall severally subscribe articles of association, in which 
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shall be set forth the name of the corporation, the number 
of years the same is to continue (which shall not exceed fifty 
years), the amount of the capital stock of the company 
(which shall be the actual cost of constructing the road, to- 
gether with the cost of the right of way, motive power, and 
every other appurtenance for the completion and running of 
said road, as nearly as can be estimated by a competent engi- 
neer), the number of directors (and their names) to manage 
the concerns of the company, who shall hold their office until 
others are elected, the places from and to which the proposed 
road is to be constructed, and each county into and through 
which it is intended to pass, and its length, or as near as may 
be, and the names of five commissioners to open books of 
subscription to the stock.. Each subscriber to such articles 
of association shall subscribe thereto his name, place of resi- 
dence, and the number of shares of stock taken by him in 
scuh company.. The said articles of association may, on 
complying with the following section, be filed in the office 
ot the Secretary of State, and thereupon, the persons who 
have subscribed, and all persons who shall from time to time 
become stockholders in such company, shall be a body cor- 
porate by the name specified in such articles, after the State 
Board of Railroad Incorporation herein provided for shall 
have acted upon the same and approved the granting of such 
railroad charter. 

Sec. 6548. Such articles shall be null and void unless 
ti.ere shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of State a 
preliminary survey of the road and 5 per cent, on the amount 
of the original stock subscribed thereto shall have been act- 
ually and in good faith paid in cash to the directors named 
in such articles within one year after such articles have been 
filed, nor, until there is endorsed thereon, or annexed thereto, 
an affidavit, made by at least three of the directors named in 
such articles that the amount of the capital stock required 
by Section 6148 has been subscribed and that 5 per cent, of 
the amount so subscribed has actually been paid to the di- 
rectors of the company within the above specified time ; said 
articles, survey and affidavits to be the record upon whic . 
the State Board hereby created may act before the final grant- 

of the charter. 

Sec. 6549. A copy of any articles of association filed 
in pursuance of this act, properly endorsed with the approval 
of the State Board, with a copy of the affidavit aforesaid en- 
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dorsed thereon or annexed thereto, and certified to be a copy 
by the Secretary of State, or his deputy, shall in all courts 
and places be presumptive evidence of the incorporation of 
such company and of the facts therein stated. 

Sec. 6550. When the certificate shall have been filed as 
aforeasid, the persons who shall have signed and acknowl- 
edged the same, and their successors, shall be a body politic 
and corporate by the name stated in such certificate, and 
shall be capable of suing and being sued, and may have a 
common corporate seal, and may make and alter the same at 
pleasure, and be capable in law of purchasing, holding and 
conveying any real estate and personal property whatever 
necessary for the construction and maintenance of such rail- 
road, and for the erection of all necessary buildings, yards 
and appurtenances for the use of th^ same ; also, to receive, 
-old, enjoy and convey any lands that may be given, granted 
or donated by any individual or State to such company as 
an inducement to such company to construct such road. lb., 
Section 4. 

Sec. 6551. The Commissioners for opening books of 
subscription named in the articles of association shall, from 
tinte to time, after the company shall be incorporated, open 
books of subscription to the capital stock of the company, 
at such places and after giving such a notice as a majority 
of them shall direct, which books of subscription shall be 
kept open until seven thousand dollars per mile of the capital 
stock shall be subscribed, if the corporation shall so long exist, 
lb., Section 5. 

Sec. 6552. As soon as practicable after such capital 
stock shall have been subscribed as aforesaid, the Commis- 
sioners to receive subscriptions thereto shall appoint a time 
and place for the meeting of the stockhoolders, to choose not 
less than five nor more than thirteen directors of such com- 
pany, such meeting to be held in one of the counties in or 
through whioh such railroad is proposed to be constructed, 
and notice thereof shall be given by said Commissioners by 
public notice, to be published not less than twenty days pre- 
vious thereto in a newspaper published in each county 
through which the road shall be intended to run, in which 
a newspaper shall be published. Not less than five nor more 
than thirteen directors shall be chosen at such meeting by 
ballot, and by a majority of the votes of the stockholders be- 
ing present in person or by proxy ; and every such stockholder 
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being so present at such election, or at any subsequent elec- 
tion of directors, shall be entiled to give one vote for every 
share of stock which he shall have owned for thirty days 
next preceding such election; but no stockholder shall vote 
at any such election upon any stock except such as he shall 
have owned for such thirty days. lb., Section 6. 

Sec. 6553. No person shall be a director unless he shall 
be a stockholder, owning stock absolutely and in his own 
right, and qualified to vote for directors at the election at 
which he shall be chosen ; and at least one- third of the whole 
number of the directors shall, at the time of their election, 
be residents of some one of the counties in or through which 
the route of such railroad shall run. The directors shall be 
directors for one year, and until others are elected and quali- 
fied in their places. lb. 

Sec. 6554. The Commissioners named in Section 6552 
shall be inspectors of the first election of directors, shall 
openly count the votes and declare the result, and shall, 
within ten days thereafter, file a certificate thereof, sub- 
scribed by them (or a majority of them), in the office of the 
Secretary of State and in the office of the Clerk of the 
County Court of each county in or through which such rail- 
road shall be proposed to be constructed, and shall also de- 
liver to the treasurer of such company all moneys received 
by such Commissioners on subscriptions to such capital stock, 
and all books and papers in their possession relative to such 
subscriptions. lb., Section 7. 

Sec. 6555. All subsequent elections shall be held at such 
time and place, in one of the counties in or through which 
such railroad shall pass, as shall be directed by the by-laws 
of the company. lb. 

Sec. 6556. A general meeting of the stockholders of any 
corporation formed under this act shall be holden annually 
at the time and place appointed for the election of directors; 
and a meeting may be called at any time and place appointed 
for the election of directors; and a meeting may be called 
at any time during the interval between such annual meetings 
by the directors or by the directors or by the stockholders 
owning not less than one- third of the stock, by giving thirty 
days' public notice of the time and place of the meeting, in 
a newspaper published in each county in or through which 
said road shall run or be intended to run, in which a news- 
paper shall be published, and, when any such meeting is 
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called by the stockholders, the particular object of such call 
shall be stated, and if, at any such meeting thus called, a 
majority in value of the stockholders are not represented in 
person or by proxy, such meeting shall be adjourned from 
day to day, not exceeding three days, without transacting 
any business, and if, within said three days, stockholders hav- 
ing a majority of the stock do not attend such meeting, then 
the said meeting shall be dissolved. lb., Section 8. 

Sec. 6557. Any such corporation now or hereafter ex- 
isting under the laws of this State is authorized to fix by 
its by-laws the time for holding its annual and special meet- 
ings of stockholders ; provided, however, at least thirty days ' 
notice of the time and place for holding said meetings shall 
first be given by publication in any newspaper printed in 
the City of Little Rock. Act December 9, 1874. Section 2. 

Sec. 6558. At the regular meeting of the stockholders 
of any corporation it shall be the duty of the president and 
directors in office for the preceding year to exhibit a clear 
and distinct statement of the affairs of the said company, 
and, at any meeting of the stockholders, a majority of those 
present in person or by proxy may require similar statements 
from the directors, whose duty it shall be to furnish them 
when thus required; and, at a general meeting of the stock- 
holders, a majority in value of the stockholders in said com- 
pany may fix the rate of interest which shall be paid by the 
company for loans for the construction of said road and its 
appendages, may remove any president or any director of 
said company, and elect others in their stead; provided, no- 
tice of such intended removal has been given as rqeuired by 
the last preceding section. Act July 23, 1869. Section 9. 

Sec. 6559. In case it shall happen at any time that an 
election of directors shall not be made on that day designated 
by the by-laws of the company, when it ought to have been 
made, the company, for that reason, shall not be dissolved, if, 
within ninety days thereafter, they shall hold an election for 
directors in such manner as shall be provided by the by-laws 
of the company. lb., Section 10. 

Sec. 6560. There shall be a president of the company, 
who shall be chosen by and from the directors, and also such 
subordinate officers as the company, by its by-laws, may desig- 
nate, who may be elected or appointed, and required to give 
such security for the faithful performance of the duties of 
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their respective offices as the company, by its by-laws, may 
require. lb. 

Sec. 6561. It shall be lawful for the directors to call in 
and demand from the stockholders, respectively, all sums 
of money by them subscribed, at such times and in such pay- 
ments or installments as the directors shall deem proper, un- 
der the penalty of forfeiting the shares of stock subscribed 
for, and all previous payments made thereon, if payments 
shall not be made by the stockholders within sixty days after 
personal demand or notice requiring such payment shall have 
been given or made in each county through which said road 
shaD be laid out, in which a newspaper shall be published, 
lb., Section 11. 

Sec. 6562. The directors of such company shall have 
power to make by-laws for the management and disposition 
of the stock, property and business affairs of such company 
not inconsistent with the laws of this State, and prescribing 
the duties of all officers, artificers and servants that may be 
employed by such company, and for the appointment of all 
officers for carrying on all the business within the object and 
purposes of such company. lb., Section 12. 

Sec. 6563. The stock of such company shall be deemed 
personal estate, and shall be transferable in the manner pre- 
scribed by the by-laws of the company, but no shares shall 
be transferable till all previous calls or assessments thereon 
shall have been fully paid in or the said shares shall have 
been forfeited for the nonpayment of the calls thereon; and 
it shall not be lawful for said company to use any of their 
funds in the purchase of any stock in their own or any other 
corporation. lb., Section 13. 

Sec. 6564. The president and a majority of the direc- 
tors, within thirty days after the payment of the last install- 
ment of the capital stock, so fixed and limited by the com- 
pany, shall make a certificate stating the amount of the capi- 
tal stock so fixed and paid in, which certificate shall be signed 
by the president and secretary, and they shall, within said 
thirty days, file and record the same in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State. lb., Section 14. 

Sec. 6565. If the directors of any such company here- 
after organized under this act shall declare and pay any 
dividend when the company is insolvent, or any dividend 
the payment of which would render such company insolvent, 
they shall be jointly and severally liable for all the debts 
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of the company then existing, and for all that shall there- 
after be contracted so long as they shall respectively remain 
in office ^provided, if any of the directors shall be absent at 
the time of making the dividend, or shall object thereto, and 
shall, within thirty days thereafter, if absent, file a certificate 
of their absence of objection with the clerk of the company, 
and with the Clerk of the County Court of the county in 
which the principal office of said company is located, they 
shall be exempt from the said liability. lb., Section 15. 

Sec. 6566. If any certificate or report made, or public 
notice given, by the officers of any such company, in pur- 
suance of the provisions of this act, shall be false in any 
material representation, all the officers who shall have signed 
the same shall be jointly and severally liable for all the debts 
of the company contracted while they are such officers 
thereof. lb., Section 16. 

Sec. 6567.. No person holding stock in any such com- 
pany as executor, administrator, guardian or trustee, and no 
person holding such stock as collateral security, shall be per- 
sonally subject to any liability as stockholder of such com- 
pany, but the person pledging the stock shall be considered 
as holding the same, and shall be liable as a stockholder ac- 
cordingly, and the estate and funds in the hands of such 
executor, administrator, guardian or trustee shall be liable 
in like manner and to the same extent as the testator, or in- 
testate, or the ward, or person interested in such trust, would 
have been if he had been living and competent to act, and 
held the same stock in his own name. lb., Section 17. 

Sec. 6568. Every such administrator, executor, guar- 
dian or trustee shall be allowed to represent the share of 
stock in his hands at all meetings of the company, and may 
vote accordingly as a stockholder. lb., Section 18. . 

Sec. 6569. Every such company, before proceeding to 
construct a part of their road through any county named in 
their certificate of association, shall make a map and profile 
of the route intended to be adopted by such company, which 
shall be certified by a majority of the directors and filed in 
the office of the Clerk of County Court of such county for 
the inspection and examination of all parties interested 
therein. lb., Section 19. 

Sec. 6570. Any railroad company heretofore incor- 
porated or to be hereafter incorporated, having filed, accord- 
ing to law, a map showing the located line of its road, shall 
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thereafter have pow^r to make such modifications in such lo- 
cated line, as in the opinion of its Board of Directors, will 
tend to economy of construction or enhance the interest of 
the company; provided, such modifications shall not vary 
more than five miles from the line first located, and, provided, 
such change or changes in the line shall be indicated by a 
map filed in the office of the Secretary of State. Act March 
21, 1869. Section 1. 

Sec. 6571. Whenever, in the opinion of the Board of 
Directors of any railroad corporation incorporated under 
the laws of this State, it shall be found impracticable to con- 
struct or maintain their road or branches, or any part thereof, 
upon the location or route heretofore adopted, they shall have 
power to make such changes therein, not exceeding twenty 
miles laterally, as in their judgment will best tend to economy 
of construction or to promote the business of the road, and 
to that end they are authorized to abandon any location 
heretofore made, and to remove the track or rails therefrom 
to such line as they may hereafter adopt in lieu thereof ; pro- 
vided, such change or changes shall be indicated by a map 
filed in the office of the Secretary of State within three 
months after the passage of any vote or votes authorizing 
such changes. Provided, further, that nothing in this act 
contained shall be construed to impair the liability, if any, 
of any corporation to any individual by reason of such 
change, or to take away the rights, if any, which any person 
may have in the premises at the time of such change or 
changes of location. Act March 3, 1877. 

Sec. 6572. In order to enable any company or associa- 
tion formed under this act to make a perfect survey and per- 
fect the maps, plats and profiles of the route of any proposed 
road, engineers, surveyors and all persons attached to their 
corps or in their employ shall have the right to enter into or 
upon the premises of any private individual or corporation, 
public or private, for the purpose of making such surveys, 
and any individual or individuals, public or private, who 
shall resist, hinder, or in any manner delay such engineer, 
surveyor or person in their employ from entering into or 
upon their premises, or who shal^ after such survey has been 
made, remove, destroy or deface any stakes, mounds or other 
marks by which such route is designated, the same shall be 
deemed guilty of felony, and, upon conviction thereof, shall 
be imprisoned in the penitentiary for a period not less than 
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one year nor more than ten years. Act July 23, 1868, Sec- 
tion 20. 

Sec. 6573.. Every company or association formed un- 
der the provisions of this chapter, shall, within two years, 
file a map of profile of the route intended to be adopted as 
provided in Section 6569. Act March 5, 1885. 

Sec. 6574. Every such corporation shall possess the 
general powers, and be subject to the general liabilities and 
restrictions, expressed in the special powers following; that 
is to say: 

First. To cause such examinations and surveys for the 
proposed railroad to be made as may be necessary to the 
selection of the most advantageous route for the railroad, 
and for such purpose, by their officers, agents and servants, 
to enter upon lands or waters of any person, but subject to 
responsibilities for all damages which they shall do thereto. 

Second. To receive, hold and take such voluntary 
grants and donations of real estate and other property as 
shall be made to such company to aid in the construction, 
maintenance and accommodation of such railroad; but the 
terms of such grants. 

real estate thus received by voluntary grant shall be held, 
used and disposed of by such company only according to the 

Third. To purchase, and by voluntary grants and do- 
nations receive and take, and by its officers, engineers and 
surveyors and agents enter upon and take possession of and 
hold and use all such lands and real estate and other property 
as may be necessary for the construction and maintenance of 
its railroad and stations, depots and other accommodations 
necessary to accomplish the object for which the corporation 
is created, but not until the compensation to be made therefor, 
as agreed upon by the parties, or ascertained as hereinafter 
provided, be paid to the owner or owners thereof, or deposited 
as hereinafter directed, unless the consent of such owner be 
given to enter into possession. 

Fourth. To lay out its road, not exceeding six rods 
wide, and to construct the same, and for .the purpose of cut- 
tings, embankments and procuring stone and gravel may 
take as much more land, within the limits of the charter, in 
the manner provided hereinafter, as may be necessary for 
the proper construction and security of the road.. Act July 
23, 1868, Section 22. 

Fifth. To construct their road upon or across any 
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stream of water, water course, road, highway, railroad, or 
canal which the route of the road shall intersect; but the 
corporation shall not fill up, change or permanently obstruct 
the channel of any navigable stream or other stream of water 
or water course, but shall cross such stream of water or water 
course, bridge, trestle or culvert, and leave 
the stream of water course open so that the 
water may at all times flow in the natural chan- 
nel, and shall, when its bridge, trestle or culvert is con- 
structed, removed from the bed of the stream or water course 
any temporary obstruction placed therein by it, which will 
interfere with the flow of the water, and shall restore the 
stream or water course, road or highway thus intersected to 
its former state, as near as may be and so as not to have im- 
paired its usefulness. Act April 11, 1893, Section 1. 

Sixth. To purchase lands or take them, may change the 
line of its road whenever a majority of the directors shall so 
determine, as is hereinafter provided, but no such change 
shall vary the original route of such road to exceed five miles 
laterally. 

Seventh. To take, transport, carry and convey persons 
and property on their railroad, by the fprce and power of 
steam, of animals, or any mechanical powers, or by any com- 
bination of them, and to receive tolls or compensation there- 
for. 

Eighth, To erect and maintain all necessary and con- 
venient buildings, stations, depots, fixtures and machinery 
for the accommodation and use of their passengers, freight 
and business, and obtain and hold the lands necessary there- 
for. 

Ninth. To regulate the time and manner in which pas- 
sengers and property shall be transported, and the toDs and 
compensation to be paid therefor, but such compensation for 
any passenger and his ordinary baggage shall not exceed 5 
cents a mile, unless by the act of the Legislature, and shall 
be subject to alterations as hereinafter provided. 

Tenth. To borrow money to be applied to the construc- 
tion of their railroad and fixtures, and purchase of engines 
and cars and to no other purpose, at such rate of interest 
as is hereinafter provided. Act July 23, 1868, Section 22. 
railroad companies may extend their lines and build 
branch lines. 

Sec. 6575. Any railroad company organized under the 
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laws of this State, and which may have constructed and have 
in operation the whole or a part of its line, may within the 
time now or hereafter provided by law, extend its line, or 
may build a branch line or lines, by filing in the office of the 
Secretary of State a resolution of its stockholders, made at 
a lawful meeting, setting forth the length of said extension 
or branch, and the proposed cost thereof, and the intention 
of said company to build the same, and by filing with the 
Secretary of State a map and profile of such extension; or 
branch line, in the same manner as required to duly incor- 
porate a railroad company newly organized, together with 
the certificate and affidavit of the directors of the increase of 
the capital stock to cover such branch, and the payment of 
the 5 per cent, thereon, and paying the fees and in all other 
respects complying with the requirements of law governing 
the construction of new railroads, except that it shall not 
be necessary to organize a new company, but such amended 
charter may be perfected, and such extension, or branch line 
constructed by any railroad company previously organized 
which may procure such amended charter, and the resolution 
of the stockholders aforesaid for the building of such ex- 
tension, or branch line, shall in law be taken as an amend- 
ment of its previous charter, and shall have the same effect 
from the time of its filing as if incorporated in its original 
charter; Provided, that the State Railroad Board of Incor- 
poration shall first pass upon and endorse its approval upon 
such amendment in the same manner as in the case of the 
original charter; and, Provided, that all acts, special or gen- 
eral, conferring upon any railroad company the righf to build 
branches to main lines, other than under and in accordance 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 6576. When any two railroad companies shall be- 
come consolidated under the laws of this State, or when any 
railroad which has been wholly or partially constructed, shall 
become the lawful purchaser or owner of another line which 
has not been constructed, the consolidated company, or com- 
pany purchasing the unconstructed line, shall have all the 
rights, privileges and franchises of the original companies; 
Provided, nothing herein contained shall be so construed as 
to exempt any such railroad or extension or branch thereof 
from legislative control in the same manner and to the same 
extent as railroads organized under the general laws of this 
State. Act April 10, 1899, Sections 1 and 2.

Sec. 6577. The purchasers of any railroad at a judicial 
sale under any mortgage, upon confirmation thereof or at 
any sale under moregage or deed of trust that has been or 
shall be made, or any voluntary sale, shall become possessed 
of and shall be entitled to hold, exercise and enjoy all the 
corporate rights, powers, privileges, immunities, charter and 
franchises of the company as fully as the same were held, 
exercised and enjoyed by said company before said sale, and 
under any name which the purchaser may elect. 

Sec. 6578. Upon the filing with the Secretary of State 
of a duly attested copy of the deed and confirmation of sale 
of any railroad, or charter, or franchise, as herein provided 
for, or of a deed executed under a sale by virtue of a deed 
of trust or mortgage, or voluntary sale, such transfer shall 
be recorded in the same manner and in the same book that 
the original articles of incorporation are now recorded, and 
thereupon said purchase shall vest absolutely in said pur- 
chasers all right, title, claim and interest which belong to 
or were vested in said original corporation by said charter or 
franchise. 

Sec. 6579. The purchasers of any railroad, or franchise, 
or charter, at a judicial sale under any mortgage, or by pur- 
chase under a deed of trust or mortgage which has been or 
may hereafter be made, or any voluntary sale, may reorganize 
said company by associating itself or themselves any number 
of persons, from whom a Board of Directors of not less 
than five or more than thirteen may be chosen, which Board 
such persons are authorized to seleet; and they are also au- 
thorized to fix the capital stock of such reorganized company 
at an amount not exceeding the estimated cost of said railroad 
and eqiupment when completed, and to distribute the stock. 

Sec. 6580. A certificate of said organization setting 
forth its basis, the amount of its capital stock, and the names 
of the directors and stock holders, with the amount of shares 
held by each, shall be signed by a majority of said directors, 
and filed in the office of the* Secretary of State within ninety 
days after depositing the deed for record, and the persons 
therein named shall be deemed the company to manage and 
control the affairs of such railroad, its charter and franchises, 
with all the powers, privileges, rights and immunities and 
property the original company had under and by virtue of 
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the charter, and the several amendments thereto granted to 
said railroad company, and under the laws of the State of 
Arkansas at the time of said sale. Act April 29, 1873, Sec- 
tions 1-3. 

. Sec. 6581. Any railroad company now chartered under 
existing' laws, or which may hereafter become incorporated 
under this or other laws, shall have power and authority to 
purchase and hold any connecting railroad or railroads, and 
operate the same, or to consolidate their companies and make 
one company under the name of the companies or any other 
name. Articles of consolidation or purchase shall be signed 
by a majority of the directors of the respective companies, 
and shall be filed and recorded in the office of the Secretary 
of State, and the amount of the capital stock of the company 
thus formed may be fixed at any amount not exceeding the 
aggregate sum authorized by the charter or articles of in- 
corporation of the respective companies thus formed and all 
conditions, agreements and stipulations in the premises, but. 
no purchase or sale or consolidation shall be made or had, 
unless the same shall have been authorized by the vote of a 
majority of the stock issued by the respective companies 
Provided, all consolidations of companies or purchasers 
thereof, heretofore made are hereby legalized. 

Sec. 6582. A majority of the directors of any railroad 
company now existing, or which may hereafter be organized 
or reorganized in this State, shall constitute a quorum; and, 
in addition to the rights and powers heretorore conferred on 
the raildoad companies by their respective charters and the 
laws of this State, they are authorized and empowered, by 
and with the consent or approval of the persons owning a 
majority of the issued stock of such railroad company, to 
cause to be executed and issued coupon bonds whenever 
deemed expedient, and to secure the payment thereof by a 
mortgage or deed of trust of all or any part of their charters, 
franchises, income, right of way, materials, roadbed, iron 
rails, railroad built and to be built, rolling stock, lands and 
other corporate property owned or afterwards acquired, and 
they are also empowered to declare and pay dividends to the 
stockholders in money, stock or bonds. Act July 23, 1868, 
Section 43, as amended by act April 29, 1873. 

Sec. 6583. Any railroad company in this State may re- 
linquish its right to construct any portion of its proposed line 
or branches by filing a certificate of such relinquishment in 
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the office of the Secretary of State, where the same shall be 
recorded; such certificate shall be signed by at least a ma- 
jority of the directors of such company, in pursuance of au- 
thority given by the stockholders owning a majority of the 
capital stock issued. In all such cases, the total amount of 
the capital stock of said company shall be diminished, and 
the stockholders, authorizing the execution of the certificate 
aforesaid shall likewise fix the total amount of the capital 
stock of such company at such reduced amount as may by 
them be deemed expedient, and the amount so fixed shall be 
stated in such certificate. 3 Act April 29, 1873, Section 5. 

Sec. 6584. The purchasers and their associates of any 
railroad or any corporation created by or existing under the 
laws of this State, whether such sale be under the decree or 
order of any court of competent jurisdiction or under the 
provisions of any mortgage or deed of trust duly executed, 
shall, upon the confirmation of such sale or the execution 
of the deed or deeds purporting to convey the property as 
sold, become a new body politic or corporate in fact and in- 
law, by the name of the aforesaid corporation, or such other 
name as they may thereafter adopt, and shall be deemed and 
considered the stockholders of the capital stock of such body 
politic and corporate, and shall become entitled to and vested 
with all the corporate rights, liberties, privileges, immunities, 
powers and franchises of and concerning the said railroad so 
sold, not in conflict with the provisions of the Constitution 
of this State, as fully as the same were held, exercised and 
enjoyed by such corporation before such sale. 

Sec. 6585. It shall and may be lawful for the said new 
body politic and corporate, at any time within one year after 
such sale and conveyance, to organize themselves as a cor- 
poration under such name as they may vote to adopt, by elect- 
ing a board of directors of not less than five nor more than 
thirteen persons, and by the election or appointment of a 
president and such other officers as may be authorized or re- 
quired by law; and such board of directors are authorized 
to fix the capital stock of such new corporation at an amount 
not exceeding the estimated cost of said railroad and equip- 
ment when completed, together with such lands as said cor- 
poration may acquire, and to issue certificates of the capital 
stock of such new corporation and to distribute the same; 
also, whenever deemed expedient, to issue bonds, and to se- 
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<jure the payment thereof by mortgage or deed of trust of the 
property, lands, income and franchises of said company. 

Sec. 6586. It shall be the duty of such new corporation, 
within six months after its said organization, to make a cer- 
tificate thereof under the common seal, attested by the signa- 
ture of its president, specifying the date of such organization 
and the name of its president and directors, and cause said 
certificate to be filed in the office of the Secretary of State, at 
Little Rock, there to remain of record. Act December 9, 
1874, Section 1. 

CONSOLIDATION COMPANIES AND PURCHASING COMPANIES LIABLE 

FOR DEBT. 

Sec. 6587. Whenever any railroad company, corpora- 
tion, individual or individuals shall purchase any railroad 
from any other railroad company, corporation, individual or 
individuals, the company, corporation, individual or individ- 
uals purchasing, shall take and hold the same subject to all 
debts, liabilities and obligations of the company from which 
said road was purchased, and whenever any two or more rail- 
road companies shall be consolidated, the consolidated com- 
pany shall be liable for all the debts, liabilities and obliga- 
tions of all the consolidated companies. 

Sec. 6588. All persons or corporations having claims 
against the purchasing company or individual under this act 
shall present the same to the purchasing company or indi- 
vidual within twelve months after receiving notice from the 
purchasing company or individual of the sale; or be forever 
barred. Act March 20, 1889. 

RIGHTS, POWERS AND DUTIES OP. 

Sec. 6589. Every railroad corporation organized under 
this act shall make an annual report to the Secretary of State 
of the operations of the year ending on the first day of Jan- 
uary in each year after the completion of such road, during 
the existence of such corporation, which report shall be veri- 
fied by the oath. of the treasurer and the acting superintend- 
ent of operations, and filed in his office by the 20th day of 
January in each year after the completion of such road, and 
shall state : 

First. The capital stock of such company. 

Second. The amount expended for the purchase of 
lands, for the construction of the road, for buildings and for 
engines and cars, respectively. 
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Third. The amount and nature of its indebtedness and 
the amount due the corporation. 

Fourth. The amount received for the transportation of 
property, of passengers, of the mails and from other sources. 

Fifth. The amount of freight, specifying the quantity in 
tons, of the product of the forest, of animals, of vegetable 
food, other agricultural products, manufactures, merchan- 
dise and other articles. 

Sixth. The amount p&id for repairs, engines, cars, buildP 
ing and salaries. 

Seventh. The number and amount of dividends, and 
when declared and paid. 

Eighth. The number of engine houses and shops, of en- 
gines and cars, and their character. 

Ninth. The number of men employed and their occu- 
pation. 

Tenth. The number of persons injured in life or limb, 
and the cause of such injury. 

Eleventh. Whether any accidents have arisen from 
careless or negligence of any person in the employ of the 
corporation, and whether such person is retained in the ser- 
vice of the corporation. Act July 23, 1868, Section 28. 

Sec. 6590. The Legislature may, when any such rail- 
road shall be opened for use, from time to time, alter or re- 
duce the rates of toll, fare, freight or other profits upon such 
road, but the same shall not, without the consent of the cor- 
poration, be so reduced as to produce with said profits less 
than 15 per centum on the capital actually paid in, nor un- 
less, on an examination of the amounts received and expended, 
to be made by the Secretary of State, he shall ascertain that 
the net income divided by the company from all sources for 
the year than last past shall have exceeded an annual income 
of 15 per cent, upon the capital of the corporation actually 
paid in. lb., Section 29. 

Sec. 6591. If any passenger shall refuse to pay his fare 
or toll, it shall be lawful for the conductor .of the train and 
the servants of the corporation to put him out of the cars 
at any usual stopping place the conductor shall elect. lb., 
Section 30. 

Sec. 6592. Every such corporation shall start and run 
their cars for the transportation of passengers and property 
at regular times, to be fixed by public notice, and shall fur- 
nish sufficient accommodations for the transportation of all 
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such passengers and property as shall within a reasonable 
time previous thereto, offer or be offered for transportation 
at the place of starting and the junctions of other railroads, 
and at sidings and stopping places established for receiving 
and discharging way-passengers and freights, and shall take, 
transport and discharge such passengers and property at, 
from and to such places on the due payment of tolls, freight 
or fare legally authorized therefor. lb., Section 31. 

Sec. 6593. In case of the refusal of such corporation, or 
their agents, to take and transport any passenger or property, 
or to deliver the same, or either of them, at the regular or 
appointed time, such corporation shall pay to the party ag- 
grieved all damages which shall be sustained thereby, with 
the cost of suit. lb., Section 32. 

Sec. 6594. In forming a passenger train, no baggage, 
freight, merchandise or lumber cars shall be placed in rear 
of passenger cars, and if they, or any of them, shall be so 
placed, and any accident shall happen to life or limb, the of- 
ficer or agent who so directed or knowingly suffered such ar- 
rangement, and the conductor or engineer of the train, shall 
each and all be held guilty of intentionally causing the in- 
jury, and be punished accordingly. lb., Section 33. . 

Sec. 6595. A bell of at least thirty pounds weight, or 
steam whistle, shall be placed on each locomotive or engine, 
and shall be rung or whistled at" the distance of at least eighty 
rods from the place where the said road shall cross any other 
road or street, and be kept ringing or whistling until it shall 
have crossed said road or street, under a penalty of $200 for 
every neglect, to be paid by the corporation owning the rail- 
road, one-half thereof to go to the informer and the other 
half to the county; and the corporation shall also be liable 
for all damages which shall be sustained by any person by 
reason of such neglect. lb., Section 34. 

Sec. 6596. Every railroad corporation in this State 
shall cause boards to be placed, well supported by posts or 
otherwise, and constantly maintained across each public road 
or street where the same is crossed by the railroad on the same 
level. Said boards shall be elevated so as not to obstruct 
travel and to be easily seen by travelers ; and on each side of 
said boards shall be jpainted in capital letters of at least the 
size of nine inches each, the words, " Railroad crossing— look 
out for the cars while the bell rings or the whistle sounds ; ' ' 
but this section shall not apply to streets in cities or villages, 
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unless the corporation be required to put up such boards by 
the officer having charge of such streets. lb., Section 35. 

Sec. 6597. If any person shall, while in charge of a loco- 
motive engine running upon any railroad in this State, or 
while acting as the conductor of any car or cars on any rail- 
road in this State, be intoxicated, he shall be deemed guilty of 
q, misdemeanor and punished accordingly. lb., Section 36. 

Sec. 6598. If any person shall wilfully do, or cause to 
be done, any act whatever whereby any building, construc- 
tion or work of any railroad corporation in this State, or any 
engine, machine or structure, or any matter or thing apper- 
taining to the same shall be stopped, obstructed, injured, im- 
paired, weakened or destroyed, the person or persons so of- 
fending shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall forfeit 
and pay to the said corporation so injured, etc., treble the 
amount of damages sustained by means of such offense. lb., 
Section 37. 

•Sec. 6599. All penalties imposed by this act may be 
sued for by the prosecuting attorney, and in the riame of the 
people of the State of Arkansas, in any court of this State 
having competent jurisdiction. lb., Section 38. 

Sec. 6600. Every railroad corporation organized under 
this act shall, within a reasonable time after the road shall 
be located, cause to be made: 

First. A map and profile thereof, and of the lands 
taken or obtained for the use thereof, and file the same in the 
office of the Secretary of State, and also line maps of the 
parte thereof located in different counties, and file the same 
in the office for recording deeds in the county in which said 
parts of said road shall lie, there to remain as of record for- 
ever. 

Second. A certificate, specifying the line upon which 
it is proposed to construct the railroad .and the grades and 
curves. lb., Section 39. 

Sec. 6601. Hereafter, upon the granting of any railroad 
charter under the provisions of this act, it shall be the duty 
of the incorporated company to forthwith proceed with ex- 
pedition to carry out and execute its contract with the pub- 
lic and to build the prospected road through the territory oc- 
cupied and appropriated by it, according to the lines laid 
down by its preliminary surveys. Failure, within eighteen 
months to build and complete at least one-tenth of the esti- 
mated length of its prospected lines, shall forfeit its charter 
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without action on the part of the State. Failure to build and 
complete within thirty-six months one-fifth of such line shall 
in like manner operate as a forfeiture, except as to such line 
as may be at that time actually completed; and failure to 
build and complete within thirty-six months one-fifth of such 
line shall in like manner operate as a forfeiture, except as to 
such line as may be at that time actually completed ; and fail- 
ure to complete the entire line within six years, shall in like 
manner operate as a forfeiture, except as to such number of 
miles as may be actually completed, and the provisions of 
this section shall apply to all companies and branches here- 
tofore incorporated under laws heretofore in force in such 
manner as to require them, under like penalties, to build and 
complete proportionate parts of uncompleted roads according 
to the proportions herein named ; Provided, that any company 
heretofore or hereafter formed may refer the matter to the 
said State Board, which, upon a hearing, may, if in its judg- 
ment, it believes the best interest of the public require it, ex- 
tend the time herein named, not to exceed three years for 
completing 10 per centum, six years for completing 20 per 
eentum, and eight years for completing the entire line, and 
thereupon the respective forfeitures herein provided for shall 
not be enforced except upon failure to build the respective 
forfitures herein provided for shall not be enforced except 
upon failure to build the respective proportions of any such 
road, according to the terms of such extensions as granted by 
the Board. 

Sec. 6602. All laws heretofore adopted providing for 
the method of incorporating railroad companies and authoriz- 
ing the building of branches thereto, or stipulating the pro- 
portions of the road or branches to be built within given pe- 
riods are hereby repealed ; Provided, that this repealing clause 
shall not apply to grants and rights already obtained under 
existing laws, except as this act may fix limitations to the 
prosecution of the work of building any such road, and all 
laws and parts of laws inconsistent with this act are hereby 
repealed. Act May 8, 1899. 

Sec. 6603. Any person or corporation, public or pri- 
vate, who may wish to donate, grant or devise any lands or 
other property for the purpose of aiding in the construction, 
building or running of any railroad within this State, under 
the provisions of this act, may, by deeds or otherwise, convey 
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the same to the State for that purpose, which shall be held 
by the State for that purpose solely. 

Sec. 6604. The donor, grantor or devisor may, at his 
or her discretion, designate the railroad company or associa- 
tion to which said lands or other property shall be appro- 
priated, and, if such road or corporation is not completed 
within the time fixed by law, the land or property so donated 
shall revert back to said donor, grantor or devisor. lb., Sec- 
tion 41. 

Sec. 6605. It shall not be necessary for any road having 
branches from the main trunk to complete said branches in 
order to comply with the provisions of this act. lb., Sec- 
tion 42. 

PROTECTION OP PASSENGERS. 

Sec. 6606. All persons who own or operate railroads in 
this State are authorized and empowered to do and perform 
all acts and things which may be necessary to protect passen- 
gers on their cars from all acts of fraud, imposition or an- 
noyance, which are attempted or perpetrated while said pas- 
sengers are on said cars, or in or upon the 
property of said railroads at their stations, and all persons 
found practicing such acts of fraud, imposition or annoyance 
or attempting to perpetrate the same at the places aforesaid, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be fined in any sum not exceeding $50 for each offense. Act 
March 3, 1897. 

PROTECTION OP PERSONS AND PROPERTY ON TRACK. 

Sec. 6607. It is the duty of all persons running trains 
in this State upon any railroad to keep a constant lookout' 
for persons and property upon the track of any and all rail- 
roads, and if any person or property shall be killed or injured 
by the neglect of any employees of any railroad to keep such 
lookout, the company owning and operating any such railroad 
shall be liable and responsible to the person injured for all 
damages resulting from neglect to keep such lookout, and the 
burden of proof shall devolve upon such railroad to establish 
the fact that this duty has been perfomred. Act April 8,. 
1891. 

Sec. 6608. All railroad and express companies in this 
State are required to provide each and every one of its trains 
with one or more stage-planks not less than eight feet in 
length and three feet in width, or trucks to be used in un- 
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loading trunks and baggage from their trains to the depot 
platforms. 

Sec. 6609. All railroad and express companies in this 
State and their agents and employees shall be required to 
use said stage-planks or trucks herein provided while they are 
unloading baggage and trunks from their said trains, except 
where platforms are as high as the car doors, and shall be pro- 
hibited from tumbling trunks or baggage from their car dflprs 
into the platforms, breaking, injuring or in anywise damaging 
the trunk or baggage or contents thereof. 

Sec. 6610. Any railroad or express company violating 
this act, or who handles trunks or baggage in such a rough 
and careless manner as to injure the same, shall be liable to 
the owner of such damaged trunks or baggage In addition to 
the value of said trunks or baggage, in the sum of not less 
than $25 nor more than $200, to be recovered by an action 
againts the railroad or express company in any court having 
jurisdiction of such causes in any county in which said rail- 
road or express company may do business, and may consoli- 
date as many separate injuries as may have occurred in any 
county or counties in this State within twelve months next 
before the bringing of said action. Act March 29, 1899. 

Sec. 6611. The maximum sum which any corporation, 
officer of court, trustee, person or association of persons, 
operating a line of railroad in this State, shall be authorized 
to charge and collect for carrying each passenger over such 
line within the State, in the manner known as first-class pass- . 
age, is fixed at the following named rates: 

On line of railroad fifteen miles or less in length, eight 
cents per mile. On lines over fifteen miles in length, and 
less than seventy-five miles in length, five cents. 

On lines over seventy-five miles in length, three cents per 
mile, and for carrying children in charge of an adult, there 
may be charged and collected one-half of the above named 
rates for such of said children as may be under the age of 
twelve years and over the age of five years ; and for such of 
said children as may be under the age of five years, no charge 
whatever shall be made beyond what is collected from the 
adult or adults who may have charge of them. 

Sec. 6612. Any railroad company may charge the sum 
of twenty-five cents for the carriage of any passenger who 
may get on or off a train at other than a regulation station. 

Sec. 6613. All passengers who may fail to procure regu- 
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lar fare tickets shall be transported over all railroads in this- 
State at the same rate and price charged for such tickets for 
the same service. 

Sefc. 6614. The number of miles in any railroad shall 
be held to include the entire length of said railroad, whether 
wholly within this State or extending beyond the limits 
thereof, and any branch railroad operated by the same person . 
or corporation operating any main line, shall be held to con- 
stitute a part of said main line for the purpose of determin- 
ing the length of said main line for the purpose of this act. 

Sec. 6615. Each passenger who shall pay fare at the 
rate specified in Sections 6611, 6612, 6613 and 6614, shall be 
entitled to have transported along with him, on the same 
train, and without any additional charge, one hundred and 
fifty pounds of baggage to consist of such articles as are 
usually carried by ordinary persons when traveling. 

Sec. 6616. Bicycles shall be checked and transported as 
baggage for passengers by all railway companies operating 
in this State, and shall be subject to the same charges and 
liabilities as other baggage; but no passenger shall be re- 
quired to crate, cover or otherwise protect any such bicycle, 
and said railway companies shall be responsible for the same 
in like manner as all other baggage. Provided, however, that 
no railroad company shall be required to transport more than 
one bicycle for a single individual in addition to such other 
baggage as shall bring the whole within the lawful weight 
limit. Act February 19, 1897. 

Sec. 6617. Any person or persons, corporation or cor- 
porations, engaged in the business of common carrier, shall 
be responsible as common carrier for all baggage or goods 
checked by them as baggage for forty-eight hours after the 
baggage or goods checked as baggage has reached its desti- 
nation. Act March 2, 1899. 

Railroad companies shall not charge storage for the first 
forty-eight hours, nor more than five cents per day after the 
first forty-eight hours on baggage not exceeding one hundred 
and fifty pounds. Act March 7, 1895, Section 1. 

Sec. 6618. It shall be unlawful for any railroad in 
this State, over five miles in length, run by steam or elec- 
tricity, to charge more than twelve and one-half per cent, of 
the cost of a first-class fare between all points in this State, 
per hundred pounds, for excess of baggage, over one hun- 
dred and fifty pounds; provided, that the minimum charge 
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for excess, where the same does not exceed two hundred 
pounds, shall not be less than twenty-five cents. And such 
railroad violating the provisions of this act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction be fined in 
any sum not less than ten dollars nor more than twenty-five 
dollars. Act 1895. 

Sec. 6619. Payments of fare, at the rate specified in 
Sections 6611, 6612, 6613 and 6614, shall entitle the person 
paying the same to be transported, without any additional 
charge, over any bridge or ferry, or through any tunnel that 
may be used by the persons aforesaid, to make a continuous 
line between the points on said line of railroad between which 
the passenger may have acquired the right to be carried by 
payment of fare at the rate aforesaid. 

Sec. 6620. Any of the persons or corporations men- 
tioned in Sections 6611, 6612, 6613 and 6614, that shall 
charge, demand, take or receive from any person or persons 
aforesaid any greater compensation for the transportation of 
passengers than is in this act allowed or prescribed, shall for- 
feit and pay for every such offense any sum not less than fifty 
dollars and costs of suit, including a reasonable attorney's 
fee, to be taxed by the court where the same is heard on origi- 
nal action, by appeal or otherwise, to be recovered in a suit 
at law by the party aggrieved in any court of competent 
jurisdiction. And any officer, agent or employee of any such 
person or corporation, who shall knowingly and wilfully vio- 
late the provisions of this act, shall be liable for the penalties 
prescribed in this section, to be recovered in the same man- 
ner. Act April 4, 1887.

Sec. 6621. In all actions at law or suits, in equity against 
any railroad company, its assignees, lessees or other persons 
or persons owning or operating any railroad in this State 
party therein, for the violation of any law regulating the 
transportation of freight or passengers by any such railroad, 
if the plaintiff recover in any such action or suit he shall also 
recover a reasonable attorney's fee, to be taxed up as a part 
of the costs therein and collected as other costs are or may 
be by law collected. Act April 4, 1887. 

separate coach law. 
Sec. 6622. All railway companies carrying passengers 
in this State shall provide equal but separate and sufficient 
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accommodations for the white and African races by provid- 
ing two or more passenger coaches for each passenger train ; 
provided, each railway company carrying passengers in this 
State may carry one partitioned car, one end of which may 
be used by white passengers and the other end by passengers, 
of the African race, said partition to be made of wood, and 
they shall also provide separate waiting rooms of equal and 
sufficient accommodations for the two races at all their pas- 
senger depots in this State. 

Sec. 6623. The foregoing section shall not apply to 
street railroads. In the event of the disabling of a passenger 
coach or coaches, by accident or otherwise, said company shall 
be relieved from the operation of this act until its train 
reaches a point at which it has additional coaches. 

Sec. 6624. No person or persons shall be permitted to 
occupy seats in the coaches or waiting rooms other than the 
ones assigned to them on account of the race to which they 
belong; provided, officers in charge of prisoners of different 
races may be assigned with their prisoners to coaches where 
they will least interfere with the comfort of other passen- 
gers; provided, further, that Section 6622 shall not apply to 
employes of a train in the discharge of their duties, nor shall 
it be construed to apply to such freight trains as carry passen- 
gers. 

Sec. 6625. Carriers may haul sleeping or chair cars for 
the exclusive use of either the white or African race sep- 
arately, but not jointly. 

Sec. 6626. On all lines of railway less than thirty miles 
long passenger coaches may be divided by partition, Act 
Ai>ril 1, 1893. 

Sec. 6627. The officers of such passenger trains and the 
agents at such depots shall have power, and are required, to 
assign each passenger or person to the coach or compartment 
or room used for the race to which such passenger or person 
belongs. 

Sec. 6628. Any passenger or person insisting on going 
into a coach or compartment or room to which by race he 
does not belong, shall be liable to a fine of not less than ten 
dollars nor more than two hundred dollars, and any officer 
of any railroad company assigning a passenger or person to 
a coach or compartment or room other than the one set aside 
for the race to which said passenger or person belongs, shall 
be liable to a fine of twenty-five dollars. 
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Sec. 6629. Should any passenger refuse to occupy the 
coach or compartment or room to which he, or she is assigned 
by the officer of such railway company, said officer shall have 
power to refuse to carry such passenger on his train, and 
should any passenger or any other person not passenger, for 
the purpose of occupying or waiting in such sitting or wait- 
ing room not assigned to his or her race, enter said room, 
said agent shall have the power, and itis made his duty, to 
eject such person from such room, and for such acts neither 
they nor the railway company which they represent shall be 
liable for damages in any of the courts of this State. 

Sec. 6630. All railway companies that shall refuse or 
neglect to comply with the provisions and requirements of 
this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, 
upon conviction before any court of competent jurisdiction, 
be fined not less than one hundred dollars nor more than five 
hundred dollars, and every day that such railway company 
shall fail to comply with the provisions of this act, and every 
train run in violation of the provisions hereof, shall be a 
separate offense; and any conductor or other employes of 
such passenger train having charge of the same, or any agent 
at such depot who shall refuse or neglect to carry out the 
provisions of this act, shall, on conviction, be fined not less 
than twenty-five dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each 
offense. 

Sec. 6631. All railroad corporations carrying passen- 
gers in this State, other than street railroads, shall keep this 
law posted up in a conspicuous place in each passenger coach 
and waiting room. 

Sec. 6632. Persons in whom there is a visible and dis- 
tinct admixture of African blood shall, for the purpose of 
this act, be deemed to belong to the African race ; all others 
shall be deemed to belong to the white race. 

IMPROPER LANGUAGE ON CARS AND IN WAITING ROOM. 

Sec. 6633. It shall be unlawful for any passenger or 
any railroad official or employee to use any obscene, profane 
or boisterous language in any railroad waiting room or car 
in which passengers are transported, and any person violat- 
ing the provisions of this section shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, upon conviction, be fined not less than five nor 
more than twenty-five dollars, and it shall be the duty of con- 
ductors and station agents to eject any person violating the 
provisions of this section from the car or waiting room. 
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Sec. 6634. All persons who own or operate any line or 
lines of railroad* in this State shall keep separate waiting 
rooms now provided for in Section 6622 in all depot buildings 
now erected or that may hereafter be erected, for the accom- 
modation of their passengers, open both day and night for 
the free and unrestricted use of their said passengers. And 
that said waiting rooms shall at all proper times and seasons 
be comfortable heated, and at all times supplied with whole- 
some drinking water, and shall in all other respects be kept 
and maintained in a sanitary and clean manner; provided, 
however, that all railroad lines running neither freight nor 
passenger trains over said lines after night shall be allowed 
to close their waiting rooms at 7 o'clock p. m. and open their 
waiting rooms to the public at 6 o'clock a. m. 

Sec. 6635. All railroads passing through or into any 
city or incorporated town in this State shall construct and 
maintain two water closets at their passenger depots, one for 
males and one for females. Said closets shall be designated 
by proper lettering. They shall be kept open at all hours 
for the accommodation of passengers and employees of said 
roads, and shall be constructed and kept in good condition. 

Sec. 6636. All railway companies that shall refuse and 
neglect to comply with the provisions and requirements of 
this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, 
upon the conviction before any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, be fined not less than one hundred dollars nor more than 
three hundred dollars, and every day or night that such rail- 
way company shall fail to comply with the provisions of this 
act shall be a separate offense, and any agent or agents of 
such railway company at such depot who shall refuse or 
neglect to carry out the provisions of this act shall, on con- 
viction, be fined not less than ten nor more than twent^five 
dollars for each offense. This act does not apply to Benton, 
Washington and Crawford Counties. Act April 23, 1903. 

DRINKING WATER TO BE PROVIDED. 

Sec. 6637. All railroads shall provide good and whole- 
some water for drinking purposes at all of their stations or 
waiting rooms and in all their passenger cars for the use of 
the traveling public. Act February 23, 1901, Sections 2-6. 

BULLETIN BOARDS. 

Sec. 6638. All railroads operating within this State are 
required to set up bulletin boards at each and every telegraph 
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station on such railroad, and shall post on such bulletin 
boards the time of the arrival and departure of all passenger 
trains, and if any passenger train is ten minutes behind time, 
there shall be posted on such bulletin boards as near the time 
such train is behind as can be ascertained. 

Sec. 6639. All railroad companies failing to comply 
with the preceding section shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction in a court of competent juris- 
diction, be fined in any sum not more than one hundred dol- 
lars for each and every offense. Act April 9, 1891. 

FENCES IN CITIES AND TOWNS. 

Sec. 6640. At all public crossings and at all places 
where the streets about the railroad right of way, and at all 
other places where the public convenience demands it in 
all cities and incorporated towns, all railroads in this State 
shall remove all fences from such places in such citoes and 
towns when said cities and towns shall by ordinance demand 
such removal. 

Sec. 6641. Thirty days' notice shall be given such rail- 
riads of the passage of such ordinance. 

Sec. 6642. All railroads thus notified shall remove such 
fence within sixty days from the date of notice given. 

Sec. 6643. All railroads failing or refusing to comply 
with this aot shall be guilty of an offense ajnd shall be fined 
the sum of twenty-five dollars for every day intervening be- 
tween the day of the expiration of said sixty days and the 
removal of said fense or fences. Act April 7, 1893. 

REQUIRING STOCK GUARDS IN ENCLOSED CARS. 

Sec. 6644. It shall be the duty of all railroad companies 
organized under the laws of this State, which have con- 
structed, or may hereafter construct, a railroad which may 
pass through or upon any enclosed lands of another, whether 
such lands were enclosed at the time of the construction of 
such railroad or were enclosed thereafter, upon receiving ten 
days' notice in writing from the owner of said lands, to con- 
struct suitable and safe stock guards on either side of said 
enclosure where said railroads enter said enclosure and to 
keep the same in good repair. 

Sec. 6645. Any railroad company failing to comply 
with the requirements of the preceding section shall be liable 
to the person or persons aggrieved thereby for a penalty of 
not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than two hundred 
-dollars for each and every offense, to be collected by civil 
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action in any court having jurisdiction thereof. Act April 
10, 1893. 

REQUIRING RAILROADS TO DRAIN ROADBEDS. 

Sec. 6646. Any railroad company or corporation operat- 
ing a line or lines of road, or that may hereafter construct 
or operate any such line or lines, shall be required, and it is 
made the duty of any such company or corporation, to ef- 
fectually drain their respective roadbeds in all cases where 
such lack of drainage has been produced by the construction 
of such road, whenever they pass a station, or within two 
hundred feet of a farmhouse or residence, by constructing 
ditches or under-drains on either side of at least two hun- 
dred yards in length and of sufficient width and capacity to 
carry off the water rapidly. 

Sec. 6647. Any railroad company or corporation, or 
any officer, or agent or employee of any such railroad com- 
pany or corporation, who shall knowingly and wilfully vio- 
late the provisions of this act, shall be liable to a penalty of 
not less than fifty dollars for each and every offense, and 
costs of suit, including a reasonable attorney's fee, to be 
taxed by the court where the same is heard on original action, 
by appeal or otherwise, to be recovered by a suit at law by 
the party aggrieved in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 6648. Twenty days' notice shall be given to the 
officer, agent or employee as the case may be, of any violation 
of this act, before a cause of action shall accrue. Act April 
9, 1891. 

Sec. 6650. No such servant or employee who secretes 
or absents himself to avoid payment to him, or refuses to re- 
ceive the same when fully tendered, shall be entitled to any 
benefit under this act for such time as he so avoids pay- 
ment. 

Sec. 6651. Any such servant or employee whose em- 
ployment is for a definite period of time, and who is' dis- 
charged without cause before the expiration of such time, 
may, in addition to the penalties prescribed by this act, have 
an action against any" such employer for any damages he 
may have sustained by reason of such wrongful discharge, 
and such action may be joined with an action for unpaid 
wages and penalty. Act March 25, 1889. 

INSPECTION OF CONTRACT WORK TO BE MADE. 

Sec. 6656. An railroad contractor or subcontractor for 
any work done on such roadbed, or to be used for such rail- 
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road, such as ditching, grading and like kinds of work, and 
cutting and furnishing wood, ties and other timbers, shall 
cause the same to be inspected at least once each month. For 
the purpose of the inspection of such wood, ties and other 
timbers such railroad contractors or subcontractors may des- 
ignate a place of inspection, which shall not be inconvenient 
to the person or persons performing such work. 

Sec. 6657. Any railroad contractor or subcontractor 
violating a»(y of the provisions of the foregoing section shall 
be liable to any person or party injured to the full value of 
such ditching, grading or like kind of work performed, or 
such wood, ties or other timbers at the time such inspection 
should have taken place, and he or they may institute suit 
for such damages at any time after twenty days from the time 
such inspection should have been made; and if the plaintiff 
recover on such suit, he shall also recover a reasonable at- 
torney's fee, to be taxed up as part of the costs therein and 
collected as other costs are, or may be, by law, collected. Act 
March 19, 1889. 

FELLOW SERVANTS. 

Sec. 6658. All persons engaged in the service of any 
railway corporations, foreign or domestic, doing business in 
this State, who are entrusted by such corporation with the 
authority of superintendence, control or command of other 
persons in the employ or service of such corporation, or with 
the authority to direct any other employee, in the perform- 
ance of any duty of such employee, are vice-principals of 
such corporation, and are not fellow servants with such em- 
ploye. 

. Sec. 6659. All persons who are engaged in the com- 
mon service of such railway corporations, and who, while so 
engaged, are working together to a common purpose, of same 
grade, neither of such persons being entrusted by such cor- 
porations with any superintendence or control over their fel- 
low employees, are fellow servants with each other ; provided, 
nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to- make 
employees of such corporation in the service of such corpora- 
tion fellow servants with other employes of such corpora- 
tion engaged in any other department of services of such 
corporation. Employes who do not come within the pro- 
visions of this section shall not be considered fellow servants. 

Sec. 6660. No contract made between the employer and 
employee based upon the contingency of the injury or death 
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of the employee limiting the liability of the employer under 
this act, or fixing damages to be recovered, shall be valid and 
binding. Act February 28, 1893. 

CHARGES ON FREIGHT CONTROLLED BY BILL OF LADING. 

Sec. 6664. It shall be unlawful for any railroad com- 
pany in this State, its officers, agents or employes to charge 
and collect, or to endeavor to charge and collect, from the 
owner, agent or consignee of any freight, goods, wares or 
merchandise of any kind or character whatever, a greater 
sum for transporting said freight, goods, wares and merchan- 
dist than is specified in the bill of lading. 

Sec. 6665. Any railroad company, its officers, agents 
or employes having possession of any goods, wares or mer- 
chandise, of any kind or character whatever, shall deliver the 
same to the owner, his agent or consignee upon payment of 
the freight charges, as shown by the bill of lading. 

Sec. 6666. Any railroad company, its officers, agents or 
employes that shall refuse to deliver to the owner, agent or 
consignee, any freight, goods, wares and merchandise, of any 
kind or character whatever, upon the payment, or tender of 
payment, of the freight charges due, as -shown by the bill of 
lading, the said railroad company shall be liable in damages, 
to the owner of said freight, goods, wares or merchandise to 
an amount equal to the amount of the freight charges for 
every day said freight, goods, wares and merchandise is held 
after payment, or tender of payment, of the charges due, as 
shown by the bill of lading, to be recovered in any court of 
competent jurisdiction. Act February 27, 1885. 

REQUIRING RAILROADS TO FURNISH DOUBLE DECK CARS. 

Sec. 6672. All railroad companies, private companies 
or individuals owning or operating a railroad or railroads 
in the State of Arkansas, are required to furnish a sufficient 
number of double deck cars for the shipment of sheep or hogs 
to supply the demand for such cars on their respective lines, 
and to allow shippers to load both decks in said cars with 
sheep or hogs to the aggregate extent of twenty thousand 
pounds, which cars so loaded shall be received and trans-, 
ported by such railroad companies or private companies or 
individuals as one car load of stock. 

* Sec. 6673. It shall not be lawful for railroad companies, 
private companies or individuals to charge or receive for the 
transportation of a double-decked car of sheep more than 
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is charged by such companies or individuals for a car load 
of stock other than sheep. As amended by Act 1895. 

Sec. 6674. Should any railroad company, or private 
company or individuals, owning or operating a railroad or 
railroads in the State of Arkansas, refuse or neglect to fur- 
nish cars as provided in the two preceding sections, it shall 
not be lawful for them to charge or receive for the transpor- 
tation of a car of sheep or hogs more than one-half the rate 
charged for the shipment of a car load of stock other than 
sheep or hogs. Act March 25, 1889. 

Sec. 6675. All railroads operating in this State shall 
keep and maintain track or railroad scales for the purpose 
of weighing coal shipped in car load lots, at all stations along 
their respective lines of road where as much as one thousand 
cars of the same are shipped in car load lots yearly. 

Sec. 6676. At all such stations it shall be the duty of 
the railroad company to properly weigh each and every car 
after the same shall have been loaded and furnish to each 
shipper by written certificate of weighman within one day 
after the same shall have been received by said company, cor- 
rect weights of each car and of the contents of each car del- 
ivered to them by the shipper. The certificate of weight 
to be given to shippers as provided in this section shall con- 
tain, in addition to the correct weight of the car and its 
contents, the date of delivery and the number of the car. 

Sec. 6677. Any railroad in this State failing or refus- 
ing to comply with any of the provisions of this act shall be 
subject to a penalty of one hundred dollars, to be paid to the 
county, for every failure or refusal, and each day upon which 
it may refuse or fail to comply with this act shall constitute 
a separate offense. Act April 23, 1903. 

CONDITIONAL SALE OF ROLLING STOCK. 

Sec. 6678. In any contract for the sale of railroads or 
street railway equipment or rolling stock, it shall be lawful 
to agree that the title to the property sold or contracted to be 
sold, although possession thereof may be delivered immedi- 
ately, or at any time or times subsequently, shall not vest in 
the purchaser until the purchase price be fully paid, or that 
the seller shall have and retain a lien thereon for the unpaid 
purchase money, and in any contract for the leasing or hiring 
such property it shall be lawful to stipulate for a condition, 
sale thereof, at the termination of such contract, and that the 
rentals or amounts to be received under such contract may, 
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as paid, be applied and treated as purchase money, and that 
the title to the property shall not vest in the bailee or lessee 
until the purchase price shall have been paid in full and un- 
til the terms of the contract shall have been fully performed, 
notwithstanding delivery to and possession by such lessee or 
bailee; provided, no such contract shall be valid as against 
any subsequent judgment creditor or any subsequent bona 
fide purchaser for value and without notice, unless: 

I. The same shall be evidenced by an instrument executed 
hy the parties and duly acknowledged by the vendee or les- 
see or bailee, as the case may be, or duly proved before some 
person authorized by law to take acknowledgment of deeds 
and in the same manner as deeds are acknowledged or proved. 

II. Such instrument shall be filed for record in the 
office of the Secretary of State of this commonwealth. 

III. Each locomotive engine or car so sold, leased or 
hired, or contracted to be sold, leased or hired, as aforesaid, 
shall have the name of the vendor, lessor, or bailor plainly 
marked on each side thereof followed by the word " owner' * 
or "lessor" or "bailor," as the case may be. 

Sec. 6679. The contracts herein authorized shall be re- 
corded by the Secretary of State in a book of records to 
be kept for that purpose and on payment in full of the pur- 
chase money and the performance of the terms and conditions 
stipulated in any such contract, a declaration in writing to 
that effect may be made by the vendor, lessor or bailor or 
his or its assignee, which declaration may be made on the mar- 
gin of the record of the contract duly attested, or it may be 
made by a separate instrument to be acknowledged by the 
vendor, lessor, bailor or his or its assignee and recorded, as 
aforesaid, and for such services the Secretary of State shall 
be entitled to the same fees that are allowed recorders for 
recording deeds and mortgages. 

Sec. 6680. This act shall not be held to invalidate or 
affect in any way any contract heretofore made of the kind 
referred to in Section 6678, and any such contract hereto- 
fore made may upon compliance with the provisions of this 
act be recorded as herein provided. Act April 10, 1893. 

THE OBSTRUCTION OF ROADS AND HIGHWAYS. 

Sec. 6681. Whenever any railroad company or corpora- 
tion has constructed, or shall hereafter construct, a railroad 
across any public road or highway of the State, now estab- 
lished or hereafter to be established, or where any public 
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road or highway hereafter, established shall cross any rail- 
road now established or to hereafter be established, such rail- 
road company or corporation shall be required to so construct 
such railroad crossing, or so alter or construct roaclbed of 
such public road or highway that the approaches to the rail- 
road bed, on either side, shall be made and kept at no greater 
elevation or depression than one perpendicular foot for every 
five feet of horizontal distance, such elevation or depression 
being caused by reason of the construction of s*aid railroad;. 
provided, at any crossing of any public highway, such rail- 
road may be crossed by a good and safe bridge, to be built 
and maintained in good repair by the railroad company or 
corporation owning or operating such railroad. Act Febru- 
ary 1, 1899. 

Sec. 6682. Whenever any railroad company or cor- 
poration shall neglect or refuse to construct or keep in good 
repair such crossing in the manner as prescribed in Section 
6263 it shall be the duty of the overseer of the public road or 
highway where such public road or highway crosses the said 
railroad to give written notice to the section foreman or boss 
of that part of the railroad where such crossing is made or 
to the nearest station agent to said crossing in the following 
form :

You are hereby notified that the crossing of the public 

highway over Road District No is not constructed 

or maintained as required by law, and you are hereby re- 
quired to so construct or change the construction of said 
crossing within the next sixty days that it shall conform to 
the terms of the law.

Sec. 6683. The road overseer shall serve notice as re- 
quired by the preceding section by copy, and on the neglect 
or refusal of the railroad company or corporation upon which 
such notice has been served to comply with the terms of this 
act within the time specified in the said notice, the said over- 
seer shall file the original of said notice in the office of the 
County Clerk of the county in which said road distriet is 
located, which returns shall show upon whom served and the 
time and place of service, and the county clerk of such county 
9 shall give notice to the prosecuting attorney of the district 
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in which said road may be located, that such notice has been 
filed in his office, and said prosecuting attorney shall there- 
upon institute suit against such railroad company or corpora- 
tion. 

Sec. 6684. Any railroad company or corporation refus- 
ing or neglecting to comply with the provisions of this act 
within sixty days after notice has been served in the manner 
herein specified shall forfeit and pay to the county in which 
said road district may be located a sum not less than one hun- 
dred dollars, nor more than two thousand dollars, and 
five dollars, per day for every day such refusal or neglect 
shall continue after the expiration of sixty days 7 notice, 
served on such railroad company or corporation as herein 
specified. 

Sec. 6685. All moneys recovered to any county under 
the provisions of this act shall be placed to the credit of the 
proper road fund, if there be such fund, or if there be no 
such fund, said money shall be placed to the credit of the 
general county fund. Act M/arch 18, 1887. 

increase op capital stock— power to mortgage. 

Sec. 6686. Whenever any railroad company heretofore 
or hereafter incorporated in this State shall, in the opinion 
of the directors thereof, require an increased amount of capi- 
tal stock, they shall, if authorized by the holders of a ma- 
jority of the stock, be and they are hereby authorized to in- 
crease their capital stock to any amount not exceeding the 
estimated cost of their road, and shall have power to borrow 
money on the credit of the corporation, not exceeding its au- 
thorized capital stock, at a rate of interest not exceeding 7 per 
cent, per annum, and may execute its bonds therefor, in sums 
of five hundred dollars or one thousand dollars, and, to secure 
the payment thereof, may pledge the porperty, both real and 
personal, *ind income of such company, and to secure the 
payment thereof, may execute a deed of mortgage or other 
instrument of writing; and such company are authorized to 
sell, negotiate, pledge or mortgage such bonds for the benefit 
of such company, and at such terms and in such places either 
within or without this State, and at such rates and for such 
prices as, in the opinion of said directors, will best advance 
the interests of such company; and if such bonds are thus 
sold bona fide at a discount, such sale shall be as valid, in 
every respect, and such securities as binding, for the respec- 
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tive amounts thereof, as if they were sold at their par value. 
Act January 22, 1885, Section 7. 

Sec. 6687. Any railroad company organized and 
incorporated under the laws of this State, may amend 
its articles of incorporation by changing its corporate name, 
or by increasing or diminishing the number of its directors; 
Provided, The number of its directors shall not be less than 
five (5) or exceed thirteen (13). And provided further, 
That no liability contract or obligation of said railroad com- 
pany shall be impaired by any such amendment, and all 
rights, franchises, property and other things acquired or 
possessed by said corporation shall not be effected [affected] 
thereby. Said amendment shall be made by resolution of 
the stockholders of said corporation adopted at a regular 
meeting thereof or at a special meeting called by the presi- 
dent for that purpose. Notice thereof, to be published not 
less than twenty days previous thereto, in a newspaper pub- 
lished in each county through which the road runs, or is 
intended to run in which a newspaper is published; Pro- 
vided, said notice may be waived in writing signed by all 
the stockholders of the corporation ; and a copy of such reso- 
lution verified by the president and secretary of said cor- 
poration, shall be filed as an amendment to the charter of 
said railroad company in the office of the Secretary of State, 
and a fee of five ($5.00) dollars shall be paid for making and 
filing said amendment. 

LANDS donated in aid of. 

Sec. 6688. When any railroad company, by the per- 
formance of the conditions imposed in any act granting lands 
to such company, has become entitled to such lands, or any 
part thereof, such company shall apply therefor and take 
all necessary steps to perfect its title to such lands, and shall 
apply for an accept a conveyance thereof from the State 
within six months from the passage of this act, and any such 
company which shall fail to do so, within the time aforesaid, 
shall forfeit all lands not applied for and conveyed within 
that time. 

Sec. 6689. Any railroad company which shall hereafter 
become entitled to a conveyance of any lands from the State 
shall apply therefor and accept a conveyance from the State 
within six months after completion of the act by which it 
becomes entitled to such conveyance, and any company which 
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shall fail to do so, within the aforesaid time shall forfeit all 
lands for which it fails to apply within such time. 

Sec. 6690. It shall be the duty of the State Land Com- 
missioner, immediately upon the execution of any conveyance 
conveying lands to any railroad company, to make a list of 
the lands conveyed and send the same to the assessor of the 
county in which such lands are situate ; and such assessor for 
taxation as the property of such railroad company in the 
same manner that other lands are assessed. 

Sec. 6691. All lands forfeited under the provisions of 
this act shall revert to and belong to the State of Arkansas, 
and shall be sold as other lands. 

Sec. 6692. The Commissioner of State Lands is charged 
with the duty of making inquiry and of reporting to the 
Governor all failures of any railroad company to make ap- 
plication and accept conveyance within the time hereinbefore 
specified. 

Sec. 6693. He shall report all failures, with a list of the 
lands forfeited by such non-application ; upon receipt of such 
report the Governor shall make proclamation that such lands 
have been forfeited and are subject to sale by the State. Act 
February 20, 1883. 
"free passes," unlawful to grant to certain officers. 

Sec. 6694. No railroad or transportation company or- 
ganized or doing business in this State under any act of in- 
corporation or general law of the State now in force or 
which may be hereafter enacted shall grant any free pass in 
the cars or other modes of conveyance over the line of any 
such railroad or transportation company, for any length of 
time, or for any distance, to any officer of this State, legisla- 
tive, executive or judicial, whereby any such officer may be 
transported for any length of time or for any distance over 
the line of any such railroad or transportation company, 
either free of charge of for a less compensation than that 
demanded or received from the general public. 

Sec. 6695. Any such railroad or transportation com- 
pany that shall grant any free pass to any such officer in 
violation of this act shall forfeit and pay for every offense 
not less than two hundred dollars nor exceeding two thousand 
dollars, to be recovered by an action at law brought in the 
name of the State by the prosecuting attorney thereof in any 
county of the State through or into which any such railroad 
corporation or transportation company company may run 
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its said railroad or transportation line, and said attorney 
.should be allowed a fee for his services as such of ten per 
cent of the amount that may be collected in any such suit, 
in case judgment be rendered for the plaintiff, and the bal- 
ance and residue of any sums recovered in any such Suit 
shall be paid into the county treasury of the county where 
such suit may be brought, to be appropriated to general 
county purposes in such county ; and in any such suit should 
judgment be rendered for the defendant the cost of such 
suit shall be paid by the county. 

Sec. 6696. The terms, railroad or transportation com- 
pany, contained in this act shall be deemed and taken to 
mean all corporations, companies or individuals now owning 
or operating, or which may hereafter own or operate any 
railroad or transportation line in this State for the public 
transportation or conveyance as common carriers of persons 
or property therein. 

Sec. 6697. Any such officer, legislative, executive or 
judicial, of this State, who shall accept and use any such 
free pass to be transported for any distance over the line of 
any such railroad or transportation company, either free of 
charge or for less compensation than that received therefor 
from the general public, shall for every case where such pass 
is so used, be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on con- 
viction thereof, shall be subject to a fine of not less than 
twenty dollars nor more than two hundred dollars, and shall 
be removed from office. Such officer may be prosecuted in 
any county where he resides or in which any such free pass 
may have been used by him. 

Sec. 6698. t The term, officers of this State, legislative, 
executive or judicial, used in this act shall mean to include 
all officers elective, appointive, commissioned or qualified. 
Act February 26, 1887. 

FREIGHT ON SHORT LINES. 

Sec. 6699. Sheriffs are hereby exempted from the pro- 
visions of Section 6696, and it shall not be unlawful for 
railroad companies to furnish free passes to them. Act April 
6, 1895. 

The superintendent of Public Instruction shall be per- 
mitter to accept and use a free pass on any railroad in the 
State without incurring the penalty prescribed in Cection 
6697. Act May 5, 1903. 

Sec. 6700. Whenever any railroad company or corpor- 
ation, doing business within the limits of this State, shall 
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receive and ship any live stock or poultry by the carload, 
said company or corporation shall, in consideration of the 
price paid for said car, pass the snipper or his employee to 
and from said points designated in the contract or bill of 
lading without further expense to the shipper. 

Any railroad company or corporation, or officer, agent 
or employee of any railroad company or corporation, failing 
to comply with the provisions of this act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction in a court of 
compentent jurisdiction, shall in any sum not less than one 
hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars for each 
and every offense. Act March 26, 1895. 

Sec. 6701. Railroad companies having roads not ex- 
ceeding fifty miles in length may charge for loading, carry- 
ing and unloading freights not exceeding forty (tents per 
hundred pounds for any distance. 

Sec. 6702. The rates charged by any such company 
may be reduced by the Board of Railroad Commissioners of 
this State whenever it appears that the net annual profits of 
such company exceed ten per centum of the amount of its 
capital actually invested ; but such rates shall not be reduced 
so as to reduce the net annual profits of such company beJow 
ten per centum of the amount of capital invested. 

Sec. 6703. If any such railroad company shall charge 
more than the rates named in this act, the person paying the 
same may recover from such railroad company five times the 
sum so charged, together with the costs of the action, by 
action before a justice of the peace or other court having 
jurisdiction. Service of summons in such action may be 
made by delivering a copy of the summons to any agent of 
such company. Act March 15, 1881, as amended by Act of 
April 4, 1887. 

TRAINS to stop at depot and flag stations. 

Sec. 6704. It shall be the duty of every company or 
person operating a railroad in Arkansas, whether as owner 
or not, who runs a passenger train, to run at least one of its 
passenger trains each way, on each and every day, so as to 
stop at all regular stations where they sell tickets, either day 
or night, and whether such stations be a flag station t not, 
long enough for passengers to get on or off; Provided, no 
passenger train shall be compelled to stop at any flat; station 
either day or night, unless signaled by the propev signal. 

Sec. 6705. Local freight trains on all railroads cr rail- 
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ways in this State shall carry passengers from ar.d to Miy 
and all of their stations. 

Sec. 6706. The railroad companies shall not be required 
to furnish separate coaches in freight trains for the white 
and African races. 

Sec. 6707. If any person or companies owning or operat- 
ing any railroad within this State shall violate any of the 
provisions of this act, any citizen so aggrieved may bring 
suit against such company or person for the reasonable dam- 
ages sustained through such violation, the measure of dam- 
ages to be according to the annoyance, inconvenience and 
expense to passengers occasioned by the failure to stop trains 
as provided in Section 6704. 

Sec. 6708. Any company or person violating or failing 
or refusing to obey the requirements of this act shall be liable 
to a fine of fifty dollars for each day of failure or refusal to 
carry out the provisions thereof, which fine shall be recovera- 
ble before any court of competent jurisdiction, and shall be 
paid into the State treasury for the benefit of the school fund 
of this State.' Act February 21, 1893. 

WHEN COMPELLED TO STOP TRAIN IN CORPORATION LIMITS OF 

TOWN. 

Sec. 6709. When not less than fifty citizens of any in- 
corpated town in this State, situated on the line of any rail- 
road run or operated within this State, shall make application 
in writing to the president of said railroad company, or to 
the board of directors thereof, through its secretary, or to 
any receiver, mortgagee, trustee, contractor, or other officer 
running and operating the same and having control thereof, 
it shall be the duty of such railroad company to stop all 
trains, freight or passenger, at some point within the cor- 
porate limits of such town most convenient for the reception 
and handling and discharge of freight, and the reception 
and discharge of passengers, and the reception and delivery 
of the mails, and most convenient to accommodate the busi- 
ness of such town, and shall furnish, provide and maintain 
for such town and the business thereof every facility and 
convenience furnished or provided for other towns of the 
same, or approximating the same, population situated on the 
line of said railroad ; and there shall be no unjust discrimina- 
tion on the part of such companies, either in respect to such 
facilities and convenience or in respect to the freight and 
passenger charges of tariff upon said railroads, but the same 
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shall be equal and uniform, and as to such towns the same or 
any description of way passengers and freight shall not be 
subjected to higher rates of charges than the lowest rates 
charged by the same line, at the same time, for the same 
service over any part of said line. 

Sec. 6710. Before any town may or can insist upon and 
compel the stoppage of trains as in this act provided, the 
corporate authorities of such town shall provide and make 
tender to such railroad companies sufficient means to defray 
the reasonable expenses of grading a switch or sidetrack at 
such place for stopping for the use of such railroad com- 
pany. 

Sec. 6711, The writ of mandamus may issue at the suit 
of any citizen of such town upon the failure of any such 
railroad company to stop its train as in this act provided, 
and to compel such company to comply with the requirements 
of this act. 

Sec. 6712. If any railroad company within this State 
shall violate any of the provisions of this act, the corporate 
authorities of any incorporated town aggrieved, or any citi- 
zen thereof, may bring suit against such company for the 
reasonable damages sustained through such violation. 

Sec. 6713. Any railroad company violating, or failing, 
or refusing to obey the requirements of this act shall be liable 
to a fine of one hundred dollars for each day of failure or 
refusal to carry out the provisions thereof, which fine shall 
be recevorable before any court of competent jurisdiction, 
and shall be paid into the State treasury for the benefit of 
the school. fund of the State. Act April 21, 1873. 

IN CITIES AND TOWNS NEAR STATE BOUNDARY. 

Sec. 6714. When any railroad company owning or 
operating a line of railway in this State passing through any 
city or incorporated town, at or near the State boundary 
line of this State, shall, when the city or town council so de- 
mands, by an ordinance to that effect, erect and maintain a 
suitable depot therein, to be erected at some convenient place 
not nearer the State line than three hundred feet, and if said 
council shall so require, shall stop all its passenger trains 
at least thirty minutes. 

Sec. 6715. Any railroad company which shall fail, re- 
fuse or neglect to build a suitable depot for a reasonable time 
after notice thereof has been given it by an ordinance of 
the city or town, or shall fail, refuse, or neglect to stop its 
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passenger trains after such notice is given as in the preceding 
section provided, shall forfeit and pay a sum of money not 
less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars, to be prose- 
cuted in the name of the State by any citizen aggrieved, or 
by the prosecuting attorney of that district. The sum when 
recovered shall go to the school fund of the county in which 
the city or town is located, and each day's refusal or neglect 
shall constitute a separate offense. Act March 23, 1887. 
majority of directors to be citizens of the state— of- 
fices OF PRESIDENT, ETC., TO BE KEPT IN THE STATE. 

Sec. 6716. A majority of the directors of each and every 
company organized under the laws of this State, elected after 
the passage of this act, shall be residents and citizens of the 
State of Arkansas. 

Sec. 6717. The offices of the president, secretary and 
treasurer of every railroad company organized under the 
laws of this State, and doing business herein, shall be estab- 
lished and kept at some point within the State. The books 
and records of all the proceedings of any such company shall 
be kept at such office or offices, and open at all reasonable 
hours for the inspection of any stockholder. 

Sec. 6718. A neglect to comply with the provisions of 
the preceding section shall be a cause of forfeiture of the 
charter of any railroad company; and it is made the duty 
of the Attorney General to bring suit to forfeit the charter 
of any railroad company which shall, for thirty days after 
the passage of this act, refuse or neglect to comply with the 
provisions of the preceding section. Act April 28, 1873, 
Sections 9 and 10. 

HOW SHARES EXCHANGED, HOW VOTED, ETC. 

Sec. 6719. Any railroad company organized under and 
by virtue of the laws of this State, the capital stock of which 
is limited in its par value to twenty-five dollars per share, 
may issue its shares in denominations of one hundred dollars, 
and exchange shares of that denomination for its present 
shares, giving one share of the par value of one hundred dol- 
lars in exchange for four shares of the par value of twenty- 
five dollars. 

Sec. 6720. The shares of any such railroad company 
may be voted by the owner thereof, in person or by proxy, 
at any meeting of the stockholders, convened in accordance 
with the organic law of such company; Provided, such stock 
has been owned by the principal in his own right, on the

books of the company, for thirty days prior to such meeting" 
of the stockholders. Act April 28, 1873, Sections 1 and 2. 
Sec. 6721. It shall be lawful for any railroad or other 
incorporated company, organized under the laws of this State, 
to fix the par value of the shares of its capital stock at one 
hundred dollars per share; Provided, stock now in existence 
of less amount than one hundred dollars shall continue, to 
have pro rata representation ; and provided further, the num- 
ber of shares of stock required to be owned by directors, as 
one of the qualifications for that office, shall be reduced in 
the same proportion as the par value of the shares is in- 
creased; and provided further, this act shall not be so con- 
strued as to authorize the increase of the amount of capital 
stock of any company. Act April 25, 1873. 

DISCRIMINATION AND CONSOLIDATION. 

Sec. 6722. All individuals, associations and corpora- 
tions shall have equal rights to have persons and property 
transported over railroads in this State, and no unjust or 
undue discrimination shall be made in charges for, or in 
facilities for transportation of freight or passengers within 
the State. Persons and property transported over any rail- 
road shall be delivered at any station at charges not exceed- 
ing the charges for transportation of persons and property 
of the same class in the same direction to any more distant 
station, but excursion, immigration and commutation tickets 
may be issued at special rates. 

Sec. 6723. No railroad, or the lessees, purchasers or 
managers of any railroad, shall consolidate the stock, prop- 
erty or franchises of such corporation with, or lease or pur- 
chase the works or franchises of, or in any way control, any 
other railroad owning or having under its control a parallel 
or competing line, nor shall any officer of such railroad act 
as an officer of any other railroad owning or having control 
of a parallel or competing line; and in all cases under this 
act, the question whether railroads are parallel or competing 
lines shall, when demanded by either party, be decided by a 
jury. 

Sec. 6724. No president, director, officer, agent or em- 
ployee of any railroad shall be interested, directly or indi- 
rectly, in the furnishing of materials or supplies to such rail- 
road or in the business of transportation as a common carrier 
of freight or passengers over the works owned, leased, con- 
trolled or worked by such railroad, nor in any arrangement 
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which shall afford more advantageous terms or great facili- 
ties than are offered or accorded to the public. And all 
contracts and arrangements in violation of this section shall 
be void. 

Sec. 6725. No discrimination in charges or facilities 
for transportation shall be made between transportation com- 
panies and individuals, or in favor of either by abatement, 
drawback or otherwise, and no railroad or any lessee, mana- 
ger or employee thereof shall make any preferences in fur- 
nishing cars or motive power. Nor shall any railroad charge 
or collect from a connecting railroad for transporting freight 
received from such connecting railroad to points on its line 
any greater rate of charge, than such connecting road charged 
upon like freights originating at the point of junction to the 
same destination. 

Sec. 6726. It shall be unlawful for any railroad in this 
State to make or enter into any contract, agreement or com- 
bination directly or indirectly, with any other parallel or 
competing line of railroad for pooling of freight, or to pool 
the freight of the different railroads or. lines, by dividing 
between them the gross or net earnings of such railroads, or 
any part thereof, or by equalizing, evening up or dividing 
the property or passengers carried by such railroads, and 
in any case of pooling of freight as aforesaid, each day of its 
continuance shall constitute a separate offense. But noth- 
ing in this act shall be so construed as to prevent any person 
or corporation operating a railroad in this State from issuing 
or selling at reduced rates immigrant, excursion or commu- 
tation tickets, or from carrying free or at reduced rates any 
property for schools, churches, fairs, exhibitions, or chari- 
table institutions, or for the State or the United States, or 
any of the Unijted States. 

Sec. 6727. It shall be unlawful for any railroad in this 
State to enter into any contract or agreement, by changes 
of schedule, use of different cars, or any means or device, 
with intent to delay or prevent the shipment of property 
from being continuous from the place of shipment to the 
place of destination, whether carried on one or more rail- 
roads. 

Sec. 6728. All railroad corporations in this State are 
required to keep posted up at every depot, freight office un- 
der the control of, or used by, any such railroad corporation, 
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in a conspicuous place therein, plainly and legibly printed 
schedules, which shall state : 

First. The different kinds and classes of property to 
be carried. 

Second. The different places between which property 
shall be carried. 

Third. The rates of freight charges for carriage be- 
tween such places, and for all services connected with the 
transportation of such propety, from its receipt until it is 
delivered or forwarded, and each day of failure to post up 
such printed schedule shall constitute a separate offense. 
Such schedule shall be posted at least five days before the 
same shall go into effect, and the same shall remain in full 
force until another schedule shall, as aforesaid, be posted. 
And every person and incorporation engaged, as aforesaid, 
shall receive, load, unload, transport, store, and deliver to 
the consignee thereof any and all property offered for ship- 
ment and for charges not greater than those specified in such 
schedule as may at the time be in force, and shall, on demand, 
issue to shippers duplicate freight receipts, which shall state 
the class of freight shipped, the weight and charges. And 
all the provisions of this act shall apply to all property, and 
all the services in and about the transportation thereof, on 
one actual or substantially continuous carriage, or a part 
thereof, and to the compensation therefor, whether the same 
is carried wholly on one road or partly on several railroads, 
and whether the services are performed, a compensation paid 
or received by one person or corporation alone, or in con- 
nection with another, or other persons or corporations; Pro- 
vided, at points where freights are subject to competition by 
routes not controlled by this act nor complying with its pro- 
visions, the schedule herein provided for may be posted and 
go into immediate effect. 

Sec. 6729. In any action brought under this act the 
court before which the same shall be pending may compel 
any president, director, officer, receiver, trustee or agent of 
the railroad defendant in such action to attend and. testify 
in such case, and may compel the production of the books 
and papers of such railroad corporation party to such ac- 
tion or suit; the claim that any such testimony or evidence 
may tend to criminate the person giving such evidence shall 
not excuse such witness from testifying, but such evidence 
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or testimony shall not be used against such person on the 
trial of any criminal proceeding. 

Sec* 6730. All charges made for any service rendered, 
or to be rendered, in the transportation of passengers or 
property on any railroad in this State, or in connection there- 
with, or for the receiving, delivering, or storage, or handling 
of such property, shall be reasonable and just, and every un- 
just and unreasonable charge for such service is prohibited 
and declared to be unlawful. 

Sec. 6731. Whenever any railroad corporation, as les- 
see or otherwise, operates any railroad in connection with 
its own road, the provisions of this act as to charges for 
transportation and carrying of freight and passengers shall 
apply to such other road so operated, in like manner as if 
the same were a part of the line of road owned by the cor- 
poration operating the same, and for such purposes all lines 
of railroad operated by the same company shall be consid- 
ered as one and the same road. 

Sec. 6732. The term railroad or railroad corporation 
contained in this act shall be deemed and taken to mean all 
corporations, companies or individuals now owning or operat- 
ing, or which may hereafter own or operate any railroad 
in this State, whether as. owner, contractor, lessee, mortgagee, 
trustee, assignee or receiver. 

Sec. 6733. Any railroad corporation that shall violate 
Sections 6722, 6725, 6726, 6727, or 6728, or shall be a party 
concerned in the violation of Section 6730, shall forfeit and 
pay for every such offense any sum not less than fifty dol- 
lars nor exceeding one thousand dollars and cost of suit, to 
be recovered by civil action by the party aggrieved in any 
court having jurisdiction thereof; and any president, direc- 
tor, officer, agent or employee of any such railroad, who 
shall knowingly or willfully violate any such provisions of 
either of Sections 6722, 6724, or 6725, shall for every such 
violation be liable to the same penalties, to be recovered 
by any party aggrieved in the same manner as prescribed in 
this section, and in case of the violation of said Section 6724 
by any such railroad corporation or president, director, of- 
ficer, agent or employee, each day the same is done shall 
constitute a separate cause of action, but all such actions 
shall be brought within one year after the <?ause of action 
accrues, or within one year after the party complaining 
comes to the knowledge of his or her rights, and no such ac- 
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tion shall be mantained unless it is alleged and shown that 
before bringing this action, the party complaining brought 
the matter to the attention of the railroad comp&ny by a 
notice or a statement of the facts in writing, accompanied 
by the papers showing such violation, if any he has, and a 
demand for reparation, delivered to some agent of the rail- 
road company, and that said railroad company for fifteen 
days after the reception of such notice neglected or refused 
to refund any overcharge or make other proper reparation. 
Sec. 6734. All acts or attempted acts of any railroad, 
or the lessee, purchasers, or managers of any railroad in vio- 
lation of any of the provisions of Section 6302 shall be void, 
and any person or party aggrieved or affected by any such 
acts or attempted acts, whether stockholders or not, may 
bring an action aginst them in the circuit court or chancery 
court of any county through which said railroad may pass, 
which court shall have jurisdiction in the case and power 
to set aside any such acts or attempted acts as void, and 
to restrain and enjoin te same, and grant all other property 
relief, and any officer of such railroad, who shall violate 
said Section 6302 by acting also as an officer of any parallel 
or competing line of railroad as therein prohibited, shall for- 
feit any pay not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than 
five hundred dollars per day during the time he so violated 
said section, to be recovered by civil action brought by like 
parties and in like manner, as above provided in this section. 
Act March 24, 1887. 

CONSOLIDATION, powers of sale, etc., foreign railroad cor- 
poration.. 

Sec. 6735. Any two or more railroad companies in this 
State, existing under either general or special laws, and own- 
ing railroads, constructed wholly or in part, which, when 
completed and connected, will form one continuous line of 
railroad, continuing and running in the same general direc- 
tion, are hereby authorized to consolidate their stock and 
make joint stock with any connecting railroad company, 
whether within or without this State, and form one company, 
owning and controlling such continuous line of road, with all 
the powers, rights, privileges, franchises and immunities, and 
subject to all the obligations and liabilities to the State, or 
otherwise, which belonged to or rested upon either of the 
companies making such consolidation, and shall be subject 
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and liable to all the contracts theretofore entered into by 
either of said corporations. 

Sec. 6736. In order to accomplish such consolidation, 
the companies interested may enter into a contract fixing the 
terms and conditions, which shall first be ratified and ap- 
proved by two-thirds in interest of all the issued capital 
stock held in such companies or roads proposing to consoli- 
date, at a meeting of the stockholders regularly called for the 
purpose, after giving sixty days' notice of said meeting, by 
advertisement in some daily or weekly newspaper printed 
and published in the city of Little Rock, Arkansas, and such 
other newspapers elsewhere as the board of directors of such 
•companies may deem expedient. 

Sec. 6737. A certified copy of such articles of agree- 
ment, with the corporate name to be assumed by the new 
company, shall be filed by the Secretary of State when the 
consolidation shall be considered duly consummated, and a 
certified copy from the office of the Secretary of State shall 
be evidence thereof. 

, Sec. 6738. The board of directors of the several com- 
panies may then proceed to carry out such contract accord- 
ing to its provisions, calling in the certificates of stock then 
outstanding in the several companies or roads, and issuing 
certificates of stock in the new consolidated company under 
such corporate name as may have been adopted; Provided, 
however, the foregoing provisions of this section shall not be 
•construed to authorize the consolidation of any railroad com- 
panies or roads, except when, by such consolidation, a con- 
tinuous line of road is secured, running in the same continu- 
ous and general direction ; and, provided, nothing herein con- 
tained shall be so construed as to authorize or permit the sale 
lease or consolidation of parallel or competing lines of rail- 
road to and with each other. 

Sec. 6739. Before any railroad companies shall consoli- 
date their roads under the provisions of this act, they shall 
each file with the Secretary of State a resolution accepting 
the provisions thereof, to be signed by their respective presi- 
dents and attested by their respective secretaries, under the 
seal of their respective companies, which resolution shall have 
been passed by a two-thirds vote of the issued capital stock 
of each at a meeting of the stockholders thereof, called for 
the purpose of considering the same, in the manner herein- 
before mentioned and set forth. Act March 16, 1881. 
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Sec. 6740. . Any corporation formed under the laws of 
this State and chartered thereby, may consolidate with any 
corporation of any adjoining State in the manner now pro- 
vided by law, but such consolidated corporation shall become, 
be and remain a corporation of this State and amenable to 
its laws and courts. 

Sec. 6741. No such consolidation shall be effected ex- 
cept between corporations, the union of whose roads will make 
a continuous line, nor shall any such consolidated company, 
own, control, operate, lease, purchase or consolidate with any 
parallel or competing line. Act March 22, 1887, Section 6. 

Sec. 6742. Any railroad company in this State, exist- 
ing under general or special laws, may sell or lease its roads, 
property and franchises to any railroad company duly or- 
ganized and existing under the laws of any other State or 
Territory, whose line of railroad shall so connect with the 
leased or purchased road by bridge, ferry or otherwise, as 
to practically form a continuous line of railroad, and any 
railroad company in this State existing under general or spe- 
cial laws, may buy or lease, or otherwise acquire, any rail- 
road or railroads, with all the property, rights, privileges 
and franchises thereto pertaining, or buy the stock and 
bonds, or guarantee the bonds of any railroad company or 
companies incorporated or organized within or without this 
State whenever the roads of such companies shall form in the 
operation thereof a continuous line or lines. Provided, be- 
fore any such lease or sale is valid, it must be approved and 
ratified by persons holding or representing two-thirds of the 
capital stock of each of such companies respectively, at a 
stockholders' meeting called for that purpose. 

Sec. 6743. Any railroad company existing under the 
general or special laws of any other State or Territory may 
buy or lease, or otherwise acquire, any railroad or railroads, 
the whole or part of which is in this State, with all the rights, 
privileges and franchises thereto pertaining, or buy the stock 
and bonds, or guarantee the bonds of any railroad company 
incorporated or organized under the laws of this State, when- 
ever the roads of such companies shall form in the operation 
thereof a continuous line or lines ; Provided, the road so pur- 
chased shall not be parallel or competing with the purchasing 
road. 

Sec. 6744. Any railroad company existing under the 
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laws of any other State or Territory, may extend and con- 
struct its railroad into and through this State. 

Sec. 6745. Any agreement of any company existing 
under the general or special laws of this State, or of any other 
State or Territory, to lease or buy a railroad and appur- 
tenances, or to buy the stock or bonds, or guarantee the bonds 
of any railroad company incorporated and organized within 
this State, heretofore executed by the proper officers of such 
companies and ratified by the companies parties thereto, by 
the assent of persons holding two-thirds of the capital stock 
in each of such companies, expressed at a meeting of such 
stockholders called for that purpose, shall be taken and held 
to be binding from the date of its execution.. 

Sec. 6746. Nothing in the foregoing provisions shall 
be held or construed as curtailing the right of State or coun- 
ties through which said consolidated, leased or purchased 
road or roads may be located, to levy and collect taxes upon 
the same and the rolling stock thereof, pro rata, in conformity 
with the provisions of the laws of this State upon that sub- 
ject. 

Sec. 6747. Before any railroad corporation of any other 
State or Territory sail be permitted to avail itself of the 
benefits of this act or any part thereof, such corporation 
shall file with the Secretary of State of this State a certified 
copy of its articles of incorporation, if incorporated under a 
general law of such State or Territory, or a certified copy 
of the statute laws of such State or Territory incorporating 
such company, where the charter of such railroad corpora- 
tion was granted by special statute of Such State ; and upon 
the filing of .such articles of incorporation or such charter, 
with a map and profile of the proposed line and paying the 
fees prescribed by law for railroad charters, such railroad 
company shall, to all intents and purposes, become a rail- 
road corporation of this State, subject to all the laws of the 
State now in force or hereafter enacted, the same as if for- 
mally incorporated in this State, anything in its articles 
of incorporation or charter to the contrary notwithstanding, 
and such acts on the part of such corporation shall be con- 
clusive evidence of the intent of such corporation to create 
and become a domestic corporation. Every railroad corpora- 
tion of any other State which has heretofore leased or pur- 
chased any railroad in this State, shall, within sixty days 
from the passage of this act, file a duly certified copy of its 
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articles of incorporation or charter with the Secretary of 
•State of this State, and shall, thereupon, become a corpora- 
tion of this State, anything in its articles of incorporation 
or charter to the contrary notwithstanding. In all suits or 
proceedings instituted against any such corporation process 
may be served upon the agent or agents of such corporation 
or corporations in this State in the same manner that process 
is authorized by law to be served upon the agents of railroad 
corporations in tihis State, organized and existing under the 
laws of this State. 

Sec. 6748. Any foreign corporation which has hereto- 
fore constructed, purchased, leased or acquired or now 
operates any railroad in this State, shall within sixty days 
after the passage of this act comply with the provisions 
thereof by filing a copy of its articles of incorporation or 
of the special act of the legislature incorporating such con- 
pany in the office of the Secretary of State of this State, and 
for every day which any such company shall fail to comply 
with the provisions of this act it shall pay a penalty of one 
thousand dollars, which penalty may be recovered by the dis- 
trict attorney in a civil action instituted in the proper court 
in any county through which such railroad or any part 
thereof so owned, purchased, leased, acquired or operated by 
such foreign company may be located. Act March 13, 1889. 

Sec. 6749. The franchise and all charter rights whatso- 
ever of any railroad company in and to all railroad, roadbed, 
bridge, depot, or other railroad property, as well as the pos- 
session of, and right to operate same, which may have been 
acquired by such railroad uhder and by virtue of any lease, 
shall be forfeited and such railroad company ousted of its 
right thereunder to operate, possess or control the same, if 
such lease shall not have been made in conformity with the 
statute governing the repair so as to afford safe and reasona- 
bly prompt facilities of travel to the public, or shall fail to 
furnish reasonable shipping accommodations for freight to 
its patrons. 

Sec. 6750. This act may be enforced at the instance of 
the State by her attorney general, by information in the 
nature of quo warranto, or other proper suit in any court 
having jurisdiction. 

Sec. 6751. Whenever any railroad company shall, by 
the judgment of any court rendered in any suit instituted 
by the State, be ousted of the possession of or right to operate,

any railroad, bridge, depot or other property leased to such 
company by any other railroad company, then such lessoi 
shall immediately succeeed to all the rights in and to said 
leased property, had and enjoyed by it at the time of the 
execution of such lease ; Provided, such lessor shall have been 
in no way responsible for the acts upon which said judgment 
was based, except in the making of said lease. Act May 23, 
1901. 

AID OF OTHER ROADS; POWERS. 

Sec. 6752. Any railroad heretofore incorporated, or 
hereafter organized in pursuance of law, may at any time, 
by means of subscription to the capital stock of any other 
railroad company, or otherwise, aid such company in the 
construction of fhis railroad, within or without the State, for 
the purpose of forming a connection of the last mentioned 
road with the road owned by the company furnishing such 
aid, or any such railway company which may have built its 
road to the . boundary line of the State may extend into the 
adjoining State or the Indian Territory, and for that pur- 
pose may build or buy or lease a railroad in such adjoining 
State or the Indian Territory and operate the same, and may 
own such real estate and other property in such adjoining 
State or the Indian Territory as may be convenient in operat- 
ing such road; or any railroad company organized in pur- 
suance of the laws of this or any State, or of the United 
States, may lease or purchase all or any part of a railroad 
with all its privileges, rights, franchises, real estate and other 
property, the whole or a part of which is in this State, and 
constructed, owned or leased by any other company, if the 
lines of the road or roads of said* companies are continuous, 
or connected at any point either within or without this State, 
upon such terms as may be agreed upon between said com- 
panies, respectively; or any railroad company duly incor- 
porated and existing under the laws of any adjoining State, 
or of the United States, may extend, construct, maintain and 
operate its railroad into and through this State, and for that 
purpose may possess and exercise all the rights, powers and 
privileges conferred by the general laws of this State upon 
railroad corporations organized thereunder not in contra- 
vention or inconsistent with Section 11 of Article XII of 
the Constitution of this State, and shall be subject to all 
duties, liabilities and provisions of the Constitution and laws 
of this State concerning railroad corporations as fully as if 
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incorporated in this State; but nothing herein contained 
shall authorize the construction of a line or railroad by any 
foreign railroad corporation which would in any manner 
conflict with the rights of any railroad company created by 
or under the laws of this State acquired under the general 
railroad act, or Section 6174, or any railroad company duly 
incorporated and existing under the laws of an adjoining 
State or of the United States ; and any railroad company or- 
ganized under the laws of this State, whose roads shall con- 
nect at the boundary line of this State, are authorized to 
consolidate and form one company, owning and controlling 
such consolidated line of road, with all the powers, rights, 
privileges, immunities and franchises, and subject to all the 
obligations and liabilities to the State or otherwise which 
■belong to or rested upon either of the companies making such 
consolidation. 

Sec. 6753. In order to accomplish such consolidation, 
the companies interested may enter into a contract fixing the 
terms and conditions thereof. 

Sec. 6754. A certified copy of such articles of agree- 
ment, with the corporate name assumed by the new company, 
shall be filed with the Secretary of State, when the consoli- 
dation shall be considered duly consummated; and a cer- 
tified copy thereof, from the office of the Secretary of State, 
shall be evidence of such consolidation. 

Sec. 6755. The boards of directors of such consoli- 
dated companies may then proceed to carry out such contract 
according to its provisions, calling in and canceling all stock 
issued by the consolidated companies; and the board of di- 
rectors of the new company shall issue stock in lieu of it in 
the new company in accordance with the terms of consolida- 
1 ton. 

Sec. 6756. No such aid shall be furnished, nor any pur- 
chase, lease, sub-letting, consolidation or arrangements per- 
fected until a meeting of the stockholders of all said com- 
panies, party or parties to such an agreement wheivby a 
railroad in this State may be aided, purchased, leased, sub- 
let, consolidated or affected by such arrangement, shall have- 
lieen called by the directors thereof at such time and place, 
and in such manner, as they shall designate, after giving 
sixty days' notice of said meeting, by advertisement in some 
ihiily or weekly newspaper printed and published in the city 
tif Little Rock, Arkansas, and such other newspapers else- 
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where as the board of directors shall deem expedient, and 
the holders of two-thirds of the issued capital stock of such 
companies, in person or by proxy, shall have assented thereto, 
and a certificate thereof, signed by the president and secre- 
tary of said company, or companies, shall have been filed 
in the office of the Secretary of State. 

Sec. 6757. If a railroad company of another State shall 
lease a railroad, the whole* or a part of which is in this State, 
or make arrangements for operating the same, as provided in 
this act, or shall extend the railroad into this State or through 
this State, such part of said railroad as is within this State 
shall be subject to taxation, and shall be subject to all the 
regulations and provisions of law governing railroads in this 
State. 

Sec. 6758. A corporation in this State, leasing its road 
to a corporation of another State, shall remain liable as if 
it operated the road itself, and a corporation of another State, 
being the lesee of a railroad in this State, being the lessee of 
a railroad in this State, shall likewise be held liable for the 
violation of any of the laws of the State,and may sue or be 
sued in all cases, and for the same causes and in the same 
manner, as a corop ration of this State might sue or be sued, 
if operating its own road, but a satisfaction of any claim 
or judgment by either of said corporations shall discharged 
the other. 

Sec. 6759. A corporation of another State, being the 
lessee as aforesaid, or extending its railroad as aforesaid into 
or through this State, shall establish and maintain an office 
or offices in this State at some point or points on the line 
of the road so leased or constructed and operated, where 
transfer of stock shall be made, and where its books shall be 
kept for inspection by any stockholder or creditor of such 
corporation, in which shall be recorded the amount of the 
capital stock subscribed or paid in, and the amounts owned 
by them respectively, the transfer of said stock and the 
names and places of residence of the officers. 

Sec. 6760. Service of process on the officer or agent 
of such railroad corporation in the manner provided by law 
for the service of process on railroad corporations organized 
under the laws of the State, shall be deemed to be a sufficient 
service on such corporation, its officers, agents and attorneys, 
as though personal service had been made on such corpora- 
lion, its officers, agents and attorneys. 
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Sec. 6761. No such corporation shall do any business: 
in this State except while it maintains therein one or more 
known places of business and an authorized agent or agents, 
upon which process may be served. 

Sec. 6762. Every railroad corporation incorporated un- 
der the laws of this State whose road is wholly or in part 
constructed and operated is authorized to sell, lease or other- 
wise dispose of the whole or any part of its road, ways and 
rights of way, with the franchise thereto belonging, and its. 
other property, to any connecting railroad company, or to 
any railroad corporation now or hereafter organized under 
the laws of this State or any other State, upon such terms 
and conditions as may be agreed upon by the board of direc- 
tors of said corporations, and ratified by a two-thirds vote 
of the issued capital stock thereof, and to receive the bonds 
or stock of the purchasing corporation in whole or in part 
payment of such purchase. 

Sec. 6763. Corporations may be formed for the pur- 
pose of purchasing or leasing the whole or any part of any 
railroad, and such purpose or object shall be stated in art'- 
cles of association, which shall be executed and filed in the 
office of the Secretary of State, the same to be, as near as xnny 
be, in accordance with Section 6547. 

Sec. 6764. All shares of stock issued in payment of 
such purchase shall be deemed to be full pp.ui shares, and 
the number and amount of shares so to be issued shall be 
stated in the aforesaid articles of association; an,l said arti- 
cles shall be otherwise altered, if necessary, so as to conform 
to the facts. 

Sec. 6765. For the purpose of carrying out and execut- 
ing any or all of the powers granted in the preceding sec- 
tions, bonds or other evidences of debt may be issued by any 
leasing, purchasing or consolidating corporation or corpora- 
tions, not inconsistent with the Constitution of the State, and 
to secure the payment of such bonds or other evidences of 
debt, mortgages or deeds of trust may be executed by such 
corporation on any or all of its property, real, personal or 
mixed, and other rolling stock and equipments, its mach- 
inery, tools, implements, fuel, material and income, either 
within or without the State, and all other things or property 
then held or thereafter to be acquired for the constructing, 
operating, or repairing of said railroad, or for the repairing 
or replacing of any other equipments or appurtenances as 
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a part and parcel of said railroad, and as constituting with 
said railroad one property and continuous line, and to in- 
clude in such mortgage or deeds of trust the franchise of 
acting as and being a corporation, and all other franchises,, 
rights and privileges herein granted by this act, or in any- 
wise appertaining to such corporation as aforesaid. 

Sec. 6766. Any railroad company incorporated by or 
under the laws of any other State, and having a line of rail- 
road built, or partly built, to or near any boundary of this 
State, and desiring to continue its line of railroad into or 
through this State, or any branch thereof, may, for the pur- 
pose of acquiring the right to build its line of railroad, lease 
or purchase the property rights, privileges, lands, tenements, 
immunities and franchises of any railroad company organ- 
ized under the laws of this State, which said lease or pur- 
chase shall carry with it the right of eminent domain held 
and acquired by said company at the time of lease or sale, 
and thereafter hold, use, maintain, build, construct, own. 
and operate the said railroad so leased or purchased as fully 
and to the same extent as the company organized under the 
laws of this State might or could have done; and the right 
and powers of such company, and its corporate name, may 
be held and used by such foreign railroad company as will 
best subserve its purposes and the building of said line of 
railroad. 

Sec. 6767. Before any such lease or sale shall be made 
by any company organized under the laws of this State, two- 
thirds in amount of the capital stock issued shall, at a meet- 
ing of the stockholders thereof— of which sixty days' notice 
shall be given in some newspaper published in the city of 
Little Rock, and in such other papers published elsewhere 
as the president and directors of such company may direct— 
assent thereto; and any railroad company organized under 
the laws of any State, and having a line of railroad built, or 
partly built, to any boundary of this State, and desiring to 
continue its line of road, or any branch thereof, into or 
through this State, is authorized and empowered so to do 
when it shall have acquired, by lease or purchase, in the 
manner provided in Section 6766 and in this section, thi- 
corporate rights, privileges and franchises of any railroad 
corporation formed under the laws of this State; and such 
railroad company, upon filing a certified copy of its arti- 
cles of incorporation, or the special- act incorporating the 
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same, shall have, possess and enjoy all the rights, power.?, 
privileges, franchises and immunities belonging to railroad 
corporations formed under the general laws of this State 
which are not in conflict with the Constitution or laws of this 
State, but nothing herein contained shall interfere with or 
abridge the right of any railroad corporation acquired under 
Section 6573. 

Sec. 6768. Any railroad company formed under the 
laws of another State may assume any debt or liability of 
any raikoad company whose property it may have purchased 
or leased, and make such adjustment or exchange of bonds, 
stocks or other evidences of debt with any bondholder, stock- 
holder or creditor of such company leasing or selling its road 
as to said foreign company may seem expedient, and as may 
be acceptable to such stockholders, bondholders or creditors, 
and may, for such purposes aforesaid, not inconsistent with 
the Constitution and laws of this State, upon the property 
so acquired by purchase, lease or otherwise, and in addition 
thereto, secure the payments of such bonds, or other evi- 
dences of debt, by mortgages or deeds of trust of its railroad 
or any other of its property, real, personal or mixed, and to 
include therein, with its entire line of road, roadbed and 
right of way, all its cars and other rolling stock and equip- 
ments, and its machinery, tools, implements, fuel, materials 
and income, either within or without this State, and all other 
things then held, or thereafter to be required, for the con- 
structing, operating, or repairing of said railroad, or for re- 
pairing or replacing any of its equipments or appurtenances, 
as a part and parcel of said railroad, and as constituting 
with said railroad one property and continuous line, and to 
include in such mortgages or deeds or trust the franchise of 
acting as and being a corporation, and all other franchises, 
rights and privileges by this act granted, or. in anywise ap- 
pertaining to said foreign company, or the company whose 
property was leased or purchased. In all other matters said 
foreign railroad company shall be subject to all the provisions 
of all acts in relation to railroads, the liabilities and for- 
feitures thereby imposed, and may sue and be sued in the 
same manner as other railroad corporations, and subject to 
the same service of process, and shall keep an office or offices 
in said State, as is required by Section 11 of Article XII of 
the Constitution of this State, and an agent or agents, upon 
whom process may be served with the like force and effect 
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as is provided for the service of process in Section 6760. Act 
March 16, 1181. 

MANNER IN WHICH ROADS SHALL CROSS, INTERSECT, ETC. 

Sec. 6769. Every railroad corporation created and or- 
ganized under the laws of this State, or created and organized 
under the laws of any other State or the United States, and 
operating a railroad in this State, shall have the power 
to cross, intersect, join or unite its railroad with any other 
railroad now constructed or that may hereafter be con- 
structed, at any point on its route and upon the grounds and 
right of way of such other railroad company, with the neces- 
sary turn-outs, sidings and switches and other conveniences 
in furtherance of the object of its construction. And every 
railroad company whose railroad is or shall be crossed, joined 
or intersected by any new railroad shall unite with the own- 
ers and corporation of such new railroad in forming such 
crossing, intersection and connection, and shall grant to 
such railroads so crossing, intersecting or uniting all the 
necessary facilities for that purpose as aforesaid. 

Sec. 6770. If the two corporations cannot agree upon 
the amount of compensation to be made for the purposes .set 
forth in the foregoing section, or the points or manner of 
such crossing, junction or intersections, the same shall be 
ascertained and determined by a court of competent juris- 
diction in the same manner as provided for the ascertain- 
ment of damages for right of way for railroads. 

Sec. 6771. Every railroad company operating a rail- 
road in this State shall cause all freight and passenger trains 
Tunning on their roads to stop at all points on their roads 
where another railroad crosses, joins, unites or intersects 
and take and receive on their trains all passengers, freights 
and mail which such railroad so crossing, joining or inter- 
secting has for shipment at such point, and shall carry th$ 
same, and shall . also discharge all passengers, freights and 
mail consigned to said point of crossing, intersection or junc- 
tion of such railroad, and which is to be transported, car- 
ried and conveyed on said railroad, and no railroad company 
shall in anywise discriminate against passengers or freight 
transported or conveyed by any intersecting railroad com- 
pany. 

Sec. 6772. Any railroad company violating any of the 
provisions of the preceding sections shall forfeit and pay to 
the company injured thereby double the amount of damages 
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which such injured company may have sustained, to be re- 
covered in any court of competent jurisdiction. Act March 
20, 1883. 

DAMAGES TO PERSONS AND PROPERTY. 

Sec. 6773. All railroads which are now or may be here- 
after built and operated in whole or in part in this State 
shall be responsible for all damages to persons and property 
done or caused by the running of trains in this State. 

Sec. 6774. Whenever any stock, such as horses, cows, 
hogs, sheep, etc., are killed, wounded or injured by railroad 
trains running in this State, the conductor or engineer on 
the train doing the damage shall cause the station master 
or overseer at the nearest station-house to the killing or 
wounding, to post, within one week thereafter, and to keep 
posted for twenty days thereafter, a true and correct de- 
scription of such stock as may have been so killed or wounded, 
at the nearest station-house and the neearest depot-house, 
giving a true and correct description of the color, marks, 
brands and other natural description that may assist in 
identifying such stock, and the time when, and place where, 
killed or wounded, and, on failure to so advertise any stock 
so killed or wounded, the owner shall recover double dam- 
ages for all stock so killed and not advertised. 

Sec. 6775. When any person shall be wounded by a 
railroad train running in this State, he may sue for damages 
in his own name; or, if he is a minor, his father, if living, 
may sue, and if the father be dead, then the mother may sue, 
and if both father and mother be dead, then the guardian 
of such minor may sue for and recover such damages as the 
court or jury trying the case may assess. 

Sec. 6776. Any person who owns stock as aforesaid 
in his own right, or who has a special ownership therein, hav- 
ing any such horses, mules, cattle or other stock killed or 
wounded by any railroad trains running in this State may 
sue the company running such trains for the damages sus- 
tained by such killing or wounding, in any court having 
jurisdiction of the amount of damages in the county wnere 
the killing or wounding occurred, at any time within twelve 
months after the killing or wounding occurred, and recover 
such damages as the court or jury trying the case may as- 
sess. Act February 3, 1875, Sections 1-4. 

Sec. 6777. When any such stock are killed or wounded by 
any railroad train, the company or the party damaged may 
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propose to the other to arbitrate the amount of damages, and, 
on agreement to do so, each party shall choose one referee 
from the vicinity where the damages occurred, these two, in 
case of disagreement, to select a third referee, who shall be 
sworn to truly assess the damages, and any two of whom 
agreeing shall reduce their finding to writing, sign it in du- 
plicate, and deliver one * copy to the railroad company or 
agent and the other to the party damaged. On paying such 
award of damages by the railroad within ten days, they shall 
be forever released from all further damages, but on failure 
to do so, they shall pay to the party damaged a reasonable 
sum, to be fixed by the court, as attorney's fee; Provided, in 
case the party injured refuses to abide by said award, and 
fails to recover a greater amount than was awarded, he shall 
pay such railroad a reasonable attorney's fee, to be fixed 
by the court. lb., Section 5, as amended by Act of February 
22, 1883. 

Sec. 6778. In all cases where any such award may have 
been made by and under the provisions of the preceding sec- 
tion, and any such railroad company shall fail to comply 
with such award within thirty days, prescribed in the pre- 
ceding section, the part damaged shall have the right to 
bring his action before any court in the county having com- 
petent jurisdiction, where any such stock may have been 
killed or wounded, for the actual damages he may have sus- 
tained on account of the killing or wounding of any such 
stock, and the court or jury trying any such cause, shall 
give judgment in favor of the party damaged in double the 
value of such animal so killed, or double the amount of dam- 
ages awarded. Act March 9, 1899. 

Sec. 6779. Service by process of summons, issued by 
any court under the provisions of this act, shall be by serv- 
ing a copy of the summons on any agent of the railroad com- 
pany sued, at any depot-house in the county where suit is 
brought. 

Sec. 6780. The property of any railroad company may 
be levied on and sold, under an execution issued on a judg- 
ment for damages under this act, in the same manner and 
under the same rules governing other judgments at law. 

Sec. 6781. The killing of stock on any railroad track 
shall be prima facie evidence that it was done by the trains, 
and the onus to prove the reverse will be on the railroad 
company. 
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Sec. 6782. If any section boss or master, hand or other 
persons employed by any railroad company owning and 
operating any railroad in this State or any other person 
connected with any railroad in this State, shall be caught^ 
mutilating, disfiguring, burning, hauling off or burying any" 
dead carcass that shall be killed on any railroad in this State, 
without first notifying at least two citizens of the neighbor- 
hood, whose duty it shall be to take and preserve all marks, 
flesh or ear or otherwise, or value of such animal, brute, swine 
or other stock, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
be fined in any sum not less than twenty-five dollars, nor 
more than five hundred dollars, for such offense. lb., Sec- 
tions 6-9. 

TOLL BRIDGES— RAILROADS AUTHORIZED TO BUILD, ETC. 

Sec. 6783. Any railroad company, now or hereafter in- 
corporated under the laws of this State, which is or m?y 
be authorized to cross a navigable river or stream, and which 
has actually finished or is prosecuting in good faith the 
grading of its said road, its successors and assigns, or any 
company other than a railroad company, now or hereafter 
incorporated under the laws of this State, which is or may 
be authorized, by its charter, or by the Congress of the 
United States, to construct a toll bridge over a navigable 
stream, its successors or assigns, shall have the right to con- 
struct such bridge over such navigable river or stream adapt- 
ed either to railroad or ordinary highway purposes, or t>oth, 
with suitable approaches and ways. And any company 
building such bridge over a navigable river or stream for 
highway purposes may charge and receive toll for the us*. 
of such bridge for highway purposes, not exceeding, however, 
the following rates, to- wit: 

Man on foot, five cents. 

Horses, cattle, mules, sheep, hogs, goats and all other 
stock, per head, five cents. 

Man and horse, twenty cents. 

One-horse wagon or carriage, twenty-five cents. 

TWo-horse wagon or carriage, thirty-five cents. 

Three-horse wagon or carriage, fifty cents. 

Four-horse wagon or carriage, sixty cents. 
Six-horse wagon or carriage, one dollar. 

And the same rate for wagons or carriages drawn by 
cattle or mules. Act April 5, 1901. 

Sec. 6784. Such bridge shall be constructed with a

draw or otherwise, as not to prevent navigation upon said 
river or stream, and in such manner as the judge of the 
county court in which said bridge is located may approve ; or, 
if said bridge is located in more than one county, in such 
manner as the judges of said county courts may approve. 

Sec. 6785. The same rights and powers of condemning 
lands and property are hereby granted to any corporation 
which may exercise the privileges and franchises granted 
by the foregoing section as are now or hereafter may be 
conferred upon railroad corporations, and all proceedings 
relating to such condemnation shall be the same as in con- 
demning lands for railroad purposes only. 

Sec. 6786. The rates of toll established by said com- 
pany, which shall in no case exceed the rates prescribed by 
Section 6783, shall be posted up at each end of said bridge, 
in some conspicuous place, on a board painted with a white 
ground containing said rates of toll in black letters; *vid 
whoever shall cross said bridge without paying or tendering 
payment of the tolls so as aforesaid prescribed for him or 
them, with intent to defraud said company out of said toll, 
shall forfeit and pay to said company for each and every of- 
fense the sum of twenty-five dollars, to be recovered before 
any justice of the peace for the county wherein said bridge 
is located, or if said bridge is located in more than one 
country, in either county in which any part of said bridge is 
located. Act February 28, 1881.

Dear Sir— Answering your favor of the 23rd insc, will 
say the railroad has no legal right to refuse to receive your 
cotton for shipment when tendered in good condition, prop- 
erly marked, and in the proper manner. They make them- 
selves liable for damages when they do so. 

Please write us full particulars in regard to the ship- 
ment. Did you tender the cotton on their platform or in 
their depot? What reason does the agent assign for not re- 
ceiving it? 

Please give us full information at once. Can then ad- 
vise you more intelligently.

Your letter of recent date, enclosing bills of lading in 
regard to shipments of lumber from your place to Cornie, 
Ark., received this morning. According to the local tariff 
of the Arkansas Southern Railroad, they have a right to 
charge 4c from El Dorado to Cornie, but it has been a cus- 
tom among railroads to give a special rate on lumber locally 
on their road when they know they will get to haul it again 
after being dressed, and we certainly would approve a 
special rate in this instance. We cannot, however, claim an 
overcharge for you, as the rate is according to the tariff 
applying on that road; but we will take the matter up with 
the G. F. A. of the road anyway a!nd see what we can do. 

If the Arkansas Southern is making special rates to 
some mill plants, they must make it to all if they request 
it.

I think that if you 
would make to the agent a legal tender of the amount of

so to do, you could successfully maintain a replevin suit 
for them. 

However, if you think of taking this course, you had 
better consult an attorney there, and be governed i>y his 
advice in the premises.

Dear Sirs— Yours of the 7th inst., in reference to an 
overcharge on a carload of horses and mules from Stand- 
ford, Texas, to Springdale, Arkansas, received. The Rail- 
road Commission of this state has no jurisdiction over a 
shipment from another state into this state, the same being 
an interstate shipment. We can only fix the rates on a 
shipment that is confined to this state 

There are no records in this office which show what* 
the rate should be from Standford, Texas, to Springdale, 
Arkansas. I- suppose your friend was furnished with a 
written contract for this shipment, which ought to show the 
amount he was to pay. If he still has this contract, by ref- 
erence to it he can easily determine what he agreed to pay 
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the railroads for the shipment. The best thing for him to 
do, in my opinion, is to take it up with the railroad author- 
ities and investigate it. If he finds that he has been over- 
charged, the "company making the overcharge will likely re- 
fund the same to him. If it refuses to do so, and it is clear 
that they have overcharged him, he may go into the courts 
and get judgment for the amount of the overcharge. Yours

Through Tariff, established under Act of April 8th, 1903, 
there is saved the shippers at least one hundred tousand 
dollars additional, and that the people of the State of Ark- 
ansas are benefited in the amounts given, and further, un- 
der the Commission's rule, a small shipper can ship goods as 
cheap as a large one for the same distance between points

Gentlemen— In answer to yours of the llth inst. beg 
to advise that the rate on coal, in carloads, per ton, from 
Paris to Favetteville, is $1.10. Under the Standard 
Freight Distance Tariff, and the Commissioner's Joint 
Tariff No. 1-Ark., the railroads are compelled to bill 
through from point of shipment to point of destination, 
and to give a rate on the single mileage basis plus an 
arbitrary of 15c. Thusly: Distance 110 miles from Paris 
to Fayetteville, 95c, with the arbitrary of 15c, making 
through rate $110. 

The matter of a lower rate from that point to compete 
with a rate you now have from Huntington would have to 
be decided at a regular meeting of the Commission, whicti 
will be the second Tuesday in April. Yon will understand 
that from Huntington you will only have to go over one 
line of road, and from Paris over two lines not under the* 
same management and control.

Dear Sir— Yours of the 11th inst., making inquiry as to 
whether or not the Frisco Railroad can charge higher rates 
on commodities from Mansfield to Ft. Smir/i than is avowed 
by the Commission's Tariff, received. You further state 
that this road claims that the shipment from Mansfield to 
Ft. Smith is interstate because the road runs about one or 
two miles in the Indian Territory, or rather, just on the 
edge of the Territory. It is difficult for the Commission to 
determine with the lights before it as to whether the ship- 
ment mentioned by you is a state or an interstate sipment. 
The Supreme Court of the United States held in the case 
of the Railroad Commission of Arkansas against the Kansas 
City Southern Railway Company that a shipment from Ft. 
Smith to Grannis, Arkansas, on a through bill of lading, 
the total dist&nce being a little more than fifty-two miles in 
Arkansas and nearly sixty- four in the Indian Territory, was 
an interstate shipment. The Court in this case used lan- 
guage which seems to convey the idea that if the shipment 
ever crosses the state line and goes out into another state or 
territory, that it becomes an interstate shipment, and that 
this commission would have no jurisdiction over the same,. 
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and, therefore, no power to make rates. However, you will 
observe that in the case before the Court the greater part 
of the haul was out of the state. There is a difference of 
opinion among the lawyers and the courts as to the extent 
of this decision. Some claim that under this decision that 
if the shipment ever leaves the state that this commission 
loses jurisdiction of it. Others claim that where it barely 
leaves the state and comes back into the state, and that no 
considerable part of the haul is out of the state, that it is 
a state shipment, notwithstanding that in some place or 
places the whole train carrying the shipment may leave the 
state by crossing over the physical line between states or 
between this state and the territory. The Commission feels 
that the point raised by you is not fully settled, and we are 
in doubt as to what the courts will hold on this question when 
squarely presented to them. This Commission has not yet 
determined as to whether it will take another case through 
the courts in order to have the exact question raised by 
you determined. 

We desire to look further into the question and the law 
governing the same before making a decision on this point.

It shall be unlawful for any railroad in 
this state over five miles in length, run by steam or elec- 
tricity, to charge more than twelve and a half per cent of 
the cost of first-class fare between all points in this state per 
hundred pounds for excess of baggage over one hundred and 
fifty pounds; provided, that the minimum charge for excess 
when the same does not exceed two hundred pounds, shall 
not be less than twenty-five cents."

Dear Sir— Your favor of the 13th inst. to hand. If we 
had the Expense Bill we would answer your letter more in- 
telligently. There is no rule of this Commission or Act of 
the Legislature permitting railroads to charge drayage on 
shipments, but they can charge storage after ferty-cijjht 
hours, computing from 7 o'clock a. m., of the following day 
of arrival of the goods, Sundays and legal holidays not in- 
cluded. The storage charge on less carload quantities is 
one tent per one hundred pounds per day. On carload ship- 
ments not more than $1.00 per day. If goods are shipped to 
"shippers' order" then you must present the bills of lading 
and the agent has a right to keep it, but when goods are con- 
signed in the usual way you have a right to retain bills of 
lading, as you may need it to file with claim in case of dam- 
age or shortage. When you have goods damaged, stolen or 
lost in transit, the proper proceedure would be to make out 
your account against the railroad company, to which attach 
the bill of lading, expense bill and original invoice, file with 
the agent and ask him to forward to the freight claim agent. 
If settlement is refused, your recourse would be before the 
state courts, as the Railroad Commission has no jurisdiction 
over such matters. 

If you wish the Commission to investigate further, send 
us the papers pertaining to the particular shipment about 
which you complain. We will then further advise you, or 
take the matter up with the railroad if you so desire, in case 
we find you have been illegally treated. Even if we have 
no legal jurisdiction, we can effect a settlement for you, if 
your complaint Is a just one.

Dear Sir— Please accept our thanks for information rel- 
ative to rate from Springfield, Missouri, to Harrison, Arkan- 
sas, on wagons. We sought this information in order to 
make comparison between interstate rates made by the rail- 
roads, and rates in Arkansas made by this Commission. We 
have recently reduced the rates on wagons in this state so 
that they will now compare more favorably with the inter- 
state rates. This action on the part of this Commission pre- 
vents what we believe to be an unjust discrimination against 
all wagon factories in this state. 

You ask us to investigate rates on lime and cement from 
Rogers, Ark., to Harrison, Ark. This, you will note, would 
be an interstate shipment, over which this commission has 
no jurisdiction, inasmuch as the shipment passes out of this 
state, through a part of another state, Missouri. We have 
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a very low rate on lime, which enables the lime plants in Ben- 
ton and Washington Counties to ship lime to Southern Ark- 
ansas, and successfully compete with plants in other states. 
There "is nothing in this office from which we can get the 
interstate rate from Rogers to Harrison. They will charge 
you whatever they see fit, so far as this Commission is con- 
cerned, because, as stated above, we have no jurisdiction over 
that haul. You might call their atention to the State rate, 
and use it as an argument in favor of giving you a better 
rate. It is likely that if they are charging you an exor- 
bitant rate, entirely out of proportion to the rate made by 
this Commission for a state haul, that if the matter was taken 
up with the Interstate Commerce Commission that it would 
endeavor to see that you got a better rate. Where the rail- 
roads will not grant you relief on an interstate haul, your 
only remedy is to apply to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion at Washington, D. C.

The 
law of this state as well as the rules of this Commission re- 
quire the railroad companies through their freight agents 
to receive all freight tendered them at the usual place of re- 
ceiving freight in good condition for shipment and to give 
bills lading therefor, whether such railroad companies have 
sufficient platform facilities or not. If .they fail or refuse 
so to do after a proper tender has been made to them and 
demand made for a receipt or bill lading therefor, they sub- 
ject themselves to a penalty of not less than five hundred 
dollars. 

We have just called the attention of Mr. Tyler, Gen. 
Supt. of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Railway 
in this state, to the conditions at your place and asked him to 
make arrangements to handle all the freight that may be 
tendered as ready for shipment at that point. We hope this 
will be done. If it is not, and the cotton or any other freight 
tendered for shipment accumulates, there, call the attention 
of the Commission to the fact at once, and we will see if we 
cannot give you relief. 

We are sending you, under separate cover, our Second 
Annual Report, as well as a copy of our Standard Freight 
Distance Tariff No. 2, which we hope will be of some benefit 
to you.
